1. the interests of possible improvement 
in, and standardization of astrological tech- 
nique, and further by way of commendation 
for the work of an excellent astrologer, we 
wish to call specific attention to the fact 
that in the pages of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY 
Macazine’, Will P. Benjamine has _ con- 
sistently insisted that Hitler’s progressed 
Sun trine his natal Uranus and parallel his 
natal and progressed Jupiter, plus Venus 
progressed trine his natal Jupiter, would 
guarantee him success in his ambitions and 
preserve him from disaster during the pe- 
riod that these aspects remained within orb. 

Basing our calculations on the rectified 
natal chart for Hitler published in our June, 
1940, issue (page 6), we find that the period 
of maximum power for this progressed 
Sun (trine Uranus) commenced April 10, 
1938, and ended October 26, 1939, at which 
times his progressed Sun completed a trine 
to his progressed Uranus and natal Uranus 
respectively, 

However, while the dates when progressed 
aspects are complete do indicate the peak 
of their power, these do not necessarily 
indicate the dates of the most important 
events proceeding from that aspect. Such 
events may be indicated more logically by 
the secondary progression of the aspecting 
planets over the angles of the progressed 
chart." During this 18-month period, the 
secondary M.C. (6:14 Virgo, April 10, 1938) 
made one and a half complete circuits of 
the zodiac, bringing it to 19:07 Pisces Octo- 
ber 26, 1939. As a matter of fact, this (sec- 
ondary) progression is continuous year after 
year with but a slight advance in dates 
for the various angular contacts of natal 
and progressed planets over a period of 
three or four years. These dates during 
tly and *40 are approximately as fol- 
Ows: 


May 22nd—Uranus—M.C.; Sun—7th 
July 25th—Sun—4th 

August 16th—Uranus—7th 
September 24th—Sun—Asc.

Next let us consider the progressions to 
natal and progressed Jupiter. 
The parallel of the progressed Sun to 
natal Jupiter was completed April 15, 1938, 
and continues in effect until the parallel 
to progressed Jupiter is exact, on July 22, 
1941. 
The progressed Venus trined the pro- 
gressed Jupiter (retrograde) in 1934. Next 
came a progressed trine of Venus to natal 
Moon in 1935. Finally came the trine of 
progressed Venus to natal Jupiter on March 
26, 1939. 
Accepting the progressions of Jupiter over 
the secondary angles as the activating prin- 
ciple and major timing factor in the above 
progressions, we find these to be as follows: 
(Note—Dates are approximate to within 
three days.) 
Ascendant—June 10th 
M.C.—August 15th 
Descendant—October 14th 
Nadir—February 8th. 
In addition to this, in so far as Jupiter is 
concerned, we might also consider the sec- 
ondary angular positions of the progressed 
Sun and progressed Venus, since these are 
also factors in these major directions. The 
dates for the Sun have already been given, 
viz., May 2nd, July 25th, September 24th, 
and January 23rd. 
The dates for Venus (approximate to 
within three days) are as follows: 
Ascendant—August 25th 
M.C.—December 11th 
Descendant—March 21st 
Nadir—June 10th. 
A summary of the above analysis of Hit- 
ler’s primary directions yields the follow- 
ing information: 
1—Progressed Venus trine natal and pro- 
gressed Jupiter—effective summer of 
1934 to March 26, 1939. 

2—Progressed Sun trine natal and pro- 
gressed Uranus—effective April 10, 
1938, to October 26, 1939. 
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3—Progressed Sun parallel natal and pro- 

gressed Jupiter—effective April 15, 

1938, to July 22, 1941. 

The net result is to place Der Fithrer un- 
der favorable major directions continuously 
from the summer of 1934 to the summer 
of 1941, the highwater mark in this tide 
of destiny being that period during which 
all three major directions were simul- 
taneously operative, viz. April 1938 to 
March 1939. . Following March 1939, we 
find these influences tapering off, Sun trine 
Uranus falling out in October, 1939, after 
which only one of these major directions 
remains in full force, viz. Sun parallel 
Jupiter, this to continue yet another year, 
until mid-summer 1941. This is very sig- 
nificant in view of Hitler’s military ven- 
tures during 1940, and the absence of any 
discordant note from the progressed Moon 
during the spring months readily accounts 
for the extraordinary success of his armies 
in the field. 

By way of completing the picture and to 
get a true perspective on these major pro- 
gressions, it is also necessary to take note 
of the dates of secondary progressions to 
angles. A study of these dates as given 
above reveals three periods in each year 
that appear to have special significance, 
since only at these times are two angles 
simultaneously contacted, thus emphasizing 
the progressed trines. These periods are: 


1—May 22nd—Uranus M.C.—Sun 7th’ 

2—June 10th—Jupiter Asc.—Venus 4th’ 

3—August 15-25—Jupiter M.C. Uranus 
7th; Venus Asc.*

Finally, and in order to make this analysis 
complete, we must call attention to another 
factor in Hitler’s progressed chart which 
has for years occupied and will continue to 
occupy a most significant position. We re- 
fer to his progressed Mars. Now (1940)

8 Russo-German pect Eephasinnd in 1939 by the 
Lunation of August 1 
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passing through the 22nd degree of Gemini, 
this Mars is separating from a trine to his 
natal Uranus, which was exact late in 1936, 
having previously trined his progressed 
Uranus in 1934. The progressed Sun is 
gradually overtaking this (progressed) Mars 
and they will finally conjunct in- 1947 in 
the 27th degree of Gemini. In the light of 
this approaching conjunction of progressed 
Sun and progressed Mars, the obvious con- 
clusion is that, if he survives all secondary 
afflictions in the meantime—notably those 
culminating in the autumn months of 1940 
and spring months of 1941, of which more 
anon—he may be expected to continue 
pushing his military fortunes over a period 
of five or six years. 

So much for Hitler’s major progressions, 
from which it may be readily seen that he 
still has plenty of luck left (Sun parallel 
Jupiter), albeit, as we shall see later, he 
will probably need it in the late summer 
and autumn of 1940 and in the spring 
months of 1941. 

Now let us see what the progressed Moon 
has to say about all this. For if the Sun 
is the hour hand of the clock of destiny, 
the Moon is undoubtedly the minute hand 
and, in the last analysis, even as the Moon 
in the heavens according to its phases re- 
flects the light of the Sun, so does the astro- 
logical Moon reflect the solar power accord- 
ing to its position (by progression) relative 
to the natal and progressed Sun. The in- 
ference is clear that the progressed Moon 
is more or less a factor in the individual 
destiny, and its aspects are more or less 
significant as it approaches or separates 
from the opposition to the natal and pro- 
gressed Sun, ie., as it approaches or sepa- 
_ Yates from a progressed Full Moon, also, 
since the progressed Moon at any given 
time is the measure of conscious reaction 
to environment, it becomes likewise the 
measure of the good fortune or adversity 
that shall be received from any major pro- 
gression in effect at that time, the power 
inherent in the major progressions being 
transmitted in fullest measure when, at the 
same time, the progressed Moon is in oppo- 
sition to the natal Sun and is approaching 
the opposition to the progressed Sun. This 
period of from. 2% to 5 years (according 


to the age of the native) in each 27-year . 


(progressed) lunar cycle, may be consid- 
ered the “witching hour” in the life span 
of a man, when thé ghosts of a dead—and 
often forgotten—past rise.up to seek their 
heritage of joy or sorrow, success or failure 
—the “harvest moon” in a cycle of Destiny. 





The above considerations are pertinent to 
Hitler’s case because the entrance of his 
progressed Moon into Scorpio—August 23, 
1939—was followed shortly thereafter by 
the opposition to his natal Sun, i.e., a pro- 
gressed Full Moon came into effect, which 
will continue until his progressed Moon 
opposes his progressed Sun, March 1, 1943. 

It is not difficult for the astrologer to 
understand the extraordinary success Der 
Fiihrer met with on the diplomatic front 
during 1988 and up to August, 1939. Dur- 
ing the time that his progressed Moon was 
in Libra—June 25, 1937, to August 23, 1939— 
it completed a number of very favorable 
aspects to natal and progressed planets, the 
most significant being a conjunction with 
his Uranus, trine progressed Sun, Septem- 
ber 3rd to November 8, 1939. ‘These were 
easily the most potent of all the progressed 
lunar aspects from Libra, since they were 
completed during the period of maximum 
power of the major trine of progressed Sun 
to Uranus. The trine of the progressed Moon 
and progressed Sun, October 11, 1938, may 
well be considered the pivotal date in this 
period. 

In addition to the above, Hitler’s progressed 
Moon (from Libra) also sextiled his natal and 
progressed Saturn, June 12th and August 14, 
1938 respectively, while at the same time ap- 
proaching a trine to his progressed Mars, com- 
plete January 7, 1939. The summer and early 
autumn of 1938 was therefore quite properly 
the highwater mark in an era of “bloodless 
victory”—a clearer indication, and more defi- 
nite promise of such could scarcely be found. 

The relation of the progressed Moon to the 
natal and progressed Mercury during 1938 
throws an interesting sidelight on this diplo- 
matic maneuvering. On September 8, 1937, 
the progressed Moon (cusp of natal 12th 
house) squared the progressed Mercury (2:55 
Cancer— natal ninth house), indicating an 
accentuation of secret activities, conversa- 
tions and exchanges of messages with foreign 
powers. Superficially these could have ap- 
peared to be diplomatic exchanges but there 
is little actual diplomacy in a squared Mer- 
cury, to which the decidedly undiplomatic 
exchanges with Austria and Czechoslovakia 
bear witness. On the other hand, this could 
as readily have marked the commencement 
of intensive “Fifth Column” activities. What- 
ever may have been the actual form—even 
granting that it may have taken various forms 
with various nations—it was carried along 
with the utmost secrecy (12th House) until 
it culminated with the progression of the 
Moon to the opposition of the natal Mercury,

March 2, 1939. If we were looking for an 
astrological symbol of “broken pledges,” 
scrapped treaties, etc. we need not have 
looked any farther than these Mercury as- 
pects. It was, of course, under the opposition 
of progressed Moon to natal Mercury (March, 
1939, 1st to 7th Houses) that Hitler cast aside 
all pretense—openly discarded his 12th House 
secrecy—by his callous, almost casual, scrap- 
ping of the “Munich Pact.” The insolent 
effrontery with which he thereby broke every 
pledge he made at Munich no doubt cast the 
die for war. He made it practically impos- 
sible for Britain or France honorably to grant 
any more diplomatic concessions, and it be- 
comes increasingly evident that this may 
have been done deliberately. 

With the progression of Hitler’s Moon into 
Scorpio in August 1939, he appears to have 
entered a new era in his career, and with the 
passing of his progressed Moon from the 
diplomatic sign Libra to the martial sign Scor- 
pio, he may have consciously, deliberately 
renounced his previous diplomatic formula in 
favor of military methods.* This would be an 
answer to his protestations that he was sin- 
cerely desirous of settling the Polish ques- 
tion without recourse to arms. On the con- 
trary, it appears more probable that the de- 
mands on Poland were merely preliminary 


steps in a well planned war of conquest, and . 


that, as a matter of fact, a peaceful capitula- 
tion of the Poles and their allies would have 
actully been a disappointment, as it would 
have made it necessary to resort to some 
more obvious means of baiting the French 
and British into a Declaration of War, since 
only through open and total war could he 
hope to settle finally the question of su- 
premacy—his main objective. Granting that 
it is true, as rumored, that Hitler acts on 
astrological advice, he must have known that 
he had nothing to fear from that Polish cam- 
paign or even a relatively short war with 
Poland’s allies. But by the same token, he 
must also have known that he could not 
afford (astrologically) to enter a long war— 
that it was essential that he have the matter 
settled and victory in his grasp by or before 
the mid-summer of 1940, in view of which 
we find it easier to understand and account 
for his Norwegian and Netherlands cam- 
paigns. Such unprovoked and vicious as- 
saults on any neutral nations that happened 


to be in his way, would be quite in keeping - 


with a foreknowledge of certain pitfalls ahead, 
which could only be avoided by taking time

aggressively by the forelock, regardless of 
whose rights might be violated; that is, of 
course, if he hoped to fulfill his mission as 
self-appointed Messiah for Germany. It was 
absolutely essential that he break the dead- 
lock that was slowly but surely and relent- 
lessly pushing him to the edge of the abyss. 
Time was irrevocably forging a chain of iso- 
lation, link by link—week by week, and by 
August of 1940 it would be too late. So strike 
he must, quickly and decisively, or reconcile 
himself to eventual defeat. 

At this point we get a few more examples 
of that uncanny faculty for timing which has 
characterized all of Hitler’s activities. The 
extraordinary precision with which he has 
ever managed to move at exactly the right 
psychological moment to best gain his ends, 
argues either a relatively super-normal de- 
gree of psychic prescience or, quite possibly, 
the use of astrology. 

In our July, 1940, issue, page 31, we called 
attention to the fact that following the eclipse 
of October, 1939, on Hitler’s natal Uranus, 
having completed his Polish conquest, he re- 
mained comparatively quiescent and made no 
more spectacular moves over a period of six 
months. This becomes even more remarkable 
in view of the fact that during this period 
Italy openly aided and abetted Finland in her 
war with Russia, with aerial reinforcements 
for Finland not only flying over but actually 
refuelling in Germany. German oil to fight 
Russia—? Is it possible that Stalin agreed 
to this? Whatever the answer to that ques- 
tion may be, it now appears that Hitler had 
other plans that had nothing to do with either 
Russia or Finland, plans which became sud- 
denly, dramatically dynamic on April 9, 1940, 
when he launched his “Blitzkrieg” on Scandi- 
navia—just two days following the eclipse 
of April 7th, opposition his natal Uranus. Had 
he been deliberately waiting for that eclipse 
to release him from the Libran eclipse of 
October, 1939, he could not have timed his 
move more accurately. 

What of the future? At this writing, Hit- 
ler’s total war has reached truly alarming. 
proportions. Italy is in, Paris is about to fall 
to the Nazis, Britain is apparently hanging 
on the ropes, America is unable to do any- 
thing decisive immediately. All things con- 
sidered, on this 15th day of June, 1940, Hit- 
ler’s path to an early and victorious peace 
seems to be practically unobstructed. 

The logical place to look for the solution 
to this problem would seem to be the pro- 
gressed Moon plus transits in relation to 
secondary angles. 

We have already noted that immediately 
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following the progression of Hitler’s Moon 
into Scorpio he was. still under the major 
trine of his progressed Sun to Uranus, but 
in addition to this, his progressed Moon also 
formed a couple of favorable aspects which 
carried over to the spring months of 1940, 
viz. sextile natal Moon, January 24th, and 
sextile natal Jupiter, March 15th. However, 
this last was followed promptly by the op- 
position of progressed Moon to progressed 
Venus on March 29th. This may definitely 
be considered the culmination of his favor- 
able progressions. From then on the (astro- 
logical) weather becomes increasingly rough 
for Der Fiihrer, his quick success in Nor- 
way and the Netherlands notwithstanding. 
As a matter of fact, he is not likely to feel 
the pinch of forthcoming (progressed) afflic- 
tions until about July. In the meantime, 
favorable transits plus his own momentum 
have carried him far—and may carry him 
still further. Nevertheless the problem is now 
reduced to the question: Can he hammer 
France and Britain (not one alone, but both) 
into submission before August 1st? If he is 
astrologically advised he must know that if 
he is to attain his objective and conserve his 
gains, he must without fail achieve a quick 
victory and a decisive peace before midsum- 
mer. In the light of latest developments (June 
15th), and in consideration of the fact that 
he now has to match the combined resources 
of all the democratic nations of the world, it 
seems to be highly improbable that he can 
force a complete cessation of hostilities in 
such a short time. With regard to France, 
this may be accepted as a possibility, but six 
weeks is a rather short time in which to also 
force England to her knees, considering the 
resources of the British Empire as a whole, 
to which are now added the vast potential 
resources of the Western hemisphere. 

We have seen why Hitler has succeeded in 
the past, and on the same premise it can be 
seen with equal clarity why he cannot con- 
tinue on his present course through August 
to November, 1940, without encountering cer- 
tain cross-currents that threaten a definite 
reversal of fortune. 

The successive conjunctions of Jupiter and 
Saturn by transit, August 8th and October 
20th, 1940, conjunct Hitler’s natal Mars (con- 
junct Venus), square his natal Saturn, have 
been frequently referred to by astrologers as 
an affliction of major significance, but these 
transiting afflictions ‘acquire additional signifi- 
cance from the fact that at the same time his 
progressed Moon will be opposing his natal 
Mars and Venus and squaring his natal 


Saturn. The dates of these progressed as- 
pects are as follows: 
August 10th—Progressed Moon square natal 

Saturn. 

October 3rd—Progressed Moon square pro- 
gressed Saturn. 

October 6th—Progressed Moon opposition 
natal Mars. 

October 15th—Progressed Moon opposition 
natal Venus. 

It may be seen that October 1st to 15th is 
easily the most critical period from the above 
point of view, but let us apply the theory 
of Secondary Progression of angles to these 
aspects, noting the dates when the natal 
Mars-Venus conjunction and natal Saturn 
contact the angles of the Secondary chart. 
We find these to be: 

Nara, Mars-VENvuS 
Descendant—April Ist 
Nadir—June 19th 
Ascendant—August 27th 
Midheaven—December 20th 

NATAL SATURN 
Midheaven—March 15th 
Descendant—July 10th 
Nadir—September 18th 
Ascendant—December 2nd. 


So far as the above dates are concerned, of 
particular significance is the progression of 
the Moon square natal Saturn on August 
10th, within two days of the transiting con- 
junction of Jupiter and Saturn on the natal 
Mars-Venus conjunction. But on the theory 
that Secondary progressions to angles exter- 
nalize the planetary pattern according to the

particular planetary point of contact involved, 
we have presented herewith a secondary pro- 
gressed chart for August 27th, the date when 
the natal Mars-Venus conjunction contacts 
the secondary ascendant. 

In this chart it will be further noted 
that the progressed Saturn is closely ap- 
proaching a square to the natal Mars-Venus 
conjunction. This major square will be in 
full effect from 1941 to ’45 inclusive, but it 
is logical to assume that, as was the case 
with the Sun-Uranus trine, it will most prob- 
ably externalize under the stimulation of the 
progressed Moon, which is to say during 
August, 1940. 

In evaluating the above afflictions and in 
judging the probable nature of the devel- 
opments and events most likely to coincide 
therewith, we must take cognizance of cer- 
tain factors. 

1—The progressed Sun is still within orb 

of a trine to the natal Uranus, though 
now separating by a time interval of 
almost one year. 
2—The progressed Venus is still within orb 
of a trine to the natal Jupiter, but also 
separating by a time interval of about 
18 months. 

3—His progressed Saturn is approaching a 
sextile to his natal and progressed 
Uranus, but this is not exact for several 
years yet, whereas the square of the 
progressed Saturn to his natal Mars- 
Venus is practically exact this year. 

4—The progressed Moon, as the minute 
hand of the Clock of Destiny, is empha- 
sizing the approaching square of natal 
and progressed Saturn to the natal 
Mars-Venus conjunction. As the Moon 
symbolizes conscious reaction and the 
form building principle, this emphasis 
will basically be to the relative exclu- 
sion of the Sun-Uranus-Jupiter pro- 
gressions, 

5—The major conjunction of Jupiter and 

Saturn by transit in August and again 
in October takes place on the natal 
Mars-Venus conjunction and square 
Saturn. 


6—Never before in his career has Hitler 

been obliged to meet astrological condi- 
tions comparable -to those in effect in 
August to October, inclusive, of this 
year. 

Hitler has, of course, had adverse 
transits at times, also adverse progres- 
sions, although he has not been crossed 
by progression to any major degree 
since 1934, at which time (progressed 


Moon conjunct natal Saturn) he faced 
a revolt in his party. The blood purge 
of June, 1934, took care of that—how 
well, we shall probably know within four 
months, i.e., by October 15th. However, 
not since he came to power in 1933 has 
he been simultaneously hit adversely by 
both progressions and transits, as he will 
be in August of this year. He will need 
to be very well entrenched indeed to 
withstand the storm. If Britain and 
France are still fighting by August 4th, 
it is difficult indeed to see how Hitler 
can avoid a crash. This reservation 
must, however, be emphasized, viz., if 
Britain and France (not one alone, but 
both) lay down their arms and sue for 
peace prior to August Ist, then Hitler 
may weather the storm, at least politi- 
cally, although he will undoubtedly be 
‘considerably shaken. But so far as we 
can see, a cessation of hostilities appears 
to be the only thing that can save him 
from serious military reversals. 


In attempting to forecast just what form 
(event) the above afflictions will take, we 
must bear in mind that in all astrological 
interpretations, we are dealing with purely 
abstract symbols—abstractions which must 
be translated in the terms of the precise en- 
vironmental conditions of the individual at 
the time the aspect is in effect. Therein lies 
the principal difficulty met with in all at- 
tempts at astrological prediction—that is, 
specific prediction. The general classification 
of the events of a given period are easily 
determined, but when we attempt to become 
specific, a correct answer in detail calls for 
the inclusion in our calculations of factors 
that are, in most cases, not known to any- 
one but the individual himself. The wider 
the interests (more diverse the contacts) of 
the individual in question, the greater be- 
comes the obstacle, and in the case of a man 
like Hitler, whose personal contacts are not 
only diverse but also enveloped in such com- 
plete secrecy, we cannot possibly hope to 
do more than estimate possibilities (scarcely 
even probabilities) in so far as the exact form 
of future events is concerned. 

With these mental reservations, we will 
now examine Herr Hitler’s chart in the light 
of these forthcoming afflictions. 

First, let us study that natal Mars-Venus 
conjunction. This appears to be the key to 
the situation, since it is the point of contact 
with the major conjunction of Jupiter and 
Saturn. We accept this as the point of re- 
action or cause, with natal Saturn and pro- 
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gressed Moon being foci for expression— 
effects, results. 

There is an astrological tradition that, “He 
who has the ruler of his ascendant in the 
eighth house will be the cause of his own 
death.” Hitler has this position—Venus, ruler 
of his ascendant, is on his eighth house cusp. 
Since Venus is one of the planets involved 
in the August affliction, we may well pause 
to consider the possible significance of Venus 
as ruler of death. About all that may be 
said is that it usually spares the individual 
the suffering incident to a lingering and pain- 
ful death. Though Mars is conjunct Venus 
in this case, death will probably be painless 
because of its sudden or accidental nature. 
We doubt that this indicates deliberate sui- 
cide, although that is not necessarily ruled 
out. Though Venus has a sacrificial quality 
and might indicate self-martyrdom in some 
form, we think it more probable that Hitler 
will sooner or later stake his life in some 
desperate gamble and lose. The afflictions 
from Saturn in the M.C. indicate that death 
may be expected at the height of his power. 

As indicated above, the conjunction of 
Mars with Venus in this case is an element 
of violence that otherwise could not be ex- 
pected to result from Venus alone. For sev- 
eral years, we have considered that the pair- 
ing of certain planets (as by conjunction) 
produces a composite influence comparable 
to that of some other planet alone, and in fol- 
lowing out this theory we arranged the plan- 
ets in groups of three, according to the fol- 
lowing diagram: 
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Without attempting to go into a detailed 
discussion of this diagram, which is, after 
all, almost self-explanatory to the occult or 
astrological student, we merely call atten- 
tion to the fact that on this theory Uranus, 
from the physical point of view, symbolizes 
a combination, or union, of the positive and 
negative forces of Mars and Venus, through 
which is received in modified form the ex- 
pansive power of Jupiter—the principle of 
growth. From the mental point of view, 
Uranus draws on the inspirational power of 
Neptune through the Moon and Mercury. 
The natural conclusion that follows is that 
a conjunction of Mars and Venus may be 
accepted as producing effects somewhat sim- 
ilar to those which would follow from the 
position of Uranus alone in the degree of the 
conjunction. Therefore we may read Hitler’s 
forthcoming progressions as though he had 
Uranus (instead of Mars conjunct Venus) 
at 16+ Taurus, 

As previously explained, in his natal chart, 
the conjunction falls on the cusp of his 
eighth house; in his primary progressed 
chart, it falls on the cusp of his sixth house, 
the departments which, in a personal sense, 
govern health and death. From a mun- 
dane point of view, the sixth governs the 
workers of the nation, the labor party, the 
army and the health of the people. The 
eighth house governs resources (financial) 
within his environment. This includes the 
resources of both partners (allies) and open 
enemies. If there ever was a combination 
ideally designed to precipitate economic col- 
lapse, it surely is this. The Uranian quality 
further indicates that, whatever happens, 
whether it be personal or national or both, 
it will be a sudden, unexpected and surpris- 
ing development. . 

Following through on the theory that the 
natal Mars-Venus conjunction in Taurus is 
the key to Hitler’s destiny as a war lord, and 
the transiting Jupiter-Saturn conjunction of 
August and October is the environmental 
focal point for these forces, we may reason- 
ably look to the horoscopes of other national 
leaders for individual points of contact, i.e., 
those who have planets close to 15° Taurus, 
also of Leo and Scorpio. Among the Taurean 
contacts, we find President Roosevelt, Stalin, 
King Victor Emmanuel, Queen Wilhelmina, 
and the Crown Prince of Sweden. Among 
the Scorpio contacts, we find Stalin, King 
Gustave of Sweden and King George of Eng- 
land. Finally, the most striking contrast is 
found in the chart of King Haakon of Nor- 
way, with Sun, Jupiter and Venus closely 
conjunct Hitler’s Saturn in Leo. King George 
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of England also has Jupiter in Leo, but not 
so close as is that of King Haakon. 

Within Hitler’s own camp, past and pres- 
ent, we must take note of the strange in- 
harmonies coming from the charts of his mili- 
tary leaders, viz, Von Brauchitsch, with 
Saturn conjunct Neptune in 11 and 16 Taurus 
respectively; Von Raeder, with Uranus in 
15 Leo; and last, but by no means least, Fritz 
Thyssen, with Sun 17 Scorpio, Uranus 11 
Leo and Nodes 16:48 Taurus-Scorpio. 

From the above we might reasonably draw 
the conclusion that Hitler’s fate may yet be 
finally decided in Norway or Norwegian wa- 
ters, with Sweden and Holland not far be- 
hind, and Stalin a potent factor behind the 
scenes, to say nothing of U. S. (President 
Roosevelt) support to Britain. King Haakon 
and King George hold some high (astrologi- 
cal) cards here. The afflictions focused in the 
charts of Von Brauchitsch and Von Raeder, 
and particularly the persistent menace to 
Hitler revealed in the chart of (the now 
exiled) Fritz Thyssen—German industrialist 
—completes a picture of well-nigh uncon- 
trollable forces, so far as Hitler is concerned. 

It is interesting to note that the Russo- 
German Pact, consummated August 19, 1939, 
coincided with the progression of Hitler’s 
Moon into Scorpio, August 23rd, and was 
engineered by von Ribbentrop, born April 30 
(10:20 Taurus), 1893. Goebbels, born Octo- 
ber 29 (6:21 Scorpio), 1897, would also seem 
to be a probable factor in what would ap- 
pear to have been the commencement of a 
relatively new regime in Nazi Germany. 
Goebbels has not so far (June 15, 1940) fig- 
ured prominently in the news. But when 
all the facts are known, it may be revealed 
that Hitler, in August, 1939, came more di- 
rectly under the influence of these two men 
(to the relative exclusion of others), with 
the result that he radically changed his plans 
and policies. Instead of devoting the next 
few years to the task of consolidating his 
previous gains, he determined rather to finish 
the job, establishing German supremacy, even 
though it involved entering upon a series 
of campaigns for military conquest, and it 
is reasonable to assume that the harvest he 
reaps during the autumn months of 1940 will 
be the natural and direct result of this de- 
cision, astrologically a sequential development 
in line with the further progression of his 
Moon through Scorpio. 

Having completed our study of Hitler’s 
progressions, primary and secondary, it is 
necessary that we also consider the transits 
coincident therewith, because only thus can 
we hope to arrive at a true estimate of the 













situation. As explained in our June, 1939, 
issue, page 22 (sub-head “Key Cycle”), 
progressions are only one half of the story. 
The progressions reveal the individual re- 
action pattern, but the transits, as indica- 
tive of environmental conditions that must 
be met with that pattern, are equally im- 
portant. : 

In our July issue and again in this analysis, 
we have called attention to the Lunation of 
May 7th, in 16:46 Taurus, marking the com- 
mencement of his Netherlands campaign. 
We repeat that it is difficult for us to see 
how the results of such a venture, although 
immediately successful, could ultimately be 
other than disastrous, and the seed then sown 
may be expected to mature and bear fruit 
under the major conjunctions of Jupiter and 
Saturn (by transit) on that point in August 
to October of this year. This detailed analysis 
of Hitler’s progressions points to August as 
the most critical month. 

There is another major transit that bears 
a most significant relation to Hitler’s activi- 
ties, both in the recent past and immediate 
future, viz., Pluto. The transiting Pluto has, 
during the past three years, been in the 
process of changing signs (entering Leo) and 
in doing so has been squaring Hitler’s natal 
Sun. 

It may be pointed out that the cusps of all 
fixed signs have special significance in Hitler's 
chart, because of the fact of his natal Sun 
being in the Ist degree of one of them— 
Taurus. Therefore, in our analysis of the 
transits in relation to him, we shall empha- 
size transits over the cusps of these fixed 
signs, viz., Taurus, Scorpio, Aquarius and 
Leo, 

The first major transit over one of the 
above points since Hitler came to power was 
that of Uranus in June, 1934, It will be 
recalled that we previously called attention 
to this Uranian transit in our August, 1934, 
issue, page 12, and November 1934 issue, 
page 23, pointing out that it provided the 
opportunity for Hitler to become at that 
time the most. powerful ruler on earth, and 
in connection therewith we forecast that 
the transit of Saturn over that point in 1939 _ 
and 1940 would ring down the curtain. The 
important fact in connection therewith that 
was not noted was that in the drama of life 
the last act usually marks the apex of the 
individual career. Saturn in transit over the 
natal Sun may therefore further indicate 
the highest point of the curve of individual * 
achievement. This does not, however, alter 
the fact that thereafter the curve (of power) 
must decline. Whether such decline is im- 
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mediate and therefore gradual, or sudden 
after a delay depends on other factors. The 
point we wish to make is that Saturn can 
grant success, but the price is heavy and 
with that success comes an ever increasing 
load of responsibility, that eventually, inevi- 
tably results in collapse in some form, unless 
—and this is the only hope of escape—there 
is a gradual transition from the autocratic 
Saturnine regime to the democratic Jupi- 
terian order. This involves a transfer of re- 
sponsibilities by delegating such to capable 
associates or subordinates, but such a trans- 
fer of responsibility also involves correspond- 
ing loss of power which Saturn is loath to 
relinquish. Hence, in the best mythological 
tradition, Jupiter is usually obliged to take 
over by force with the result that Saturn 
loses everything. The conjunction of Jupiter 
and Saturn by transit this year and next is 
additional testimony that the time for such 
readjustment in totalitarian regimes in gen- 
eral is close at hand—the results should be 
interesting. 

At this writing (June, 1940), the last act is 
still not finished. The transit of Saturn over 
his natal Sun has so far resulted in added 
increase in power and responsibilities, and 
the curtain has not yet descended, but we 
still believe the show will soon be over, at 
least temporarily and so far as Hitler indi- 
vidually is concerned. Whether or not, like 
Napoleon, he will risk his career by exces- 
sive ambition remains 4o be seen. He has 
repeatedly stated that he will not make 
Napoleon’s mistake—we shall see. Of one 
thing we may be sure, the price of escape 
(and safety) will be high—from Hitler’s 
point of view. 

Getting back to the Pluto transit, which is 
the major transiting key to this latest phase 
of Hitler’s career, Pluto first contacted Leo 
in October, 1937, but promptly retrograded 
back into Cancer. Again it re-entered Leo 
in August, 1938, only to again retrograde back 
into Cancer in March, 1939, finally moving 
over into Leo (this time to stay) in July, 
1939, These successive transits of Pluto square 
Hitler’s natal Sun (coinciding with the suc- 
cessive transits of Saturn conjunct his natal 
Sun) give in broad outlines a fairly accu- 
rate picture of the crises of the past couple 
of years. For instance, the Munich crisis 


of 1938 coincided almost exactly with the 
second transit of Pluto into Leo. That scrap 
of paper went into discard when Pluto left 
Leo again in March the following year. The 
crisis was revived when Pluto re-entered Leo 
in the summer of 1939. 

The transit of Pluto (the Dictator) into 









Leo, square Hitler’s natal Sun, was in itself 
a fairly ominous portent, and quite ade- 
quately accounts for the odium attached to 
the name of Hitler in all democratic nations, 
yet it really became a deadly menace to 
the liberty and peace of the world as a more 
complex pattern developed with the transits 
of other planets into that area of squares and 
oppositions. : 

Saturn added his depressing colors to the 
general picture of gloom with his transit into 
Taurus (conjunct Hitler’s natal Sun, square 
transiting Pluto) in July, 1939. 

In September, 1939, Saturn retrograded 
back into Aries, re-entering Taurus in March 
(21st) 1940. 

Mars entered Aquarius in May, 1939, turn- 
ing retrograde shortly thereafter and squar- 
ing the transiting Saturn (conjunct Hitler’s 
Sun) in July. Mars re-entered Aquarius in 
September, 1939, thus completing a cross with 
the transiting Pluto and Saturn on Hitler’s 
Sun—a cross that had extended over several 
months—throughout: the spring and summer 
of 1939. 

In February, 1940, Mars entered Taurus 
and conjoined Hitler’s Sun. This may be 
the key to the Altmark incident and the 
actual seed of Hitler’s invasion of Norway. 

On July 3, 1940, Mars will enter Leo to 
square Hitler’s Sun and to conjunct the 
transiting Pluto (July 6th). Shall this be 
the opening gong for another invasion — 
possibly of Britain? In passing, we may note 
that Mars will transit Hitler’s natal Saturn, 
July 24th, which will be followed by the 
lunation of August 3rd in the 11th degree of 
Leo, also conjunct Hitler’s natal Saturn. The 
last transit of Mars over this point was in 
August, 1938, and, of course, lunations repeat 
in approximately the same degree every 19 
years. In August, 1921, there was a lunation 
also in the 11th degree of Leo. 

Continuing with current transits over the 
cusps of fixed signs, we find that Venus en- 
tered Taurus on March 9, 1940, coinciding 
with the cessation of hostilities in Finland. 
Venus will enter Leo on September 9th, to con- 
junct the transiting Pluto on September 12th. 

The transits of Mercury and Jupiter are 
interesting in relation to the Netherlands’ 
campaign. Mercury and Jupiter entered 
Taurus to conjunct Hitler’s Sun and, of 
course, square transiting Pluto May 7th and 
20th respectively. As previously noted, Jupi- 
ter thereafter moves to the conjunction with 
Saturn in August, while Mercury enters Leo 
June 26th, to conjunct the transiting Pluto 
June 28th; thereafter Mercury retrogrades 
and again conjuncts Pluto July 17th, in the 
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meantime conjoining Mars July 11th, moving 
forward again by direct motion to a third 
and final conjunction with Pluto on August 
14th. 

Thus, from June 26th to August 14th, the 
transiting Mercury is practically in continu- 
ous conjunction with the transiting Pluto 
square Hitler’s natal Sun. With reference to 
this we can only say, God help the van- 
quished when Pluto dictates terms. 

Finally, with reference to current transits, 
the mutual planetary conjunctions are im- 
portant. From May to September, exclusive 
of the Plutonian conjunctions already listed, 
the various other mutual conjunctions are: 

May 5th—Mercury conjunct Jupiter—27+

One interesting fact in connection with the 
above is the extraordinary predominance of 
Mercury conjunctions during May, with a 
Mars blend added in June and July, and 
continuing up to September. Truly a fitting 
symbol of this “War of Movement.” 

The Mercury-Jupiter conjunction of May 
5th teok place on Hitler’s natal Mercury and 
near his seventh cusp, widely sextile his 
progressed Sun. The Sun-Mercury conjunc- 
tion of May 21st conjoined Hitler’s natal 
Neptune, sextile transiting Pluto, 

The Lunation of June 5th conjunct Musso- 
lini’s Mars brought Duce into the war; fol- 








lowing this the Mercury-Mars conjunction 
of June 16th occurs square Hitler’s Uranus 
and conjunct Mussolini’s well aspected natal 
Jupiter. This should give Duce the lion’s 
share of whatever immediate spoils there 
may be. This is further borne out by the 
Lunation of July 5th, also conjunct his natal 
Jupiter. The Mars-Mercury conjunction of 
July 11th conjoins Mussolini’s Sun. Does 
that mean a flare-up in the Balkans inspired 
by Stalin and directed at Mussolini, or vice 
versa? 

The conjunction of Venus and the Sun, 
June 26th, takes place conjunct Hitler’s pro- 
gressed Mercury, sextile his progressed 
Venus, opposition his natal Moon and Jupiter. 
This might well present Hitler with the best 
opportunity for a profitable and victorious 
peace that he is likely to have in this present 
cycle. This is further emphasized by the 
position of the transiting Jupiter at that time, 
viz., conjunct his progressed Venus and trine 
his natal Jupiter—June 24th. 

The Sun-Mercury conjunction of July 22nd 
conjoins the transiting Pluto, square Hitler’s 
natal Sun. That surely means bad news for 
Der Fiihrer, although in all these contacts 
with Hitler’s natal Sun, we must not lose 
sight of that natal trine of Moon and Jupiter 
to his Sun. In any case, this July 22nd con- 
junction may be expected to speak in no un- 
certain terms, through, or to Hitler—or both 
—and “them” will be harsh words. 

The occultations of Saturn July 28th and 
August 24th are, of course, directly linked 
with the Jupiter-Saturn ‘conjunction of Au- 
gust 8th, and may be expected to emphasize 
that conjunction on those dates. 

By way of a summary of the above, we 
would say that Hitler’s Blitzkrieg war may 
show signs of going haywire about the first 
week of July, or during the last few days 
of June. Coincident with the transit of Mer- 
cury and Mars into Leo, by the same token 
Mussolini stands to gain greatly from the 
developments of June, but may be inclined 
to take the initiative from Hitler under 
those transits of Leo. Whether this im- 
plies a spread of the .war to the Balkans 
under Mussolini’s direction we can only 
hazard a guess, but might add that this seems 
probable. 

In conclusion, the question remains, what 
will all this do to, or through, Hitler? There 
seems to be little doubt but that he holds 
the key to the world’s future, although it 
also appears that upon Mussolini’s shoulders 
rests the actual responsibility for peace or 
war. The transits during June over Duce’s 
well aspected eighth house Cancer planets— 
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Jupiter and Venus—promise to drop some 
rich plums in his vicinity, with comparatively 
little effort required on his part. What may 
happen in July under the martial stimulation 
of his Leo Sun and Mercury is another story 
and, truth to tell, it is difficult to see how 
any belligerent action on Duce’s part could 
be other than detrimental to Hitler. Musso- 
lini’s horoscope does not favor war or ulti- 
mate victory from armed conflict any more 
than does Hitler’s. Both dictators have charts 
admirably designed for bloodless conflict and 
would have been well advised to be satisfied 
with what they could get by diplomatic bluff- 
ing—always short of actual warfare. In re- 
sponse to this, we may well be reminded that 
“so far they haven’t done so badly,” to which 
we would reply, “Granted,” but we are now 
considering results. The game is not over 
until the cards are all played, and the war 
is not over until the last battle has been 
fought, and it will be remembered that the 
higher they climb the further they fall. 

If, prior to August 1, 1940, Hitler achieves 
a complete victory over both France and 
Britain and succeeds in forcing a peace settle- 
ment (even a temporary one) on both those 
countries, that would place Mussolini in a 
position to drive an excellent bargain for 
hirnself and his partner. In that case, Hitler 
may weather the August storm by the simple 
process of doing nothing. He could afford 
simply to sit tight and wait for the clouds 
to pass, although that would not necessarily 









protect him from any tendencies to a per- 
sonal (physical) breakdown or dissension 
within his own ranks, With such huge spoils 
as there would then be to divide, the likeli- 
hood of “thieves falling out” is, of course, 
increased—perhaps the next bomb won’t miss. 

On the other hand, if even Britain alone 
hangs on and can continue to fight through 
July and into August, or if Mussolini should 
go out after other fields of conquest, the 
chances for a wreckage of the Hitler War 
Machine increases daily after July Ist. 

In the last analysis, none of the above may 
exactly describe the event because, as pre- 
viously explained, such interpretations can 
never be other than tentative, yet we may be 
assured that, in a general sense, Saturn in Hit- 
ler’s natal tenth will collect a debt of destiny, 
and what actually does happen will therefore 
necessarily depend upon how much or what 
he owes, and how long payment has been 
delayed. The interest rates on debts of 
destiny are usually quite heavy. Further- 
more, because of the Uranian coloring, what- 
ever happens will be as sudden and unex- 
pected as a bolt from the blue. 

It must be borne in mind that, while these 
deductions are based on Hitler’s personal 
chart, and Hitler’s personal collapse does not 
necessarily imply defeat of the German 
armies, yet on the assumption that he is 
their commander-in-chief and that their suc- 
cess is predicated ‘upon his continuance as 
such, they must to that extent share his fate.

THE AIR SIGNS 


L Libra 

1BRA is the cardinal sign in the air group 
and this means that in any horoscope it 
indicates the fundamental functioning through 
which the native meets the crises of his ex- 
perience in his efforts to establish his own 
identity in practical reference. The keyword 
for this idea is equilibrium. The air signs 
express the continuing struggle of man to 
resolve his doubts of himself. The distinction 
from the substantiation of identity indicated 
by Sagittarius and Leo is that, in their case, 
no recognition is given the real existence of 
anything specifically separate from the self. 

The fire signs identify the self in its re- 
ordering of its own pure identity. The air 
signs measure the function by which identity 
becomes real, and it is in this respect that 
they become the intellectual signs, since the 
process of self-in-self contemplation, or con- 
sciousness, is mental, vicarious and imagina- 
tive in nature. The “reality” involved at this 
point is conplementary to another type, ruled 
by earth signs yet to be described. Under 
air the effort of existence is to have manipu- 
lative knowledge of the self’s capabilities in 
its discrete or individual existence. Air signs 
indicate the esses which take place in 
consciousness, Or self-focused experience, and 
these are active as long as life continues. 
The presence of consciousness, however, as 
compared with its lack, is a distinction of 
circumstances in a particular case, and is 
shown by the houses. 

Libra in any chart indicates the degree to 
which an individual demonstrates his con- 
scious personality in the critical relations of 
everyday life. Any considerable emphasis here 
will demand a precipitation of issues, if none 
happen to exist, or some measure of actual 
excitement always. The equilibrium of Libra 
is an ordering of things on a basis where 
the self has importance as a link between 
them, or a reconciler among them. The coup- 





ling function of Libra is over-literalized 
when meaning is assimilated from the seventh 
house, however, since Libra is no more a 
ruler of partnerships than any other sign. 
The cardinal-air facet of being is that func- 
tion in which relationship to the general 
situation is always maneuvered in some way 
to produce recognition for selfhood. Thus the 
Libra type will be involved in marriage no 
more often, by and large, than any other, 
but the Libra focus in every chart will in- 
dicate the manner in which any individual 
in question will seek to be noticed, consulted, 
or otherwise revealed to himself as real 
through the agency of some problem imme- 
diately at hand. 

The process of involvement in situations 
for the sake of certifying self-identity indi- 
cates not only the capacity for excitement 
in the usual sense, but also proneness to in- 
terior excitation or upset. Thus Libra shows 
the capacity for mood in any native’s case. 
In consequence Libra is the point of essential 
spirituality in every horoscope because spirit- 
ual capacity is the degree to which an in- 
dividual can sustain a creative mood of more 
than usual proportions. By the same token, 
Libra is the seat of love or affection in a 
functional or mood-manipulation sense. The 
sign is the real focus in the identity’s self- 
discovery, and as a result the sign indicates 
whatever there is of charm in the being, or 
of power to establish an enduring reality in 
its own total personality. At the same time 
great pettiness will be disclosed in a life of 
lesser achievement, and this differs strikingly 
from the smallness found under the fire 
signs because it recognizes other existents 
and therefore can be desperately vindictive. 


The Libra Type 


The Libra type of individual, in the case 
where this sign is rising or contains the sun, 
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moon or an unusual concentration of planets, 
is the epitome of this air-cardinal focus, The 
Libra above everything else is an enthusiast, 
seeking with every ounce of strength to put 
himself into the situations at hand. This 
makes him an ideal politician. He is a suc- 
cessful manager because of his capacity to 
make contact with all the people in a given 
grouping. He may be as down in spirits as 
up, and with equal energy; hence the Libra, 
of all types, is blackest in disatunement. Ruth- 
less beyond all measure at his worst, he is 
indefatigable in a mobilization of constructive 
energy at his best. He is utterly opportunistic, 
or non-dependable, because his obsession is 
always with an immediate situation, and so 
never with any ultimate goal or final values. 
Like all air signs in this essentially mental 
temperament, Libra’s concentration is wholly 
on the subject focused in consciousness. 

Thus he is highly partisan, but his attach- 
ment is momentary in time, and superficial 
in other respects. He never responds to peo- 
ple or ideas according to their intrinsic worth, 
but only on the basis of their significance 
to the issue in which he effects his reality. 
He has no patience with things out of con- 
text or in remote reference. He may be faith- 
less as a friend, but delightful as a compan- 
ion. He is often inconsistent in his thinking, 
but usually stimulating in mental contact. He 
appreciates beauty, splendor and all high 
qualities of value, yet his little sense of the 
effort going into the establishment of these 
things or representing a responsibility for 
their maintenance. He is shallow from any 
long or real perspective, but immeasurably 
deep in every immediate relation. His chame- 
leon-like capacity for change enables him 
to participate more broadly, widely and ef- 
fectively in experience than any other of the 
twelve types, but like Aries his effort pri- 
marily ends up in little more than the per- 
sistence of his own bare identity. The one 
forward step beyond Aries in Libra is that 
the Libra is aware of his identity, whereas 
Aries only possesses it. 


Gemini 

Gemini is the common sign in the air group 
and this means that in any horoscope it 
indicates the fundamental functioning through 
which the native focuses his experience with 
People in his efforts to establish his own 
identity in practical reference. The keyword 
for this idea is vivification. Gemini is an 
enthusiast, like Libra, but in particular refer- 
ence to people and in definitely personal 
relations. Gemini is therefore not as oppor- 
tunistic or superficially changeable as Libra, 









but characterized by more direct encourage- 
ment to personal self-expression in others. 
The air signs indicate a recognition of iden- 
tity apart from the self and, in the case of 
the human interaction in a common sign, 
a high and true sympathy. In this sense Gem- 
ini is consistently vivifying, and it shows 
the point in any chart through which the 
individual functions in his recognition of 
other expressive or creative effort. Here is 
the extreme of personal intercourse, as the 
self finds some aspect of its own reality en- 
larged in the pattern of an associate or neigh- 
bor. As a result the native’s highest degree of 
general possible cooperation with the effort 
of others is indicated. 

Thus Gemini reveals the fundamental 
craftsmanship of self because such is a tech- 
nical skill, or an ability to perform operations 
essentially ramified among many different 
individuals. The difference from Libra is that 
the interest is in a differentiation of detail, 
or the use of individual talents rather than 
the manipulation of a situation as a whole. 
The symbol of the twins for Gemini implies 
a tendency to do or be two things at once, 
and this is an important if only a partial 
truth. A strong emphasis in Gemini enables 
any native to accomplish a host of things 
simultaneously because he can recognize 
capacity or opportunity in quite discrete as- 
pects, and so can meet many different things, 
each point-to-point according to his own 
particular genius. The emphasis of this sign 
identifies the individual capacity for finding 
a highly personal significance in everything 
touched by experience. All objects become 
the symbols of a reality held by self and 
others in a continual and practical human 
relationship. 


The Gemini Type 

The Gemini type of individual, in the case 
where this sign is rising or contains the sun, 
moon, or an unusual concentration of planets, 
is the epitome of this air-common focus. The 
Gemini is the lesser enthusiast, in compari- 
son with Libra, and he is essentially the 
outstanding “man of affairs” type. At worst 
he is the busybody, at best the friend-in- 
need. He sets the pace for business in gen- 
eral, and in conventional terms is the mer- 
chant or trader who works in first-hand 
contact with people, especially in lines where 
he succeeds by making their own reality 
more real to them. He has a gift for adver- 
tising techniques, and is a professional com- 
forter in most superficial affairs. On higher 
levels of effort he is an artist or mechanical 
genius, the person able to catch some facet 
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of reality and make it his own through a 
portrait, a machine or some form of projec- 
tive identity. Like Libra he is very vocal 
but, unlike Libra, he is devoid of moods. 
Libra’s interest at root does not orient itself 
to any particular person, whereas Gemini’s 
does. Therefore Gemini is not faithless. How- 
ever, he is inclined to be casual and to see 
no more in another than that he can call 
to life within his own personality. Thus, 
like Sagittarius, Gemini sees himself in the 
activities of all other people, but as a sort 
of twin relation where the externaily real 
is inwardly assuring, and in consequence he 
continually seeks to establish or strengthen 
the likenesses or cooperations among men. 

Gemini is therefore a great joiner. He 
encourages clubs, fraternities, and organiza- 
tions of every sort. He is a great admirer of 
words and mames as an easy way to get 
hold of “other reality.” This leads to an 
improper assimilation of the affairs of the 
third house of Gemini, but Gemini is in no 
degree concerned with the mere transmission 
or movements of things. Rather he strives 
to confirm the reality of human experience 
by persuading as many people as possible 
to do as many given things as possi- 
ble. Gemini’s main objective in life is to keep 
everything active, to avoid dullness or in- 
significance. 


Aquarius 


Aquarius is the fixed sign in the air group 
and this means that in any horoscope ‘it 
indicates the fundamental functioning through 
which the native focuses his vicarious or 
mental experience in his efforts to establish 
his own identity in practical reference. The 
keyword for this idea is loyalty. The princi- 
pal concern here is with ideas that seem to 
establish some measure of ultimate reality 
in the general world of man’s experience, 
and the effort of the being in its emphasis 
at Aquarius is to determine a pattern of 
enduring values in which the self can order 
its own realization for once and:all. The 
sign Aquarius is principal indicator of the 
end-results sought in the given life, and 
this is far more than the hopes and wishes 
of the eleventh house to which there is a 
general but superficial correspondence. Reality 
must ultimately be established in a system 
of ideas as a “pattern of potentials,” and in 
its largest aspect the sign indicates this 
general potentiality. 

Aquarius is the point of man’s greatest 
visualization of his ideal, and it shows the 
degree of his individual achievement in any 


out-groping towards a superior realization of 
self-identity. This reveals the practical ob- 
session with immediate ends. Here is insight 
into the native’s love for truth, his capacity 
for self-sacrifice at the call of an ideal. But 
since Aquarius identifies the life in terms of 
its greatest ultimate perspective, it discloses 
the loss of self in the remote or the purely 
theoretical, and so in any betrayal of in- 
dividual self-certainty. It is also the focal 
point from which the self, if it functions 
through inadequacy and disillusion, gains its 
false concepts, or embraces the erroneous 
ideas by which the whole being is led astray 
through what outwardly seem to be “per- 
verse” notions. 


The Aquarius Type 

The Aquarius type of individual, in the 
case where this sign is rising or contains 
the sun, moon, or an unusual concentration 
of planets, is the epitome of this air-fixed 
focus. This is the one of the twelve types 
most consistently over-idealized. He is painted 
as a person of great vision, presented as one 
of exalted insight or cosmic humanity. In 
superficial writings he appears commonly 
as the altruist. Actually he is a seeker after 
truth when his highest potentiality is achieved, 
but in general the Aquarius is apt to be a 
person of high passions on a rather low or 
ordinary level. As a type he is interested 
in ideals or ideas only to the degree in which 
his own identity may have safe refuge in 
them. This means that he will give great 
loyalty to all sorts of “causes,” but it also 
shows that he is very prone to indulge in 
wishful thinking and to surrender easily to 
a rationalizing philosophy. 

In common with all fixed signs, the Aqua- 
rius is inclined to speculative thinking. This 
may take the form of idle day dreaming 
as well as profound intuition. The Aquarius 
seeks confirmation of his own identity by 
the discovery of acceptable ideas or inner 
experience of reality, and this is in no way 
conducive to the activity characterizing Libra 
or Gemini. As a result the Aquarius is often 
lazy, and usually most conventional. At his 
best he makes a contribution to everyone 
around him by his active allegiance to those 
ideas which serve him as a basis for his 
self-realization. He may accomplish much 
by this activity, both in research and in 
teaching. By and large, however, the Aqua- 
rius seeks the significance of experience 
rather than experience itself, and so becomes 
one of the more quiet types among the 
twelve, less commonly observed and less 
frequently understood. 
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THE WATER SIGNS 
Cancer 


Cancer is the cardinal sign in the water 
group and this means that in any horoscope 
it indicates the fundamental functioning 
through which the native meets the crises 
of his experience in any matter concerning 
his intuition of perfect wholeness. The key- 
word for this idea is expansion. The six 
signs now to be described alternate around 
the circle in a distribution of basic self- 
persistence in wholeness, and so in a negative 
rather than positive aspect. The negative 
consideration is always the total potentiality 
of existence. The fundamental difference be- 
fween positive and negative functioning is 
that “positive” effort is to maintam change- 
lessness, whereas “negative” activity is a 
more basic cooperation with change, or the 


free flow of life possibilities. The self in fire- 


and air has sought to “be” what it is, apart 
from any necessity of “becoming” what it is. 
The new idea is the equal necessity that 
being continue to “be” through these changes 
that complete its being, so that the concept. 
of “being” gives way to the idea of “becom- 
ing.” The self here includes its world more: 
creatively, less centers its reality in a psy- 
chological projection of its own experience, 

The water signs, therefore, and the earth 
signs with them, deal with the actualities 
of life, or things which “come into being.” 
The focus of all self-awakening to pure 
actuality is indicated in the chart by Cancer. 
In the larger sense this is an expansion of 
experience in every possible way, hence 
Cancer gives clue to the individual’s capacity 
for learning or teaching, and for everything 
else implied in any broadening of the refer- 
ence in experience. Cancer is the simple 
manifestation of wholeness in the individual 
case, and where there is great emphasis of 
Cancer in the horoscope the being is so 
filled with his “wholeness”’ that it reaches 
out to wrap everything into itself. The ten- 
acity associated with the sign, and symboli- 
cally expressed in the crab, is an expression 
of this power of enfoldment. The crab’s power 
to regenerate a lost member is a symbol of 
Cancer’s capacity to bring all things to whole 
actuality. Some assimilation of fourth-house 
meaning to Cancer has distorted this signifi- 
cance to an extent, because Cancer is no 
More particularly home-loving than. many 
other signs, but there is correlation between 
the whole “rounding out” of ‘circumstances in 
the fourth house, and the functional bringing 
of all things, within the periphery of self, 


which is the fundamental significance of this 
water-cardinal focus, 

The degree of Cancer emphasis, in every 
chart, indicates the native’s capacity to bring 
problems or issues to ultimate solution. He 
may do this by a direct expansion of self, 
or by an enlargement of the given milieu 
in which an issue has arisen and in which 
the self regards itself as focal. In any case 
the basic resources are found in capacities 
of the selfhood, so that in this respect the 
sign is definitely negative. The fundamental 
capability of the individual to learn, or ex- 
pand, as in distinction from his opportunity 
for learning, is revealed by Cancer. To the 
degree there is any lack of capacity to bring 
a given situation into whole actuality, an en- 
foldment of a different sort takes place in 
the psuedo-actuality which is also indicated 
by water signs. The test of wholeness is its 
satisfactory functioning in the consciousness 
of the given person. All things being equal, 
the whole enfoldment will take place in a 
context ef actuality, but what is only fantasy 
in the individual case may yet have immortal 
contribution for life in general, so that any 
distinction betweefi “actual” and “phantas- 
mal” is ultimately academic. ‘The dreamers 
of dreams very often make solid reality out 
of their dream substance, Cancer indicates 
the point of whole enfoldment in its unques- 
tioned resolution of the given situation, with- 
out any external distinction of actuality. 


The Cancer Type 

The Cancer type of individual, in the case 
where this sign is rising or contains the 
sun, moon, or an unusual concentration of 
planets, is the epitome of this water-cardinal 
focus. The Cancer individual, like the Aries, 
is exceedingly sure of himself. He ‘is set in 
his ways, and in general is much more 
“fixed” than most fixed signs because he is 
so definitely conscious, of a wholeness in 
which all reality may rest. He is neither 
hurried nor excited by the normal passing 
of events. Because he speaks out of a com- 
plete orientation within his own conscious- 
ness, he continually offers the world an ex- 
planation, however imaginative it may be, 
of the unresolved elements in its progress. 
For this reason he is the ideal teacher, and 
may become a true prophet. He has the sur- 
face placidity: of ordinary water, but like 
this water he can rise to turbulence and re- 
veal immense force against opposition or in 
the face of great difficulties. Cancer therefore 
becomes one of the rather violent signs, a 
characteristic of the entire water group, 
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The Cancer person represents a primitive 
focus, like the Aries. As the Aries is a 
pioneer in physical realms, the Cancer blazes 
new trails in the wholeness of great “spiritual 
realities” on a higher psychological level. 
He is a very “physical” individual because 
he manifests the whole actuality of his under- 
standing in the immediate and practical sit- 
uation. Yet, more often than not, he becomes 
the driving wedge of some new urge in the 
racial unfoldment, and is an effective agitator 
or malcontent because of his very power 
to establish the imaginative as the real. 


Pisces 

Pisces is the common sign in the water 
group and this means that in any horoscope 
it indicates the fundamental functioning 
through which the native focuses his expe- 
rience with people in any matter concerning 
his intuition of perfect wholeness. The key- 
word for this idea is appreciation. With a com- 
mon-sign emphasis the water idea of whole- 
ness becomes personal. The individual at 
this point in his chart tends to exalt. all 
human relations, and as a result any em- 
phasis of Pisces indicates an encouragement 
of all sorts of human graces. Pisces is pri- 
marily a sign of poetic understanding, and 
when it is strong it gives a tremendous gift 
for entering into the consciousness of people 
generally, and for finding a real basis for 
common existence or wholeness among the 
most diverse of individuals. 

Pisces is incorrectly understood if the idea 
of the twelfth house is assimilated to it to 
the extent of making it a weak, soft and 
easily frightened focus of selfhood. Pisces is 
like all water signs in remaining exceedingly 
firm within itself, and escaping all influence 
by considerations apart from its own inner 
functioning wholeness. The effort of Pisces 
to endow any company of people with soli- 
darity is strongly marked, and the sign de- 
lineates the discursive rationalization by 
which men explain other men, and apologize 
for them. It becomes the point of extreme 
tolerance in the chart, the focus for maxi- 
mum general appreciation in every phase of 
reality. It reveals the extreme of capacity 
to accept other people, other divergent hu- 
man expression. 


The Pisces Type 


The Pisces type of individual, in the case 
where this sign is rising or contains the 
sun, moon, or an unusual concentration of 
planets, is the epitome of this water-common 
focus. The Pisces, like the Cancer, is utterly 













sure of himself, and like the Sagittarius, is 
at complete ease among people generally. As 
the Sagittarius finds himself in other people, 
the Pisces finds the others in himself, and 
so accepts them to the degree they are willing 
to enter into the pattern he has for them. 
Like Sagittarius, he dismisses those who do 
not fit into his scheme of things, and he does 
this with equal ease. When the Pisces is 
seen in this respect, he gives an impression 
of hardness or selfishness, but this is a defi- 
nite misapprehension of the simple wholeness 
he lives and expresses. He is exceedingly 
sensitive, but only to the concepts or reality 
which exist within himself. 

Pisces is inclined to mystical tendencies 
because of the degree to which he can find 
means for building others into his own 
reality. In this sense he becomes the poet, 
the articulator of general race experience. 
He is the individual by whom all others are 
brought to the greatest degree of common 
fellowship because he makes the least of dis- 
tinctions among others. His voice is universal 
because it is seated in a sure sense of whole- 
ness, and yet it is focused in a definite per- 
sonal interest. The Pisces is the most essen- 
tially intimate of the common types because 
he is so uninhibited by any sense of anything 
alien. 


Scorpio 


Scorpio is the fixed sign in the water 
group and this means that in any horoscope 
it indicates the fundamental functioning 
through which the native focuses his vicarious 
or mental experience in any matter concern- 
ing his intuition of perfect wholeness. The 
keyword for this idea is creativity. Scorpio 
has become the most interesting sign in the 
zodiac because it has been so dreaded in 
astrological history. Earlier literature actually 
identifies it as the accursed sign, ranking 
it in evil tradition with the twelfth house. 
The difficulty has resulted from the lack of 
real insight into the nature of creativeness. 
Creative ability is no more, and no less, 
than the power to establish a basic whole 
idea, rather than functioning in one which 
in a sense is inherited or compelled upon 
the being. The ultimate capacity of the in- 
dividual to shape his own life according to 
his own ideas is shown in every chart by 
Scorpio. ; 

No matter what necessity may arise in 
life, Scorpio indicates how an adequate en- 
folding concept may be gained. In the realm 
of ideas any distinction between actual and

ASTROLOGY 


“Doctors on Horseback,” by James Thomas 
Flexner, is a book that should be read by 
every astrologer because it gives such a graphic 
picture of the difficulties under which the (now 
eminently respectable) medical profession 
labored as recently as 1850 and tater, difficulties 
which parallel to a truly amazing degree those 
now confronting astrology. 

Referring to conditions existing prior to 1850, 
Flexner has this to say: 

“Indeed, it would have been practically 
impossible to find a spot in the whole nation 
where doctors were not at each other's 
throats. The more civilized east was no 
better than the wild frontier; even the Uné- 
versity of Pennsylvania, that father of medical 
schools, was brawling hysterically with a new- 
comer in Philadelphia, the Jefferson Medical 
College. Nor were jealousies between rival 
faculties required to start the professional 
quarreling. Dr. Gross thus described his 
colleagues in a sleepy Pennsylvania town: 
‘The medical profession of Easton at the 
period in question (about 1850) was in a 
decidedly mediocre condition, without science, 
without learning, without progress and ap- 
parently without ambition. Every man seemed 
to live in, and for, himself.. Hardly any 
two could be found willing to meet each other 
in consultation. Jealousy and ill-feeling were 
the order of the day. Each physician had, 
of course, his little clique or faction. This 
poor fellow had this fault, that one that. 
Very few of them ever read a medical book, 
and as to social intercourse (within the pro- 
fession), that was of course wholly out of 
the question under the circumstances.’ 

“In an essay on the subject; Drake (Dr: 
Daniel Drake, 1785-1852) stated that the bat- 
tles which racked his profession were due 
to rivalry, envy and controversy over methods 
of treatment. Since their fees increased with 
their popularity, doctors tried to climb over 
each other’s head into public notice, while 
disagreements between different schools of 
medical thought—the kind that would today 
be settled by recourse to test tubes and mi- 
croscope—immediately descended into per- 








sonalities because, as Drake realized with 
amazing level-headedness, few methods of 
treatment were based on scientific facts that 
could be demonstrated. Doctors could sup- 
port their methods only by boasting. of their 
cures: naturally each clique tried to magnify 
its own and depreciate its opponents triumphs. 
This situation, Drake foresaw, would continue 
until science acquired ‘Fixed principles.’ 

“Realizing that medical schools were fought 
over because of the financial advantages they 
brought their faculties, Drake pointed out: 
‘If professors withdrew from practice on 
being appointed, they would be viewed with 
different feelings, a@ startling prophecy of the 
full-time system that has been adopted by 
the most progressive medical schools within 
the last few years. 

“The only way to put aw end to strife, 
Drake believed, was to set up an impartial 
body, some medical association that. would 
arbitrate disputes and protect ethical prac- 
titioners from quacks. In the absence of such 
a safeguard, medical feuds were unavoidable 
and to the public advantage. They originated 
‘in the resistance of the good against the arts 
and encroachments of the bad’ and ‘were the 
most efficient means of maintaining purity of 
the profession.’ Indeed he was unable to see 
‘in what respect they seriously degrade the 
profession or injure society. 

“It is against the background of such war- 
fare as Drake knew that we must evaluate 
modern medical ethics. There has been. much 
criticism of the code which makes dactors, 
whatever their. disagreement, present a united 
front to the public, and it has often been 
pointed out that by frowning on publicity, the 
medical associations make it difficult for 
newspapers to find anyone who will sponsor 
the truth about public health, but we must 
remember that the alternative is continual 
internecine warfare which makes an ignorant 
public the judge of matters beyond its com- 
prehension.” 


The last paragraph contains a broad hint as 


to what may be the best course for modern 
astrology to follow. 
follow the path which the medical profession 
has found so satisfactory, it is evident that an 


However, if we are to 
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astrological association which could fill the re- 
quirements has certain obligations that cannot 
be ignored—even from its inception—and these 
obligations preclude an attitude of tolerance 
toward anything or anyone whose ethics or 
practices are in any way open to question by 
the standards accepted by the association as the 
measure of ethical and scientific procedure. To 
our way of thinking, the first duty of the astro- 
logical association is to decide impartially as to 
what such standards shall be and, second, admit 
of no compromise, but enforce them rigidly— 
without fear or favor, and from the beginning, 
Kept free from the contamination incident to 
even a minor infraction of the rules accepted 
by it as fundamental, such an association (from 
its inception), though small at the beginning 
and unable to exert a controlling influence, 
would eventually, inevitably grow and become 
representative of all that is best in astrology 
and powerful enough to control the profession, 
with the ultimate result that in time it would 
win the confidence of the public, and the astro- 
logical profession would finally attain that dig- 
nity which is the prerogative of any profession 
worthy of the notice of intelligent people. 


In the last analysis, “medicine,” even in these“ 


enlightened days, is not an exact science, nor 
will doctors claim that for it. There are scien- 
tists who devote their lives to an investigation 
of the subject and scientific methods are used 
in such investigations, but the average doctor 
is scarcely more scientific in his diagnosis than 
is the average astrologer. There is one impor- 
tant point in which the practicing physician does 
differ from the practicing astrologer. That is 
that we know the fact that a man is licensed 
to practice medicine is in itself proof that he 
comes to us with the best academic training 
available and that if he hopes to retain his li- 
cense to practice he will not apply any methods 
that have not been rigidly tested and proved, 
beyond resonable doubt, safe and effective. That 
any doctor worthy of the name would risk his 
reputation and means of livelihood by any other 
mode of procedure is rendered highly improb- 
able upon a consideration of the time and effort 
required to pass the tests that will permit him 
to even call in the role of physician. Of course, 
the medical profession is not free from quacks 
nor will the astrological profession ever be 
entirely free of charlatans. But at least things 
are so organized and arranged that anyone who 
does consult a medical quack may do so with 
his eyes open and at his own risk—to say nothing 
of the fact that the quack himself also takes a 
serious risk. He had better get satisfactory re- 
sults if he hopes to avoid consequences that 
are dire indeed. 


HITLER 
To the Editor: 


A few thoughts on Hitler’s chart, after 
reading your remarks commencing on page 
30 of the July number. 

With all due respect to your calculations 
and those of others, I disagree that the charts 
which I have seen in use are correct. There 
are many reasons for this belief which space 
does not permit me to give. The chart I use 
for Hitler has 25 Cancer as Midheaven, 18:51 
Libra as Ascendant. And in this connection 
I wish to recommend that the latitude of 52 
degrees North be used (Berlin), rather than 
that of his origin in Austria. 

You will note that Uranus is placed within 
a degree of the Ascendant, having by retro- 
grade movement crossed that point. Mr. A, 
Hitler, it should be noted by this time, has 
Uranus on the Ascendant, and not in the 
frustrated and lonely Twelfth House. As an 
illustration, the progressed Mars formed a 
trine aspect to the Ascendant at the time of 
his undertaking Germany’s re-armament 
schedule, this soon afterward to take’ the 
form of the same progressed Mars in trine 
to his Uranus {mechanized war equipment), 
as the world has had reason to observe. 

Just as an interlude, note that all of this 
Uranian personality complex is in sextile to 
his Saturn in the Tenth, explaining his rise to 
governmental authority and fame by reason 
of remarkably well organized personal tech- 
nique and efficiency (not to speak of astrol- 
ogy, by the way). 

Now if I am correct, of which one can 
never be certain, keeping this important As- 
cendant well in mind, we next consider the 
progression of the Sun to a trine with the 
Ascendant and Uranus, occurring during the 
period of 1938-39-40, bringing to light the 
remarkable labors which theretofore the pro- 
gressed Mars formulated during the 1933-38 
period. So far as I know, these very impor- 
tant factors (if my figures still are correct) 
have not been publicly advanced. 

Another most important detail is the pro- 
gression of Venus, as ruler of the Ascendant, 
to a trine with the radical Jupiter. It is not 
necessary for me to state that this indicates 
wealth and good fortune. Venus in Hitler's 
chart is an Eighth house planet, which further 
accentuates the matter of financial reserves, 
and Venus operates at this time through the 
Seventh house of war and conquest, having 
been at his birth a planet inharmonious to 
the established methods of financial accumu- 
lation. Consequently, the Venus rulership of 
the Ascendant can, through this square, add 
little to our admiration of his personality, 
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as strong, as dynamic, as re-inforced as that 
may be. Still the expansive effect of Venus 
in its progressed trine to Jupiter must be 
considered; and to me this is as important as 
the progressions of Mars and the Sun which 
have occurred. 

Astrology has suffered a great deal more 
than I would want to contemplate right now— 
undoubtedly at my hands as much as anyone 
else’s; but I have never seen any reasow 
recently for predicting Hitler's death, down- 
fall, explosion or suicide during this period. 
I haven’t any love for him, but it’s a case of 
“giving the devil his dues,” so to speak— 
something evidently neglected by his oppo- 
nents, 

For example, the eclipse of October, 1939, 
which you deal with in your comments, di- 
verted his entire personality into the war 
situation (seventh house), where his Sun was 
experiencing the perfecting, organizing and 
training discipline of Saturn with its accom- 
panying responsibility. The eclipse of April, 
1940 reversed these conditions, apparently 
throwing him back into normal after his ad- 
vantages gained through Saturn’s transit, 
which probably brought considerable im- 
provement, because I view Saturn as a mighty 
friendly planet to him in a personal sense, 
even considering its square to the Venus-Mars 
conjunction—or, in other words, Saturn isn't 
all bad. It should be understood, furthermore, 
that a progression of the Sun to Uranus is 
extremely important, tending to accept the 
good and immunize against the ill of an ad- 
verse aspect (and this included the square of 
Pluto). I am not mentioning whether my loca- 
tion of the Ascendant in his chart is correct 
in this particular, which would of course 
multiply his good fortune by about two. At 
any rate, as we learn, his Sun apparently 
accepted some of Saturn’s better qualities. 
A progression I consider of prime importance 
in this case, transits being secondary. The 
progressed Sun electrified his destiny with its 
trine to Uranus (in a personal, not a twelfth 
house sense). 

The remainder of the war picture appears 
to be peaceful after the Full Moon of June 
19, 1940, which (I hesitate to say) brings his 
achievement to a climax, furnishing the most 
likely chance for peace and the conflict’s end 
that I can find. There isn’t anything in the 
world at this time to stop him. Jupiter is 
trine its natal place after passing over the 
Sun, and during the last days of this month 
Contacts the progressed Venus, already in 
trine to the natal Jupiter. His victory should 
be surpassed only by his own enthusiasm and 
happiness over the episode. The war will have 


a dramatic and unforseen conclusion—quite a 
sudden one. I would say that the 22nd of 
June (this letter. is written June 12th) will 
see him in contact with the enemy chieftains 
over peace proposals; the 23rd and 24th of 
June should bring all major features of the 
conflict to a close, and the 26th’should end 
the war. At least I would say that Hitler 
reaches an agreement for armistice at that 
point. 

However, if there is any satisfaction to be 
derived from further predictions, I will say 
that during the remainder of his life he will 
fail to receive the sensational Uranian bene- 
fits heretofore accorded except in minor per- 
sonal phases; and that early August, 1940, 
commences a period of distaste for hopelessly 
cumbersome governmental obstacles and fi- 
nancial problems (not so much bad health to 
which you allude, unless being downcast and 
sorrowful is any index to that, in which case 
I thoroughly agree with you). In fact, he will 
at that time seriously i resigning, to 
take effect during November, 1940, it appear- 
ing to him that his methods are unequipped 
to cope with existing governmental detail. His 
death, I think, will not occur for several years, 
to be caused by a throat operation (perhaps 
to some extent self-inflicted). 

You mention, “War can have no place in a 
civilized world.” I am not to judge this. The 
planet Mars has its place in the Heavens. We 
simple folk often, in times of severe stress, 
fail to recall the great, unalterable laws oper- 
ating so strangely, bringing perhaps vast suf- 
fering, destruction and death, overshadowing 
temporarily the advantages later to be gained, 
the lessons to be derived from the situation 
itself. Hitler as an individual is only of the 
human tribe, therefore operating under stellar 
regulations as a certain factor during a cer- 
tain period of time. He must abide, as have 
the other conquerors, with the restraining 
hand which limits him as a mortal creature; 
he must in turn suffer his own defeats, ret- 
ribution and collapse—for he has feasted with 
the Gods and must remit for the banquet. 
And, in so doing, he will accomplish certain 
purposes, purposes which neither he, nor you, 
nor I—only the Stars—really understand. 

Understand? .

To the Editor: 

Re Mussolini’s directions, don’t you think 
it is significant that his Mercury is changing 
direction next year? Thought you might like 
to consider it, since there seems to be quite 
a reaction to the “Mercury Magic” article, 
also because I think it works—not only with 
Mercury, but with all planets. In this case, 
Mussolini’s converse Mercury changed direc- 
tion, going DIRECT in 1922—and in 1941 
Secondary Mercury goes RETROGRADE. 
Also on change of direction, Mussolini’s 
Saturn changed direction last year (1939)—at 
the same time progressed Sun entered Libra, 
which makes an interesting point when you 
consider that the one who formerly was 
something of a lone wolf tied himself up to 
a partner—his defense mechanism or safety 
urge going to work at the same time his ego 
began to take on a cooperative color? In his 
progressions, progressed Mars going from a 
conjunction to Jupiter to a conjunction to 
Venus looks very protective, doesn’t it?

ANSWER: So—II Duce finally jumped off 
the deep end—so what?—so I think they’re 
all crazy. 

Let us take a look at the venerable Cesar’s 
secondary progressions for the next twelve 
months. 

Basing our calculations on a_ birthchart 
erected for July 29, 1883, 2: P.M., T.L.T., which 
is the hour given in a biography of the Italian 
Dictator which we read some years ago, we 
find that his secondary M.C. for June 10th is 
19:18 Virgo, significantly close to his natal 
Uranus (20:52 Virgo), with 29:33 Scorpio 
ascending, and natal Saturn 7:34 Gemini, all 
of which does not appear to be so promising. 

For the convenience of students, we are 
reproducing herewith Miussolini’s secondary 
progressed chart for the date of his declaration 
of war. 

On the outside of the chart we have marked 
the dates when the natal Saturn, Moon and 
Mars successively contact the secondary 7th 
cusp, also when this seventh cusp completes 
its square to the natal Uranus. This last 
aspect would seem to acquire additional sig- 
nificance from the fact that on the date of his 
entering the war, the transiting Sun was exactly 
on this degree. 

All things considered, it would appear that 
the early days of this campaign are not likely 
to be very satisfactory to the Italians. The 
weather may be very stormy indeed up to and

through July 5th—9th. A sudden and radical 
change in the tide of war during this first 
month of Italy’s campaign might well prove 
disastrous to Mussolini, but in the long run 
his progressions are quite good, albeit the best 
of these do not become very effective until 
late fall. These progressions and dates are as 
follows: 


December 3 1940—Prog. Moon conjunct natal 
Jupiter. 

January 15, 1941—Prog. Moon conjunct Prog. 
Mars. 

February 7, 1941—Prog. Moon sextile Prog. 


Neptune. 

February 8, 1941—Prog. Moon sextile Natal 
Uranus. 

February 9, 1941—Prog. Moon sextile Natal 
Neptune.

Nothing much wrong with that set-up. The 
only sour note is the square to the progressed 
Mercury early in March, 1941, but it is so 
overwhelmingly outnumbered by favorable 
aspects to natal planets that it may not be 
more than a temporary crossing of wires with 
a foreign power—progressed Mercury will be 
in the primary Ninth House. 

Just what the immediate developments may 
be is difficult to say, since this recent hitching 
of the Italian ship of State to Nazi Swastika 
necessarily involves Italy in whatever may be 
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the immediate fate of Germany. However, in 
view of these excellent progressions in Musso- 
lini’s chart during the winter months of 1941, 
it would appear to be fairly certain that, granted 
he is then at war, I] Duce will live up to his 
reputation for luck and shrewd bargaining. 
Perhaps, if he is still at war he may negotiate 
a very profitable peace—probably around March 
Ist of next year. 

In view of his recent looting expedition, it is 
dificult to see how he could get anything out 
of this that he does not take by force, but 
however that may be, he seems to be well 
protected in so far as the eventual outcome is 
concerned—to which we must. add—“God only 
knows” why. 


PROGRESSIONS 


To the Editor: 

In setting up a progressed chart, I find the 
Midheaven is the same in latitude and longi- 
tude of the birth place as it is in some 
entirely different residence, but the ascendant 
is entirely different. Would you please tell 
me if the latitude and longitude of the birth 
place or the latitude and longitude of the 
present residence should be used for a proper 
progressed chart? I have always read that the 
Midheaven progressed one degree a year, but 
when I use the Sidereal time for the pro- 
gressed birth date for a chart, I find there are 
about three degrees difference. Would there 
be this. difference in a number of years? I am 
trying to study astrology by myself and am 
often puzzled. 

My progressed Moon is conjunct my Nep- 
tune and Pluto. Last time it was there I was 
defrauded of an inheritance, so I ‘thought I 
would try and avoid anything like that this 
time, but it seems to work out through my 
husband’s income (eighth house). Each time 
there has been a Pisces person involved. Al- 
though my Neptune and Pluto are trine to 
my Sun, it doesn’t seem to help any. 

I know you are supposed to look for the 
good aspects and make the most of them, but 
I don’t seem to be able to see them in my 
own chart as well as I would in another’s. 
So many planets are afflicted this year and 
next that I have tried to look beyond, and 
then I find Uranus and Saturn will transit 
Neptune and Pluto in my chart, and Saturn 
and Pluto in my husband’s chart. That doesn’t 
look very promising. We are not financially 
able to take many-~losses and not young 
enough to make a‘new start.

P.S. Could you give the birth time of Am- 
basador William é. Bullitt? I am very in- 


terested in his career as I understand he was 
born on the exact date of my birth. Accord- 
ing to the newspapers at this time he is not 
having an easy time either. 


ANSWER: 1 — Re. progressed Horoscopes. 
These should always be erected for the latitude 
and longitude of the place of residence at the 
time the progression was completed. For in- 
stance, in most cases this means the place of 
birth because the progressions for an entire life 
span of 90 years would be completed within 90 
days (3 months) following birth, Hence only 
in such rare instances wherein the child is 
moved permanently to another locality within 
3 months of birth, would it be necessary to 
consider a change of locality. 

2—There would always be a variation be- 
tween a progressed M.C. arrived at by the 1° 
per year method and one calculated by applying 
the radical birth time to the Sidereal Time of 
the progressed birthdate. We consider the 
latter method more scientifically valid. 

3—In studying the significance of transits 


‘and progressions in your own and husband's 


chart, you will find it helpful to get first the 
proper perspective on these configurations, dif- 
ferentiating clearly between progressions and 
transits. We would advise you to consider well 
our explanation of these principles and the 
varying functions of transits and progressions 
which appeared in our June, 1939, issue, pages 
22-23, under sub-title “Key Cycle.” 

4—We do not have the birth hour of Am- 
bassador Bullitt. Possibly our publication of 
your request may bring us this information from 
some of our readers.

Do you think it is significant that both 
Wilhelmina (August 31, 1880) and King 
Leopold (November 3, 1901) have Jupiter 
conjunct Saturn in the natal charts? Have 
been trying to do a little private work on 
whether a transiting conjunction which du- 
plicates a natal configuration does not have 
an extra effect of the native. So far, I think 
so. Note von Brauchitsch’s Neptune on 
Hitler’s Mars-Venus conjunction. Does Hitler 
pick his men by astrology? A nice set up 
for a double cross, 

It didn’t take very long to discover what 
that lunation (May 7th) on Hitler's Mars 
Venus meant, did it? Incidentally, the Full 
Moon on May 21st, in 0:19 Sagittarius, fell 
directly opposition his natal Neptune.

ANSWER: For the convenience of our read- 
ers, we are herewith presenting 12 horoscopes 
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of individuals who have figured most promi- 
nently in the most recent developments in 
Europe. By recent we mean prior to this 
writing—June 5th. (See pages 25, 26 and 27.) 

With reference to these charts, we might 
call attention to the grand trines in the charts 
of Gamelin and Chamberlain and the curious 
way in which those grand trines are linked with 
Hitler’s chart in each case. 

Churchill’s Uranus and Weygand’s Moon on 
Hitler’s Saturn appears to be a tough combina- 
tion for Saturn to overcome. 

Premier Reynaud has all those Libra planets 
on Hitler’s Uranus and Ascendant, square Ju- 
piter on Hitler’s Fourth, forming a cross with 
Hitler’s Mercury. M.C. lacking; this might well 
drive a wedge (Jupiter) between Hitler and 
his objective and rob Der Feuhrer of the fruits 
of victory, yet much depends upon what inter- 
pretation we place upon Reynaud’s Jupiter 
square his Libra planets. Our judgment would 
be that such a Jupiter influence would cause 
Hitler to underestimate Reynaud as an enemy 
or over estimate him as a friend, luring Uranus 
(Blitzkrieg) into dangerous experiments—action 
on unsound premises. By the same token Rey- 
naud would ever need to guard against a 
tendency to over estimate his own powers. We 
have always considered a mutual conjunction of 
Sun and Uranus between two charts as in- 
dicating a powerful magnetic attraction between 
the individuals involved. However, even grant- 
ing the validity of this interpretation, we fail 
to see how it can benefit Hitler to attract a 
Jupiter square his Uranus, 

Incidentally, in view of Chamberlain’s Mars 
conjunct Hitler’s Saturn, there would seem to 
be little doubt that Chamberlain detested Hitler 
with all the intensity that could result from 
the repeated humiliations which that Mars 
inevitably suffered at the hands of Saturn, yet 
in face of all that humiliation and facts which 
shouted denial, that impractical grand (fire) 
trine (Chamberlain) persistently hoped for 
what he knew was against all precedent and 
completely visionary. 

In this connection, we must take cognizance 
of the apparent grand trine in Weygand’s chart. 
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Without his correct ascendant the complete 
trine is problematical, since the exact degree 
of the Moon in this chart is not known, and 
Venus 9° separating from the trine to Neptune 
weakens the idealistic tendencies of that aspect, 
or at any rate makes them subservient to other 
considerations. Also, what is most important, 
the practical planets Saturn (organization) and 
Mars (action) are fortunately not involved in 
this configuration. 

In answer to our correspondent re. the con- 
junctions in the charts of Leopold and Wil- 
helmina, we may say that we do believe that 
major transiting conjunctions do most readily 
find expression, through individuals in whose 
natal charts the conjunction occurs. Certainly 
Leopold’s Saturn and Jupiter on Hitler’s Moon 
and Jupiter have been well borne out by events. 
Wilhelmina’s Saturn and Jupiter on Hitler’s 
seventh house Mercury would seem to indicate 
that this was the rock upon which Hitler's 
diplomatic offensive foundered. It is probable 
that Der Feuhrer tried a diplomatic (Mercury) 
Blitzkrieg before he put his Uranus into action. 
In consideration of these three charts, it is 
probable that Leopold may have been willing 
but Wilhelmina would have none of it. Since 
Belgium was useless without Holland, Hitler 
had no choice if he wanted to break through. 

Finally, we have repeatedly emphasized the 
Jupiter-Saturn conjunction of August 8th as the 
major key to this war, and by the end of August 
we will know the answer. We must add that 
it is difficult to see how the result could pos- 
sibly be favorable to Hitler with that conjunc- 
tion in 14 Taurus on his natal Mars-Venus 
square Saturn, and as previously noted (July 
issue), the commencement of the Netherland’s 
campaign under the Lunation of May 7th, in 
16:46 Taurus, presents an interesting astro- 
logical problem. 

For the convenience of students who may 
wish to experiment with the Heliocentric sys- 
tem in relation to Hitler, we are giving herewith 
the Heliocentric positions for Hitler’s birthdate, 
his Polish Campaign, Norwegian Campaign and 
Netherland’s Invasion.

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A. 1 stated last month, the third Saturn 
cycle begins around the age of 59. At this 
time, Saturn begins to show a new counte- 
nance. He who had been the Taskmaster 
during middle age, who held the man or 
woman chained to a life-job through the 
everyday routine of individual and social 
preservation, becomes now, for whomsoever 
was set afire as a creative Individual by 
Uranus, the mystic symbol of the Seed—the 
gate to immortality. _ 

In the last issue, I studied briefly the 
2914-year cycle of Saturn, stressing the 
periodical relationship between transiting and 
natal Saturn-in the chart of an individual 
man or woman. I have shown how Saturn 
can be considered as the very Power which 
gives to every life-cycle a structural pattern 
which reveals the nature of Time itself— 
Time which is past, present and future. Like- 
wise, Saturn is triune, and the three 29%- 
year cycles which it can make in a human 
life reveal serially this threefold nature. 

During the first cycle, Saturn is seen as 
Karma; that is, as that which sums up the 
racial past and produces through such a 
synthesis the particular conditions determin- 
ing the heredity and environment of a new 
being. He is the basic determinant of char- 
acter and destiny—but also, that out of which 
he who will become a truly creative Individ- 
ual must emerge as a rebel, yet also, indi- 
rectly at least, as a fulfiller. This rebellious 
emergence of the creative Individual out of 
the racial womb—out of the eternal “Mother” 
—marks the birth of the Christos within man, 
of the “Son of God.” 

The second cycle of Saturn, the middle part 
of life, sees Saturn in the function of Task- 
master. Every man and woman normally 
has a job; works for the maintenance of 
self and of the race. But through Jupiter 
and, in the case of creative Individuals, 
through Uranus, human consciousness over- 
comes the limitations of Saturn while occu-

pied by the relatively creative (or recreative) 
activities of the spirit. In the middle forties, 


-a crisis of revaluation sets in. If the indi- 


vidual can face it understandingly and ob- 
jectively, he reaches the acme of his creative 
power and is ready to enter significantly and 
creatively the third cycle of Saturn—around 
the age of 59 or 60. Then Saturn becomes 
the Seed. ‘ 

The symbolism of the seed is most com- 
plex and all-embracing. Suffice it to say 
here that, in the seed, an organism fulfills 
itself and acquires a species of immortality. 
In the plant’s life, the seed alone remains 
after the fall—the death of the ephemeral 
leaves. The seed is a very small portion of 
the plant’s substance; but in the seed, the 
entire life of the species is concentrated. The 
seed defies death and is the one assurance of 
immortality. The development of the seed 
is the preparation for death—and immortality. 

In the Orient, where death has usually 
been regarded without fear, it is well under- 
stood—or at least it was so understood for 
long ages—that after the fifties had passed, 
and even since the age of 50 or thereabouts, 
the life of a man was to be lived as a 
preparation for death. In Tibet especially, 
the “art of dying” was one of paramount sig- 
nificance. It was the art of bringing an in- 
dividual life to its seed-culmination in the 
“last thought before death.” It was believed 
that this “last thought before death” was 
actually the-seed whence would spring forth 
in due time the next incarnation. This “last 
thought”—synthesis of all the thoughts of 
the whole life—created the Karma of the 
next life on earth (and before that of the 
post-mortem states of consciousness). 

The third cycle of Saturn—after 59—is 
thus the cycle of pure consciousness; where- 
fore it was said in Greece that 60 was the 
“age of philosophy.” . It is the age of wisdom, 
because through real “wisdom” the creative 
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fire of the Individual and the collective needs 
of the Race (of which the Individual should 
be not only a part, but the “seed”) are 
reconciled, harmonized, integrated. Saturn 
presides to this integration in wisdom, He 
is then the End of the cycle, that which 
gathers in the “best” of the cycle into a 
receptacle, a form of consciousness, a seed- 
symbol, which will be the guarantee of im- 
mortality. Saturn is then Noah, the Pre- 
server of the seed. And out of Noah will 
be born Abraham—Saturn again, but as the 
Father (the Karma) of a new cycle. 

Saturn, in the first cycle, is then the “Lord 
of Boundaries”; the father; the Karma; the 
original pattern of destiny and character; the 
synthesis of heredity; the PAST. In the 
second cycle, he becomes that which con- 
strains and steadies the PRESENT; which 
forces to act according to principle; the tech- 
nician, the logician, the taskmaster, the 
compulsive routine of existence. In the third 
cycle, he is—or may become for those who 
have won the battle of the forties and moved 
creatively toward the FUTURE—the Wise 
Man, the Sage, the Seed and the Preserver 
of the Seed, the Guarantor of Immortality. 
In this function he is associated with Pluto, 
symbol of rebirth and ultimate integration— 
while in the first cycle, he was associated with 
Mars, symbol of generation and desire. In 
the second cycle, he acts together with Jupi- 
ter, his counterpart or polar opposite. 

These interactions seem particularly in evi- 
dence when transiting Saturn squares (and 
to a lesser extent, trines) the natal Saturn. 
The two squares occurring in the first cycle 
(around 7-8 and 22-23) have often the char- 
acter of a critical Mars-aspect. In the second 
cycle, they partake more of Jupiter’s charac- 
teristics; while in the third cycle, they are 
more likely Plutonian in essence, 

It must be remembered, however, that what 
is important here is the direction of the cyclic 
process, rather than special times or phases 
with which set types of events would have 
to be expected. Such deductions as have 
been made can easily be found corroborated 
in experience, but one must realize that what 
will be found will have value only in func- 
tion of the astrologer’s understanding of Sat- 
urn as a triune factor. The knowledge of 
these cycles adds to the significance of Saturn 
in the nativity—but the basic thing is and 
always remains Saturn. And to understand 
thoroughly Saturn is to grasp the complete 
meaning of Time—of past, present and fu- 
ture—of the beginning, middle and end of 
each and all cycles. 


An Interesting Correlation 


It is interesting to note, in addition to the 
preceding, that the 2914-year cycle of Saturn 
equals practically the cycle of the “progressed 
lunation” in an individual’s chart. The Moon 
and the Sun form conjunctions (New Moon) 
every 2942 days; and as, in the technique of 
“secondary progressions” a day corresponds 
to a year (an equivalence easy to justify 
on philosophical-astronomical principles), it 
follows that the progressed Moon and pro- 
gressed Sun form conjunctions every 29% 
years on an average (with discrepancies due 
to the inequality of motion of these two 
“lights” throughout the year). 

Thus, the progressed Moon and Sun are 
found on the same relative position (form 
the same aspect) at the beginning of each 
Saturn-Cycle, and at corresponding periods 
of these cycles. Now, this relative position 
of Moon and Sun indicates of course the 
phase of the Moon; in other words, a par- 
ticular moment in the lunation-cycle—just as 
a degree of the zodiac indicates a certain 
point in the yearly cycle of the Sun. Modern 
astrology is based on the principle of “posi- 
tion in the zodiac”—that is, it interprets every 
astrological factor (planet, cusps, nodes, 
“parts”) in terms of the position it occupies 
by reference to the vernal equinox and the 
yearly cycle of the Sun. Thus, when people 
say glibly: “He is an Aquarian,” they de- 
scribe the “phase” of the Sun in its cycle of 
apparent motion (or in astronomical terms, 
the point of its orbit reached by the Earth 
when a man is born). 

They would say: “He is a Full Moon per- 
son”—if the man happened to be born at a 
full moon and if “position in the lunation 
cycle” were considered the most important 
thing astrologically. It is not the most im- 
portant factor to consider, yet it is undoubt- 
edly a very important point in determining 
the psychological reactions of an individual 
—as I have suggested briefly in a previous 
article on the “Cycle of the Part of Fortune.” 


An Example 


What I wish to stress here is the fact that 
the Saturn cycle in an individual life and the 
“progressed lunation” cycle have practically 
the same duration—which at least suggests 
a relation of some kind between the two 
factors. The simplest case to illustrate the 
point is that of a person born at the New 
Moon; let us say, March 31, 1938. Late on 
that day Sun and Moon were conjunct on the 
eleventh degree of Aries—and Saturn stood 
nearly on Aries 8°17’. When the native will 
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reach the latter part of his thirtieth year, 
his progressed Sun and his progressed Moon 
will become conjunct on Taurus 9 plus and 
Saturn will then be located about Aries 6, 
having returned to its natal place. 

Such a “progressed New Moon” is a very 
significant factor, especially in terms of the 
process of integration of the Personality; for 
such a process implies a correlation of the 
“lunar” and “solar” forces of the being, of 
the psychic and volitional factors of the 
personality, of memories of the past (Moon) 
and vital efforts to energize the present life- 
activities *(Sun), etc. Nearly every “pro- 
gressed New Moon” occurs in a new zodiacal 
cycle and it marks a new phase of the process 
of Personality-integration. 

When Saturn and the New Moon are con- 
junct at birth we have the most accentuated 
case of relationship between the two cycles. 
A “progressed Full Moon” (a period of in- 
creased personal awareness) occurs then 
about the time transiting Saturn opposes 
natal Saturn—the latter configuration having 
been studied in the preceding article. 

In ordinary cases, there is not such a 
close tie between Saturn and the lunation, 
but the two cycles are still moving with the 
same average speed and they should be con- 
sidered in relation to each other when the 
development of the process of individual de- 
velopment and Personality-integration is 
studied. We might say that the cycle of 
Saturn deals with the development of the ego 
—the particular viewpoint of the particular 
“T am” which is the center of the conscious- 
ness of a particular person; while the “pro- 
gressed lunation” cycle refers to the physio- 
logical-psychological changes which feed, 
sustain and condition this ego-development 
Saturn, in other words, refers to abstract 
structure; while the “progressed lunation” 
cycle correlates with the energies animating 
and filling in that structure. * 

* * * 

The cycle of Saturn in terms of world-con- 
ditions or mundane astrology can be studied 
along the lines established in my first article 
on the Jupiter Cycle (May, 1940, issue). 
While Elbert Benjamine considers in his 
mundane astrological work the eycles begun 
when planets move from either Southern to 
Northern, or Northern to Southern declina- 
tions—a procedure which undoubtedly re- 
leases data of great significance—I ‘have sug- 
gested a study of the heliocentric cycles of 
the planets. These are starting from the mo- 
ment when the planet considered comes to 
heliocentric longitude 0°. The cycles of Sat- 
urn last 29% years. Such cycles began on 













October 8, 1878; March 15, 1908; August 5, 
1937. The first ones reached the “opposition 
point” (heliocentric longitude 180°) respec- 
tively on June 19, 1892; November 19, 1921. 


' We are at present in the first part of ‘the 


last one. 

The fact that Jupiter’s cycle lasts very close 
to twelve years, brought an obvious corre- 
spondence between it and the twelve-month 
solar cycle (the zodiac). We thus used this 
correspondence to analyze the inner work- 
ings of this Jupiter-cycle, giving to its twelve 
years a quasi-zodiacal meaning: Thus, the 
first year of the cycle was called an “Aries 
year”; the second, a “Taurus year,” etc. This 
was true, of course, irrespective of whether 
Jupiter was actually found in one sign of 
the zodiac or another—as was shown clearly 
when this twelvefold analysis was applied to 
the Jupiter-cycle in an individual chart; in 
which case the natal Jupiter’s position gave 
the starting point of the “Aries year” of the 
cycle. 

Jupiter’s cycle can be analyzed by using 
the twelvefold pattern of the solar cycle. 
Saturn’s cycle can be analyzed by using the 
pattern presented by the lunation cycle. Let 
me stress at once the point that I did not 
say the Moon’s sidereal period (of 27 days 
less than 8 hours)—but the lunation cycle 
(synodic period of 29% days), which is pro- 
duced by the Moon’s motion around the 
earth relative to the Sun. 

As the zodiacal cycle is the cycle pro- 
duced by the Sun’s motion (apparent) around 
the earth relative to the Sun’s Northward 
crossing of the equator (vernal equinox), it 
becomes clear that the cycle of Jupiter has 
basic solar characteristics, while the cycle of 
Saturn has equally deep lunar characteristics. 
During the primeval stages of human devel- 
opment—the fabled Golden Age ruled by 
Saturn—astrology seems to have featured the 
Moon rather than the Sun. In the Greek 
myth, Jupiter dethrones Saturn. Likewise 
the solar zodiac has superseded almost every- 
where the lunar zodiac. Saturn and the 
Moon symbolize the Past. Yet the Past ever 
lives as memory—and the constructive use 
of memory is the main attribute differentiat- 
ing man from the animals. It is the “time- 
binding” faculty—called thus by ‘Count 
Korzybsky—which is the basis of all civiliza- 
tion. 


“Karmic” Cycles 


Saturn’s cycles—racially considered—are, in 
their deepest aspect, cycles of race-memory:

Sun-Typed Personality 


Astrological Appearance and What It Means 
Marc Edmund Jones 


Part II. 


: my days of bachelor residence in New 
York City, I lived in a hotel on Washington 
Square which was famous for its literary 
and artistic clientele. I returned home one 
Saturday evening about midnight, and ob- 
served a rather odd expression on the night 
clerk’s fage. He consulted a slip of paper 
in his hands. 2 

“You’re to call Miss Peters right away.’ 

I use a fictitious name, of course. The lady 
in question was a young and exceedingly 
successful commercial artist, and she repre- 
sented a nodding acquaintance. I sat in the 
back of the dining room at a table of writers 
and correspondents, and she had a place di- 
rectly by the door. Hardly less than two or 
three times a day at least, we had exchanged 
nods as I came in or out. Now I looked at 
the clock over the desk. It was twelve-ten. 

“Do you mean at this time of night?” 

“That’s what she said. She gave me this 
- list of five men who live here, said the first 
one in was to call her no matter how late 
it was.” 

I went to the house phone, and was asked 
up.in a hurry. Rather expecting to find 
injury, sickness or some species of serious 
trouble, I found instead a gorgeous person 
in white toque and silver slippers. She was 
all dressed to go places. 

“Listen,” she said, “it took me two hours 
to put on this makeup and I’m not going to 
go to bed before I go out. Will you get in 
dinner clothes, and take me somewhere, so 
I don’t have to waste the war-paint?” 

I laughed. Without the aid of cosmetics 
she was never anything at which to look a 
sscond time. She had a tendency to freckles, 
a pasty complexion. But there was no ques- 
tion that with her “war-paint” she was spec- 
tacular. iy 


“What happened?” 1 asked. 
Mentioning a man I knew casually, who 


lived up in Connecticut, she explained. “He 
was coming down to take me to dinner and 


a fancy club affair, and he’s stood me up. 
I’ve been ready ever since seven.” 

“Then you haven’t had anything to eat?” 

“Oh yes, I have.” There was a glint in her 
eyes, and this is the point of real importance 
in my narrative. “I waited until five min- 
utes before the dining room closed, then I 
had them send up my dinner.” 

The fact that I actually went to my room, 
dressed and took her out, is all aside from 
the present consideration. What is signifi- 
cant is the typical way Miss Peters acted 
in her social dilemma. She was a strongly 
marked case of sun-typed personality, and 
the purpose of this article is to illustrate just 
what that means in everyday life. 

In a preceding article we have seen that 
when a person’s appearance is best described 
by the sign containing his moon, rather than 
the sun sign or ascendant, his life is always 
found developing along unusual lines. Now 
we turn to the sun. We must remember 
again that the distinctions are sharper, and 
so clearer for illustrative purposes, when the 
moon, sun and ascendant are in different 
signs; and also that we are referring to the 
more general or characteristic impression 
given by the appearance, since the mark of 
all the factors is present in every case to 
some degree. 

In astrology the value of appearance is not 
its confirmation of the chart’s correctness, 
but rather its clue to the deeper possibilities 
in the relationships revealed by the chart. It 
is rather silly, after all, to think of the horo- 
scope as a way to tell a person what he looks 
like, which he knows already. Rather its 
purpose is to inforrh him of potentialities in 
his pattern of being, opportunities he has not 
yet employed to his own full advantage. 

As I have done in the case of the moon, 
I can give the simple principle involved in 
the sun type. While these rules are perhaps 
too arbitrary to fit all the borderline cases, 
they yet are an almost magical guide in 
astrological practice. The new statement is 
as matter-of-fact as the one preceding. 
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Reactions of Sun-Typed Personality 


When the native looks like his sun sign, 
he commonly reacts to practical considera- 
tions. 

The sun-typed personality is not as psycho- 
logically complex as the moon-type, and I 
might describe it as that form of life expres- 
sion which always has a “social emphasis.” 
It is important to note in this connection that 
“social” refers to relationships in a group 
of people who are gathered together in a 
common interest, and does not indicate some- 
thing merely ‘friendly and pleasurable. The 
sun-typed person directs his efforts accord- 
ing to external factors, or things right at 
hand, and always prefers very tangible and 
conventional reasons for. anything he does. 
He is “practical” in the sense of his direct- 
ness and courage of response to any given 
situation, and so is almost “superficial” in 
some ways. He is more effectively aware of 
his own capacity, and the degree to which 
he can enlist the casual cooperation of others 
about him, than either of the two other basic 
types. 

Let us return to Miss Peters. I have her 
horoscope before me, as I rectified it, very 
carefully, at the time of our acquaintance. 
Her ascendant is in Sagittarius, her sun in 
Pisces, her moon in Aries. The related ele- 
ments of fire and air are emphasized by six 
planets, as against four in water-earth, and 
therefore the ascendant and moon emphasis 
of fire is characteristic of the whole chart, 
while the sun in a water sign is a somewhat 
discordant element. In other words, the fact 
that she looked most like her sun-sign meant 
that she was an extreme ease of sun-typing, 
and so particularly valuable for our present 
purposes. 

It will be interesting, in consequence, to 
examine her appearance carefully. The ris- 
ing Sagittarius was noticeable in her general 
stature, was marked by her teeth, and was 
suggested surprisingly by the receding hair 
at the temples, since this is usually so very 
much more obvious in men. There was a 
consideration suggestion of her moon sign, 
Aries, in the form of her nose and the way 
in which she held her head. However, all 
these marks were wholly subordinated to her 
Pisces coloring. There were the unmistaka- 
ble eyes of the twelfth sign, together with 
an appreciable rounding and broadening of 
the features which, under the fire emphasis, 
had tended toward the narrowed rectangle. 
Above everything else, there was the extraor- 
dinary tendency for the whole facial com- 
plex to fade into indistinction whenever she 








found herself detached from the focal empha- 
sis in a given situation; perhaps the most 
typical of Pisces features. 

In temperament she manfested al! the emo- 
tional capacity of the water signs, their ability 
to dramatize some sort of whole idea. This 
was driven home to me when she went to 
an artists’ costume ball as a “flame.” Her 
artistic specialty was in women’s fashions, 
a predominantly Pisces gift, and to this was 
added the keen orientation sense of the sun- 
typed personality. 

Thus both Sagittarius and Aries were sub- 
ordinated. When she found herself left “high 
and dry” on this Saturday evening, she 
watched the clock carefully so as not to miss 
her dinner, and ate in her room to escape 
embarrassing explanations. Making a list of 
the unattached men in the hotel she knew, 
and whom she could presume to own eve- 
ning clothes, she sat down with an interest- 
ing book to wait until one of them would 
arrive, and prove of a disposition to take her 
out. Sagittarius was marked in the fact that 
she cared little where she went, and Aries 
in the circumstance that she would not just 
be cast aside by another individual. But 
Sagittarius would have removed the makeup, 
and rationalized an acceptance of some in- 
ferior situation, while Aries would no less 
have written off the experience early, either 
in wrath or in a psychological substitution. 


Only Pisces waited and schemed, conserved 


and revalued, until the situation was saved 
in at once a practical and poetic manner. In 
a chart as strongly fire-weighted as hers, it 
is a superlative demonstration of the nature 
of sign-typing. 


Prominent Sun-Typed Examples 


From this it may be seen that the exter- 
nal adjustment which characterizes the sun- 
typed personality is probably the principal 
basis for getting the world’s work done, at 
least in the more normal channels. Of prom- 
inent figures whose charts lie before me, 
and who belong in this category by the con- 
sensus of opinion on which I have drawn 
for the purpose of these articles, Mussolini 
is sun-typed in Leo and Franklin Roosevelt 
is most effectively described by his sun in 
Aquarius. John L. Lewis, the labor leader, 
is also sun-typed in Aquarius, and Alfred E. 
Smith, the New York politician, is strongly 
marked by his sun in Capricorn. All of these 
have extraordinary gifts of practical execu- 
tive capacity, and the reader can supply him- 
self with many more out of his own experi- 


ence. In the four instances here, sufficient .

for me to cite, we have men of outstanding 
prominence among their fellows, but their 
psychological self-organization and _ their 
almost rough-shod frontal approach to prob- 
lems, or response to opposition, are dramati- 
cally different from the operation of the 
moon-typed personality, almost insidious 
when seen in this comparison. 

Thus a friend of mine, long resident in 
Italy, explains the general Italian reaction 


to Il Duce as based on a common belief in. 


his leonine honesty of patriotic motive. There 
is no divine worship such as a moon-typed 
personality might demand, and no confusion 
through any difficulty in recognizing and 
understanding the motivation in his sun- 
typed or external and practical activity. In 
the case of our President, complicated as any 
judgment must be by political feelings, there 
seems to be a general agreement on the fact 
of his external transparency of motive and 
his lack of essential originality; and the same 
judgment may be made of John L. Lewis, 
whose sun is also in Aquarius. I include 
Al Smith in the picture because he so per- 
fectly exemplifies the sun-typed capacity to 
get things done according to the genius of 
his sun in Capricorn, which is preeminently 
the trouble-shooting department in the 
zodiac, 

The special value of Aquarius for sun- 
typing illustration is due to the. sign’s ruler- 
ship of practical idealization. This tends to 
give lives which are ordered by long-range 
planning, for better or worse, and so to afford 
sharp contrast in degrees of life success. I 
have two charts before me of this order. One 
of these is the motion picture star whose pic- 
tures made my presence possible in New 
York at the time of my experience with Miss 
Peters. Her story is typical of early days 
in the studios, since her origins were non- 
descript, and her road to fame had been up 
through beauty-parlor work, and then a cer- 
tain compliance in the transient relations 
which constitute a certain fringe of society. 
Thus, while voyaging in reasonable style, she 
met a man prominent in the picture industry, 
and he conceived the idea of making her a 
Star; so far, a rather ordinary “true. story” 
pattern. 

This girl had far better stuff than the mere 
lady of compromise. Yet her ascendant was 
Sagittarius, which encouraged a very super- 
ficial rationalization of her actions. The 
planets in her chart were loosely joined in 
their various aspects, encouraging the easier 
surrenders of life. Her moon was in Aries, 
which would operate to make her strong- 
headed in the self-indulgence of her 















ascendant and basic planetary pattern. Had 
she been moon-typed, a cold ambition would 
certainly have overshadowed her particular 
charm, and perhaps transformed a golden 
good nature into a hard or calculating dis- 
honesty. To be “unusual” she could not 
have been conventionally compliant. Instead, 
she had the greatest possible capacity for 
setting a given situation into its larger ideal 
possibility. 

She looked like Aquarius, with that spread- 
ing regularity of feature and sense of wide- 
open frankness and cosmic understanding 
which is this sign at its very best, and by 
the emphasis of its particular abilities she 
was able to make the very best of a rather 
weak chart and an unusually deficient back- 
ground. She conceived the idea of a char- 
acter, played by her, who went around to 
meet prominent people, and to display the 
latest fashions or gadgets, and it still re- 
mains one of the cleverest productions in 
motion picture history. Her sun-typed per- 
sonality directed her life according to its 
best practical genius in every respect, not 
by cancelling any other testimony of the 
chart, but by enhancing the very nature of 
her other characteristics, and putting them 
into the best of possible settings. 

The other illustration of Aquarius sun- 
typing is a financial expert who came to Cali- 
fornia, after some rather large-scale irreg- 
ularities in the east. He was able to avoid the 
penitentiary by driving a special deal which 
revealed the genius of his ascendant in Capri- 
corn. However, had Capricorn dominated 
his life, he might never have walked out of 
the situation, but might rather have sought 
to master it, or to go down trying to do so. 
The temperamental optimism and over- 
rationalization of his moon in Pisces had led 
to his involvement in the first place, and if 
he had been moon-typed he would have 
traveled an unusual path, enacting high drama 
perhaps, or at the best making something very 
exceptional out of his manipulations. But he 
was sun-typed in Aquarius, and because the 
old situation no longer held any potentiality 
for him, he was able to drop it altogether, 
and to enter into an entirely different setup. 

This opportunistic detachment is a mark 
of the sun-typing. These people are able to 
select certain phases of their experience, 
and to put forth effective effort with a mini- 
mum sense of hampering obligation in per- 
sonal ties or idealistic ambition. The princi- 
pal purpose of these articles is to further 
astrological therapy, ie., to aid the student 
in assisting people with problems to solve. 
When sun-typed people fail to express the 
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genius of this emphasis, it is necessary to 
encourage them, and to indicate the con- 
structive opportunism of which they are ca- 
pable. 

To illustrate the problems of therapy, or 
astrological problem-solving, I take two 
charts with a sun-typing in Capricorn. This 
cardinal-earth sign is exeeptionally useful 
because it gives an emphasis of personality 
in the sharp situations of life, and so shows 
clearly what can be done, and also what 
could have been done, in a given individual 
history. The one case is a professional man 
of rare gifts along two lines, in engineering 
and in an artistic field. His life has been 
a continual thwarting, and loss of oppor- 
tunity, because he has never succeeded in 
keeping these two interests from cancelling 
each other. The other case is a woman 
stenographer who saw the possibilities in 
every situation of her career, and kept on 
cool-headedly through a maze of adjustments 
which involved no less than four marriages 
and an uncounted number of positions and 
occupations. Through her exceedingly com- 
petent training and promotion of a child with 
whom she was deserted, she has secured a 
top position for both of them in Hollywood. 

The gentleman’s chart has a Cancer 
ascendant and a Leo moon. His emphasis is 
preponderantly fire, with six planets therein, 
to which two in air must be added, and in 
consequence his life is marked by a high 
basic individuality. It is interesting to note 
that he comes from fine family background, 
and has had the aid of a splendid education, 
a single happy marriage, a beautiful home 
and every necessary business contact. His 
Cancer ascendant, however, has endowed him 
with the urge to perfection of -water signs, 
and with the cardinal critical emphasis which 
in his case has permitted the diffusion of 
effort. 

The lady’s chart has an ascendant in Virgo 
and a moon in Cancer. Her emphasis of 
planetary elements is the reverse of his, since 
she has three in water, forming a close grand 
trine, and three in earth to supplement them. 
She is therefore much more universalized 
from the start, coming out of a relatively 
inferior background and having nowhere 
near the same opportunity in any department 
of life. Her Virgo ascendant has endowed 
her with a gift for manipulating personal 
relationships, and this wide capacity has 
greatly aided her success. 

If we compare the two charts, we see that 
the similar sun-typing in Capricorn has led 
both to make the practical or opportunistic 
approach to their respective situations. These 





could have been success or failure in either 
case. The sun-typing gave the practical 
capacity. However, the effort in his life was 
toward reconciling two interests so tremen- 
dously divergent that the goal was quite be- 
yond his ordinary reach. My advice that he 
concentrate in one field went unheeded, and 
therapy failed. In his case a moon-typing 
would have made success far easier because 
the Leo emphasis would have called for self- 


. centered sufficiency and unusual achievement 


which automatically would have eliminated 
one or the other discordant element. In her 
case, a moon-typing, by placing an emphasis 
in Cancer, would not have been at all help- 
ful. The grand trine would have been made 
more focal, and a probable greater diffusion 
of energies might even have put her in his 
pass. The point I emphasize here is that cer- 
tain typings make achievement easier in the 
terms of a particular chart, and so dictate 
the nature of any therapy. 


Can Typing Be Changed? 

In view of this, the question at once rises 
whether it is possible to change the typing. 
It can be done within reasonable limitations, 
but it must be remembered that it is usu- 
ally the result of an entire life up to the 
time of consultation. My final illustration 
will serve to demonstrate the point. 

An artist of high qualification, brought up 
in an unconventional but brilliant environ- 
ment, faced real failure because she was 
unable to fit into any normal field of effort. 
Her moon was in Scorpio. Had she looked 
like this sign, her deviate background would 
have been a high asset. Then she could have 
employed it uniquely, and my first effort at 
therapy was to get her into the spirit of 
Scorpio, to help her build upon the real 
genius of her past. I accomplished nothing 
because she was lonely, her heart cried out 
for the comfort of the conventional, and she 
couldn’t even begin to take on a Scorpio 
look or manner. 

Her ascendant is Leo, and her drift has 
been to the type of personality emphasized 
by the ascendant, or to the sort of self- 
complacent defeatism which an ascendant- 
Leo typing would produce. While consid- 
eration of ascendant-typing must be left to 
the following and final article, it is interest- 
ing to note here that in the first dozen of the 
past fifteen years this artist had really come 
to have more and more the appearance of 
Leo. Her sun in Sagittarius best describes 
her, however, and this means that she has 
a high capacity for self-orientation among

Box living being is a demonstration of 
the magic power of life. When man gains an 
understanding of the truth, and knowledge 
of how to control this power of life, and when 
he learns to work consciously in harmony, 
instead of merely submitting unconsciously 
to its influence, he will become a true creator, 
and he will control the processes of life in 
his own body. 

Esoteric teaching is desirable with respect 
to the deeper wisdom, and as man evolves, 
he becomes increasingly aware that “knowl- 
edge is power.” The public presentation of 
deep, intellectual, philosophical works of a 
nature sufficient to train an already highly 
developed intellect must not bring harm ‘nor 
injure anyone. The philosophy that can gain 
the allegiance of a lofty mind must also com- 
bine the principles of Cosmic Usefulness with 
the reasoning power of the intellect. 

A philosophy, no matter how intellectual, 
that is dedicated in the Spirit of Service can 
be preached without hesitation, because it 
does not attract the self-seeking, nor the ig- 
norant who turn away from it as dull, with- 
out reward, dry, stiff and uninteresting. Study 
and work of this character will make man 
free and open an avenue of expression 


(Cancer) for the Universal Life Force ° 


(Aries), the power of creation (Taurus), and 
the will (Gemini) of God, the Supreme 
Being. 


Control of Natural Energies 


Esoteric training gives control over natural 
energies. The knowledge gained on this 
straight and narrow path of “initiation, like 
the brilliance of the rays from the lamp of 
Eternal Wisdom, grows and gradually diffuses 
until self-created limitation ‘and erystalliza- 
tion is recognized, fulfilled, and revivified by 
the aspiring Ego, The man or woman who 





possesses this understanding of life is enabled 
to direct these natural forces to valuable ends. 
Such knowledge may be very useful to the 
highly developed intellect, and it may greatly 
increase the power of serving the race. 

If such knowledge is placed in the hands of 
selfish intellectual giants, they would become 
a menace to society. In early times, on the 
continent of Atlantis, this knowledge of eso- 
teric truth was given to all who were intel- 
lectually qualified. With the intelleet devel- 
oped beyond the capacity of the soul, the 
result was that men became giants in knowl- 
edge but also giants in evil. Then followed 
the destruction of Atlantis. While the At- 
lantean civilization reached a new high in the 
development of latent faculties, the willful 
abuse of cosmic principles led to the final 
disintegration of an entire continent. It is 
interesting to note that the savages of today 
are not our ancestral types; they are the de- 
generated offsprings of great civilizations and 
of civilized stocks of the past (both ancient 
Lemuria and Atlantis). 

Thus, it is always necessary that any teacher 
able to impart occult: knowledge must dis- 
criminate carefully and, if necessary, with- 
hold final and complete instructions from 
those who, morally and spiritually, are as yet 
unfitted to receive them. Words clothed in 
the language of the spirit and hints given to 
further development will forever remain a 
darkened door to those who would turn 
knowledge into power for self-gratification. 

The occultist is aptly found in masculine 
signs, particularly the first of the fire signs, 
Aries, the Great Creative Hierarchy which 
manifests as the Life Force of the Universe, 
but within the heart of man and the center 
of light in the universe lies a far more potent 
force which, while propelled by the first, 
unites heart. and mind in the enlightened and 
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illumined power of LEO, the Creative Hier- 
archy whose free and willing sacrifice gave 
man the germinal impulse of physical form, 
the dense body. 

The true occultist is one who has first mas- 
tered intellectually the fundamental theories 
of the constitution of man and the universe, 
and secondly has developed within himself 
the powers of life that are latent in everyone. 
Once these powers are universally recognized 
the very foundation of life broadens beyond 
conception and the general physical principles 
of daily life become literally dwarfed in the 
immensity of the whole. Every aspect of 
creation considered in relation to these Cre- 
ative Powers, the Zodiacal Hierarchies, can 
be developed by anyone who will train and 
discipline the faculties of the spirit. Soul 
power is continually generated in the life of 
God and of man and when the fire of life 
(Aries) blends with its feminine counterpart 
(Taurus), the vast realm of countless spheres 
of action springs forth for the ultimate pur- 
pose of teaching man to walk erect, head free 
and purpose bent to his exalted post as a 
self-congcious creator. 

Is not man God-in-the-making? Truly it 
is said that “what is to be, will be” and the 
utilization of the power of the VITAL prin- 
ciple in Life, Leo, the Vital Force of the Uni- 
verse, will be recognized in the increased flow 
of the creative power of the awakened spirit. 

Leo is the creative principle in manifesta- 
tion and this hierarchy may be considered as 
a great throbbing heart, moving as a fiery 
channel of love and creation. In all action 
Leo presents a force and power that can only 
be designated in the.dignity and bearing of a 
king. Leo walks like a king; a ruler in every 
deed, for he subdues the most exalted as they 
bend before his throne. 

As the immortal spirit of man goes forth 
on the descent into matter, it passes from the 
source of its oneness with the all-pervading 
consciousness of God into succeeding spheres 
of increasing density. This entrance into the 
cycle of rebirth is made through the bosom 
of Cancer, the Cosmic Mother, where the 
seed of life is nurtured and sown to be taken 
further into manifestation through the admin- 
istrations of the “Lords of Flame,” the Leo 
Hierarchy. 

The kingdom of Leo is the world, not con- 
fined to man’s limited physical comprehension, 
but the world of life in and around our 
entire scheme of evolution. Leo gives his 
greatest gift to man to use or abuse; the gift 








of creation from the heart. Yet, so few even 
recognize the potential force contained in 
the heart of every living person. So few 
use it or even know of its existence; but 
within the heart of man lies the immortal 
spark of spiritual life that was first given to 
infant humanity ages ago when the Leo 
Hierarchy gave man the seed atom of the 
dense physical body. 


In succeeding ages and through great 
cosmic periods man has gradually evolved 
this tiny atom into the perfected vehicle we 
now use (or should use) to full advantage. 
The human body, our dense physical body, 
has the greatest evolution behind it and of 
all the powers of man this instrument for 
personal life and action contains the fullest 
means of individualization. 


Now, as each Ego, or spirit, prepares for 
rebirth through the bosom of Cancer, our 
Cosmic Mother, it is first baptized with the 
full force of its past action (or Karma), 
when it is reunited with the permanent seed 
atom, held and preserved by Leo, the “Lords 
of Flame.” It is not sufficient to merely know 
that this is true but it is possible to go on to 
demonstrate the actual procedure in which 
this tiny seed atom, a permanent record of 
every thought and action in life, is protected 
within the inner structure of the human 
heart. For, remember, those who can use 
this great creative power can give life and 
inspiration to cold and dull minds. Leo gives 
the power to rule and the power of life. Leo 
is the vital spark that condenses the soul 
essence, man’s purified experiences, into 
spiritual gold in the crucible of life. 


Leo rules the heart, the heart in man and 
in the universe. The heart of Leo pulsates 
to all nature, for he is in all and all in him. 
Leo will burn up and destroy the unfaithful, 
for he forever gives to man what man has 
created. The justice of this sign is swift— 
not revenge, but strict justice and honesty 
is the pleasure of Leo. This magnificent 
force is not to be found in all things; but 
deep in the bowels of the earth, Leo is held 
captive in resplendent glory in the glowing 
heart of the ruby. Once seen, this power is 
never released, for Leo is the flaming heart, 
that creative principle of splendor in man 
which unites with the power of being in the 
greatest detail. Every aspect of life, to the 
finest point, every thought, word, action and 
reaction, is recorded upon the seed atom 
posited in the left ventricle of the heart.

The diagram of the heart herewith given 
is very simple and probably nothing better 
than a rough sketch of the four chambers 
of this organ plus the designation of the 
various functions of each and the flow of 
the blood through the whole; but we do 
have the means of recognizing the wisdom 
of God in manifestation as we go on to learn 
how the purpose of existence, experience, 
is fully stamped on the seed atom so that 
the individual spirit may receive every con- 
sideration and opportunity for progress. 


In this regard We learn that there is but 
one part of the human body which belongs 
to man himself—and that is the blood. In 
the other parts of the body, other beings 
(the creative hierarchies) work (in Leo the 
Heart, for example); but in these other parts 
man will become master in the distant fu- 
ture. The Ego, or Spirit, controls the dense 
Physical body by means of the blood—this 
is its own individual means of expression. 
The Ego regulates the blood and the blood is 
stamped with definite impressions according 
to the particular emanations brought to man 
through the lungs (Gemini) and the air we 
breathe (Mercury). 


With this understanding in mind we turn 
to the diagram and find that the heart is 


divided into four chambers: two auricles 
and two ventricles; the left side giving the 
purified arterial blood (ruled by Jupiter) 
and the right side the impure venous blood 
(ruled by Venus). The impure blood goes 
from the body to the Right Auricle (R. A.) 
from the upper part of the body, above the 
diaphragm, through the superior venacava 
and from the lower part of the body, below 
the diaphragm, to the Right Auricle through 
the inferior venacava. From the Right 
Auricle the blood is pumped to the Right 
Ventricle (R.V.); and from the Right Ven- 
tricle the blood goes to the lungs (Gemini) 
via the pulmonary arteries for oxygenation. 
Here the breath (ruled by Mercury and 
Gemini), charged with the subtle spiritual 
emanations of that moment, bring added 
experience for the advancing spark of di- 
vinity, man, and these impressions are car- 
ried by the blood direct to the heart. As 
each breath is carried to the lungs the cre- 
ative principles of these Zodiacal Hierarchies 
are amalgamated and used according to the 
ability of the spirit to respond to the existing 
forces. 

From the lungs the purified blood enters 
the Left Auricle (L.A.) by way of the four 
pulmonary veins, and then, through the 
Mitrol Valve, to the Left Ventricle (L.V.), 
where the impression of every thought and 
act is stamped on the seed atom as an indeli- 
ble imprint upon the sands of time. From 
the Left Ventricle the purified blood is 
pumped through the Aorta to the entire 
body. The life of the body depends upon 
the continual function of the vital principle 
in the heart (Leo). The same permanent 
atom originally given to man, when, as a 
naked spirit, he first poised ‘upon the brink 
of eternity ready to delve into matter for 
the ultimate purpose of gaining full waking 
consciousness in the sight of God, this same 
atom is located in the left ventricle of the 
heart of the individualized spark of God. 
This permanent seed atom stands as a monu- 
ment to the progress of the spirit. It is to be 
particularly noticed that there is no outside 
avenue of entrance to the left ventricle and 
the seed atom. This concentrated spirit es- 
sence is fully protected in the apex of the 
left ventricle and no possible disturbance 
can penetrate to this secluded chamber. The 
economy of nature and the wisdom of God 
thoroughly protect this sacred record of the 
spirit’s journey through eternity. 

Therefore, without question, Leo is the in- 
dicator of past karma and this creative hier- 
archy, this sign and-house in the horoscope, 
represents accumulated conditions brought 
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forth from the past. These conditions, in- 
delibly stamped ‘upon the seed atom, add 
one to another to form the power of life; 
or, if unrecognized, the barrier to progress. 
Leo, of itself, gathers all that has been ex- 
perienced in the past, and with this structural 
foundation of spiritual power, the Ego takes 
each succeeding turn on the wheel of rebirth 
with firmer strength and added conscious- 
ness, self-conscious of his own integral sense 
of unity with the Creator. 


Armor of Leo 


Pure gold is the armor of Leo; the molten 
radiance of the Sun covers this sign as a 
mantle, ever presenting the all-powerful 
symbol of its majesty. Leo is that great 
source of golden light that is signified as the 
home of the pure-laden spirit in its rest be- 
tween physical manifestations at the throne 
of the Father. Leo, or the Sun, softly kisses 
all growing things to give them their release 
—hbirth or death, call it what you will, they 
are equal in value. Life is the reward in 
either case, one physical, the other spiritual. 


Leo tells us that his light and power have 
been sacrificed on the altar of the personal 
self and he commands that we rise to the 
height of our full glory and unite with the 
fire of life. It is only when Leo GIVES 
that his power heals and creates and makes 
all things new; when power is forced from 
his hands, it makes men mad. The will to 
create must come from the heart; the power 
to rule and the power of life cannot be torn 
from the body. If man will but listen to 
the honor and uprighteousness of Leo’s plead- 
ing, there will be no destruction nor sacri- 
fices; but a life for a life is the law of the 
land (Jehovah), and one will balance an- 
other. To be tied to the past means to pay 
for the past; let the future love of mankind 
follow the principles of the heart. 


Leo is the symbol of pure radiant fire that 
glows in the heart of all men good and pure. 
This represents the path of glorification of 
God through living in honor and justice, with 
fairness to all as they have merited through 
attention to duties in times long past. Every 
aspect of divinity weaves the golden garment 
of love and devotion, every stitch in the 
Golden Wedding Garment adds to the 
strength of spirit and the power of God in 
the universe. 


In humble spirit we turn with reverence 
to the beautiful soul who represents our 
example of this creative principle in mani- 
festation:

In previous -delineations of charts used in 
this series, Zodiacal Hierarchies, it has been 
shown that planets above the horizon (in 
7th, 8th, 9th, 10th, 11th, and 12th houses) act 
upon the objective consciousness, bringing 
success and favor in life, also noticeably 
stressing spiritual inclinations. In a like 
manner, we have also found that planets 
below the horizon (in Ist, 2nd, 3rd, 4th, 5th, 
and 6th houses) tend toward subjective ac- 
tivity, where the individual has created ma- 
terial experiences and the spirit struggles 
for expression. We also have two other im- 
portant divisions, one of which is illustrated 
in this chart. Planets in the six houses 
from the Midheaven (10th cusp) over the 
Ascendant to the Nadir (4th cusp) give 
greater control over circumstances in life and 
this individual will be able to express his 
own nature to the fullest extent. Planets 
concentrated in the other six houses, par- 
ticularly the 8th house, often relate to charts 
of people who are “victims of circumstance.” 

Nevertheless, our masculine figure would 
certainly express Leo qualities with not only 
the Sun, but also the Moon and Ascendant 
in Leo; a concentration of creative power 
sufficient to produce a definite mark in the 
world. This boy was born of noble parents 
(his father was previously connected with 
the German Court), and when 6 years of 
age the father died, leaving the family in 
difficult circumstances. The mother carried 
self-denial to an extreme (Saturn in the 
home, 4th house) in order to afford her chil- 
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dren the means of taking a place in society 
suitable to the standard of nobility; but this 
Leo child was not satisfied in this condition. 

He left home at 16 and entered the ship- 
yards in Scotland, where he learned the en- 
gineering profession, marine (Neptune on 
the Midheaven) engineering (in the sign 
Aries). He was soon traveling all over the 
world. For many years he was Chief En- 
gineer on a large passenger steamer plying 
between America and Europe. Between 1895 
and 1901, he was a consulting engineer in 
the city of New York. In 1903 he came to 
Los Angeles and a first marriage ended by 
the death of his wife in 1905 (Mars pro- 
gressed to 1-19 Libra square Uranus, Uranus 
the ruler of the 7th and 8th houses). Mer- 
cury progressed to a square to Jupiter (both 
planets trine at birth) at this time was a 
strong release acting upon his creative con- 
sciousness (Jupiter in Sagittarius in the 5th, 
the house of Leo). 


Theosophical Interests 


An intense interest in metaphysics and a 
deep longing for the knowledge of the deeper 
mysteries of life led him into the Theosophi- 
cal Society of Los Angeles. Neptune exactly 
conjunct the Midheaven would be bound to 
bring him into spiritual study, but sorrow 
and privation (Saturn in 4th square Sun) 
was necessary to bend him to. the point of 
thoroughly realizing the sufferings of hu- 
manity. Neptune is retrograde and this would 
delay entrance into spiritual work; the po- 
tentiality is ever present, but the retrograde 
planet withholds fulfillment until the proper 
time and until soul-yearning is experienced. 

Overwork and privation brought on heart 
trouble (Sun in Leo square Saturn) in 1905 
(see progressions above), and he lay at the 
point of death for months. Recovery brought 
increased vigor in behalf of humanity and 
he started a lecture tour which eventually 
took him to Germany. After being thor- 
oughly tested he was finally chosen as the 
messenger who was to bring a vital spiritual 
teaching to humanity. From this time on 
our Leo friend devoted his entire life to the 
promulgation of the work he had promised 
to give faithfully to humanity. Writing un- 
der a pen name he successfully completed 
several textbooks on both’ Astrology (Mars 
sextile Uranus) and philosophy (Venus sex- 
tile Neptune from Gemini; Mercury trine 
Jupiter), and today he is recognized as the 
greatest western mystic of the twentieth cen- 
tury. A very interesting observation can be 
made from this chart: Many people with Nep- 









tune in the 10th house have been known to 
change their names; in this case a pen name 
was adopted under which he is widely known 
today. 

Venus in Gemini gives an easy flow of 
words and Jupiter in Sagittarius in the 5th 
house favors publication. Both planets are 
in intercepted signs and this delayed his writ- 
ing until the period in life that followed the 
inspirational association with spiritual beings 
of an illumined character. Leo is the sign of 
the leader, also a teacher, and this Leo native 
fully lived up to both as he established a 
world headquarters for this teaching in 
Southern California. 

Leo 6° (Ascelli) is an important eye point, 
and the Asc. conjunct the Ascelli with the 
Moon in close conjunction and the Sun also 
in orb, and the Sun square Saturn, made it 
necessary for him to use bifocal glasses. A 
strong compensating advantage for poor 
physical eyesight, however, was spiritual 
sight (Neptune in elevation and trine Ascelli) 
over which he had perfect control (Mer- 
cury, the best fortified planet in the horo- 
scope). It is the ray of Neptune, the octave 
of Mercury, which put him in touch with the 
spiritual worlds. 

Spiritual knowledge is dependent upon the 
mind (Mercury) for concrete expression. 
The aspects of Neptune determine the grade 
and nature of spiritual sight that may be 
developed. «In this chart Neptune is sextile 
Venus, trine Moon and Ascendant and con- 
junct the Midheaven—all very constructive; 
the Sun’s orb being stronger than other 
planets and the Sun applying to the trine to 
Neptune also adds to the strength of the 
spirit in manifestation. Mercury’s sextile to 
Saturn gives persistence and concentration, 
and the trine by Jupiter to Mercury expands 
the mind; the sextile of Mercury to Venus 
adds kindliness, harmony, and love of beauty. 
It is quite evident, therefore, that Mercury 
and Neptune lend mental harmony and bal- 
ance in physical and spiritual expression. 
Neptune is the most highly elevated planet, 
definitely pointing to the ultimate spiritual 
trend in the life; and Mercury is the most 
strongly aspected. Neither planet is afflicted 
and experiences gained on the spiritual 
planes (occult investigation in the memory 
of nature, etc.) are carefully weighed in the 
scale of logic. The warmth of the mystic 
heart of Leo was reflected in this person’s life 
through his love for humanity. 

Mars, ruling the Midheaven, sextile Uranus, 
shows the tremendous influence that astrology 
has played in the life of our Leo friend and 
naturally the Leo nature takes this creative 
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study as a means of giving to humanity the 
full spiritual aspect of this science of the soul. 
The Part of Fortune in the Ascendant, trine 
to Neptune and the Midheaven, adds to the 
magnetic character of Leo and further signi- 
fies opportunities for growth and develop- 
ment far beyond the mortal significance of 
ordinary vision. 

The full waking consciousness of this Leo 
native was focused on both physical and 
spiritual planes and the creative power of 
the vital spark of life in manifestation (Sun, 
Moon, and Ascendant in Leo) has produced 
a set of ideals and a philosophy that is recog- 
nized on all sides as an inspired work. The 
healing power of life is focused through the 
creative hierarchy of Leo and this force is 
TO BE GIVEN FREELY to mankind exactly 
in proportion to the extent that man will 
open his heart and accept the key to health 
and happiness. Probably the greatest desire 
of our Leo friend has been fulfilled in the L 
establishment of a healing center that thor- 
oughly administers to every phase of healing, 
on all planes, physical, mental, emotional and 
spiritual. 

The Sun in the horoscope is the symbol 
of the Creator. This is the main indication, 
but it can also be represented as the spiritual 
incarnation of God (in man). Likewise, the 
Sun may act as any of the great messengers 
who represent the will of God, similar to the 
manner in which an ambassader represents 
his nation. 

The Sun in the chart shows the potential 
power of the spirit and the planets show the 
channels in which the Ego may express it- 
self in furthering the work of its own crea- 
tion. The conjunction of the Sun and Moon 
strengthen the whole chart, adding to the 
character and moral fibre of the native. Yet, 
with all of this tremendous power of Leo, 
our friend owes the foundation of his work 
to the loyal help and devotion of his wife 
(he married in August, 1910), a spiritual and 
physical helpmate, who was largely instru- 
mental in coordinating the early activities of 
their work. A very strong connecting link 
in human association is found between op- 
posites, and our Leo friend married an 
Aquarian woman (Sun and Moon in Aquarius 
and Leo rising). 

The planets, or individuals, are attracted 
to the Sun, or to each other, because they 
all contain the same elements (to a varying 
degree) seeking to reunite, and the power 
of gravitation is nothing else than the power 
of love. Man is attracted to woman and 
woman to man because they see in each 
other the elements of their own highest ideal. 





The more their common ideal becomes mani- 
fest in each, the more they love each other 
and become fully contented. Our masculine 
Leo, with the three elements, Sun, Moon and 
Ascendant in Leo, formed a deep and lasting 
tie with his Aquarian ideal (Sun and Moon 
in Aquarius) and between these two the 
positive (Sun) and negative (Moor) prin- 
ciples of life were thoroughly developed and 
bound in love and devotion to a great ideal. 
A man and woman can only truly love each 
other if they are both either consciously or 
unconsciously attracted by the same ideal. 
This ideal may be high or low, but the higher 
it is the more permanent will it be, and the 
greater will be their mutual happiness. 

The foundation and organization of the 
spiritual teaching of our Leo friend were not 
without great struggles, but in everything 
the persistence (fixed signs involved) and 
devotion to an ideal (Neptune conjunct Mid- 
heaven) carried him through every necessary 
experience. Recurrent heart trouble made 
every effort a struggle, and death by apoplexy 
came in early January of 1919. 

One finat and important lesson can be 
gained from a further study of this chart. 
The law of Cause and Effect and Karma 
(Consequence) can be investigated in the 
light of this person’s physical handicap which 
persisted despite spiritual initiation and de- 
spite an inner nature developed and power- 
ful far beyond the limits of the physical 
structure. 

The action or result of past action may 
not always follow immediately after the 
cause; it may not even accrue during one 
incarnation, but sooner or later it will ap- 
pear. A result in the physical world, an ef- 
fect experienced through the physical con- 
sciousness, is the final outcome of a cause 
set in motion in the past. It is the ripened 
fruit on the tree of life. When a particular 
force becomes manifest and it exhausts itself 
entirely, that force has been working out- 
wards; its effects are already over in the 
mind once it appears in the body. The bodily 
manifestation, its appearance in the physical 
world, is a sign of the completion of its 
course. 

A physical ailment is the last expression 
of a past ill-doing, the final working out of 
karma; the mental or moral outworking has 
been completed “and the physical suffering 
is brought about by the agency of a power, 
as an administrator of the law, which brings 
into completion the release through physical 
means, The correction must be made through 
the subtler realms and the final relief is

astrologers, let us re- 
turn to our cabbages, 
to Saturn when posited in the Sign of the 
Virgin at birth. 

When tenanting this Mercurean asterism, 
the Lord of Bondage may be said to relax 
his sinister frown for the benign aspect of 
the philosopher, to exchange his scorpion 
whips and fetters for the slippers and the 
skull-cap of the thinker, to doff his horns in 
favor of the mortarboard, to cast aside his 
bludgeon to grasp the pen. In short, the Lord 
of Retribution becomes in Virgo the Master 
of Wisdom, the Lord of Conscience! A most 
welcome metamorphosis to be sure. In fact, 


doubtless the most 
companionable to Sat- 
urn, irks him less, agrees with him more. 
Whence it comes that the House of the Virgin, 
fleet Mercury’s domain by night, is hospitable ~ 
to Saturn and favors his tranquil intensity. 
Indeed, Saturn and Mercury may in many 
ways be considered the Damon and Pythias 
of the planets, for both influence the mind 
of man, the latter’s sway being paramount 
in youth, the vibration of the former exerting 
its greatest intensity from latter middle age 
on down to the very end of life itself. Mer- 
cury symbolizes youth, in particular the years 
from four to fourteen, while grim Saturn 
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portrays age, more especially from the sixty- 
eighth year onward. As if Ralph Waldo 
Emerson—the very greatest amongst‘ the 
philosophers of the New World—were to 
establish a deep friendship with Mickey 
Rooney, the sort of camaraderie seen every 
now and again between the benevolent old 
wizard and the precocious youngster, a type 
of friendship which is bound to benefit both 
through the opportunity it presents for the 
one to renew his youth whilst the other 
gains in knowledge and experience. Saturn 
in Virgo: the taskmaster turned philosopher. 

To be sure, the Lord of Heights is also 
the Gerund of Depths, and so that he who 
glories in the grave and rugged peaks of 
Earth (Capricorn), who treads the broad and 
fertile plains (Taurus) with so sure a step, 
is bound to feel at home amongst the deep 
valleys (Virgo), where lie hidden so many 
nameless secrets of nature overshadowed by 
the aged sadness of glacial heights. 

I have read with no little amusement 
numerous ancient treatises dealing with the 
influence of Saturn in Virgo, the greater 
number of which sadly misrepresented his 
principal tendency when vibrating in this 
asterism. From good old Master William Lilly 
on-down through the 17th, 18th and 19th 
centuries, by far the greater number of these 
authors completely misrepresent Saturn’s in- 
fluence here, describe his trend as “gener- 
ally unfortunate, inclined to melancholy; a 
projector of many curious matters to little 
purpose,” etc., etc.. whereas he would have 
to be mightily afflicted here before he would 
slide so far down the scale. These curious 
old writers clung too tenaciously to their 
rulerships and exaltations, their trines and 
conjunctions, to be able impersonally to ob- 
serve and solely to analyze the trends of 
planets in Signs’ considered in the light of 
these two factors alone. Their writings show 
it. Indeed I do not recollect to have either 
discovered or heard of a single writer before 
Alan Leo’s time (circa 1890), who described 
the general characteristics of the various 
planets in the Twelve Signs to any extent 
worth mentioning. It appears to have re- 
quired the analytical-psychological trend of 
the present age to treat these matters with 
any degree of correctness. 

Of course when afflicted it is, alas, but too 
true that Saturn in Virgo tends towards 
melancholy added to hermit-like proclivities, 
servility, expediency at the cost of honor, 
and all the rest of it. However, there is 
not a single one of the planets which, being 
afflicted and badly cast in its role, would 
fail to manifest unfortunately, particularly 














were its influence not offset by beneficent 
vibrations elsewhere in the Nativity. What 
I especially desire to call attention to is the 
fact that, with Saturn in this asterism at 
birth, the native would appear to be equipped 
with a better leverage toward the acquisition 
of real wisdom allied to practical methods 
for applying the same than when Saturn is 
found in any other Sign, generally speaking. 


Practical Wisdom 


The general direction of the Virginian- 
Saturnian vibration is very definitely exerted 
in behalf of practical wisdom, with about all 
of the connotations this term implies. The 
Lord of. Experience here makes for reserve, 
prudence, tranquillity of spirit, discretion, 
caution, a generally serious cast of mind, 
frugal habits, a very considerable thrift and 
economy, a marked ability in the management 
of others and their affairs, allied to all of 
which he proposes an innately deep and seri- 
ous mentality and one very well adapted 
to scientific study in general and to the ex- 
ploration of the occult and the mysterious 
in pafticular. Naturally, the better placed 
and aspected Saturn is here, more especially 
in relation to Mercury, the more vividly will 
he portray the above qualities. Moreover, 
Saturn here attends in great measure to the 
stabilizing of the moral viewpoint. In the 
case of the philosopher, this is an ideal posi- 
tion for Saturn; so, too, in the case of the 
operative occultist. Indeed, it would be diffi- 
cult to imagine a better Saturnian vibration 
for such as are obliged at all times to keep 
their wits about them. Here the mind is 
naturally endowed with all the depth of per- 
ception requisite for dissecting most of the 
deeper problems of life. 

At least two great operative occultists 
were born with this position of Saturn: 
Madame Helena Petrovna Blavatsky and Herr 
Professor Rudolf Steiner, the first the prime 
mover in the reestablishment of Theosophy 
in our day, the second the great German 
exponent of arcane learning and wisdom. 
Our own Ralph Waldo Emerson, occultist 
and philosopher, the glory of American philo- 
sophical thought and culture, and Sir Edward 
Bulwer-Lytton, the English novelist of the 
50s and ’60s of the last century, almost every 
one of whose novels had an occult or a semi- 
occult background, also had this position 
of Saturn at birth. Many other eminent 
personages had it likewise, among whom I 
might mention the greatest, to date, amongst 
the novelists of all time, Victor Hugo, per- 
haps the most sympathetic and somber of 
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the anatomists of human character and his- 
tory. Of the four celebrities above mentioned, 
Steiner, Emerson and Hugo had Saturn in the 
Tenth House, where he was bound to exert 
a profound influence upon the career, while 
H. P. B. had him almost immediately upon 
the cusp of the Third. 


Taste for Solitude 


But perhaps the most recognizable trait 
vouchsafed by Saturn in Virgo is the manner 
in which he notably endows his natives with 
a taste for solitude, for Saturn posited amidst 
the vales of Virgo is certainly the very per- 
sonification of a hermit. So much is this the 
case that this configuration might well be 
called the hallmark of the recluse, the seal 
of the anchorite. Surely Saint Simon Stylites 
must have been born with this position of 
the Lord of Solitude to help him maintain 
his balance atop his pillar in the Libyan 
Desert for forty years! It is Saturn in Virgo 
that is responsible for his natives’ supreme 
taste for solitude, that aloneness wherein 
great thoughts are born, great resolutions 
made and the measures worked out whereby 
to effect them. 

Saturn-in-Virgo natives all have the germ 
—and most of them have the burgeoning 
plant—of highly personal and even somewhat 
original views on religion and philosophy in 
the relation of these to human thought and 
development. These views may be orthodox 
or the contrary, neo-platonistic or even forth- 
right atheistical as the case may be, though 
there is almost certain to be more or less 
of a puritanical tinge to them coupled to 
something of a dry-as-dust attitude, a somber 
joylessness that inclines towards the en- 
thronement of duty and reason as twin 
deities. Saturn in Virgo squared by the 
Moon, while trined by Mercury, could well 
“wring reason dry.” A just judge indeed, 
and one it would be hard to fool. Were Mer- 
cury also to be squared by Mars it is to be 
feared that the quality of mercy would be 
lacking. 


Love of Order 


Virgo being the mouse Sign, as is evident 
from the fact that in the animal kingdom it 
rules small animals, particularly those of the 
rodent species, it is tinged-with the quality 
of nibbling, worrying. and fearsomeness, 
which propensity toWard gnawing and scurry- 
ing around in more or less concentric circles 
is matched again in the human species by 
worry and nagging, truly two Saturn-in-Virgo 
attributes that could well be spared and 


which it would be well to crush before they 
obtained the upper hand. For these are a 
brace of qualities which may easily prove 
fatal to one’s own peace of mind, let alone 
that of others. From this is derived the 
notable love of order of a-place-for-every- 
thing-and-everything-in-its-place sort which 
is typical of Saturn in this asterism. 

Live with a strong Saturn-in-Virgo person 
and if their intense love of order doesn’t very 
shortly get on your nerves, it will either 
be because you have become accustomed to 
it through long association or because you 
have nerves of steel. The same applies to 
their propensity to fret, worry and nag. Fre- 
quently it becomes a cross to be compelled 
to live with them. I believe this holds good 
particularly during the first half of life, when 
it becomes especially noticeable both by rea- 
son of the many difficulties, struggles, ob- 
stacles and even sorrows these people have 
usually to face, as also from the fact that 
one scarcely expects youngsters to exhibit 
traits more associated with the middle years 
of life. These people very often suffer from 
severe fits of melancholia or the “blues,” al- 
ways the case when Saturn is afflicted here. 
If the Nativity shows anything like a well 
defined suicide-complex, an afflicted Saturn 
in Virgo will scarcely help any in over- 
coming it. It then becomes quite a problem- 
atical position. All too often this position 
of Saturn points to occupational difficulties, 
frequently to an unsympathetic father, almost 
always to thwarted ambitions of one sort or 
another. Often, too, the health suffers due 
to nervous reactions consequent upon the 
mental depression to which this configuration 
gives rise. 

With fair aspects from one or more of the 
other planets in the Scheme, Saturn here 
points to gain through careful investment. 


Health Conditions 


When in any way notably afflicted, there 
is a liability to more or less mental derange- 
ment, headaches and bowel weakness, or at 
least to some form of intestinal disease such 
as colitis, very probably consequent upon 
chronic constipation. To offset such afflictions, 
one must ever remember to cultivate a uni- 
formly cheerful viewpoint—sometimes easier 
said than done, it is true—drink fruit and 
vegetable juices (particularly orange and 
prune juice, sauerkraut juice and the like) 
and plenty of water, too, three quarts per 
day being recommended, thoroughly masti- 
cate all food and cultivate regular habits, 
come what may. When constipated it is best 
these natives dose themselves with pure 
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mineral oil. The use of plenty of olive oil 
in the preparation of their food is also most 
heartily recommended. 


Saturn in Virgo in some instances points 
towards hypochondriasis, the pathological 
term descriptive of a morbid state of depres- 
sion consequent upon a causeless anxiety 
concerning one’s health. In other words it 
means that once these people become ill they 
are liable to remain ill, due in great measure 
to their imagination. They then become the 
best customers that unscrupulous physicians, 
nostrum venders and drug store proprietors 
could possibly desire. Mboliére’s famous 
Malade Imaginaire was written around just 
such an afflicted Saturn-in-Virgo native, to 
the delight of innumerable audiences. The 
frequently strong trend toward self-cen- 
teredness, pessimism, cynicism and gloom in 
general and in particular must be curbed 
early as otherwise it threatens to ruin the 
life and disposition of these people. Finally 
troubles in employment and with or through 
servants and inferiors is not an unusual con- 
sequence of Saturn’s affliction when in this 
asterism, particularly when he :s afflicted by 
Mercury or the Moon. This position of the 
dark planet also points to troubles and mis- 
fortunes through marriage or, indeed, part- 
nerships of any sort; all the more so if 
Saturn be obliged to contend against any 
strong affliction. 


It is certainly true that Saturn when posited 
in Virgo at birth proposes selfishness and 
self-pity, these tending to cause an acid con- 
dition to be set up in the system which either 
directly or indirectly will adversely influence 
both the mentality and the physique. Never- 
theless, it is also true that due to Saturn’s 
natural dignity in this Sign, unless he be too 
adversely afflicted, he bestows great self- 
control, a very active sense of justice, an 
exceedingly well ordered mind adapted to 
concrete and technical thinking, patience 
allied to consummate prudence, a natural 
reserve along with considerable inhibitions, 
a veritable talent for detail and; in fact, about 
all the equipment ideal for the worker in 
the field of intellect. 


Occupations 


Regarding the occupations best suited to 
Saturn-in-Virgo people, a veritable mis- 
cellany is seen to be at their disposal. In 
the first place, this planetary position favors 
authorship, whether as a novelist or as a 
writer on technical subjects, though probably 
more the latter than the former. It also 





favors work as a statistician, a librarian, a 
psychiatrist, a chemist, a scientist, a promoter 
of group activities (though not -this last if 
Saturn be squared by the Moon), as a teacher 
or technician, or as an administrator of aec- 
tivities along the above lines and their sev- 
eral allied branches. However, as conserva- 
tism is ever a strong adjunct to Saturn in 
Virgo innovations, unless these come ex- 
tremely well recommended, they will be apt 
to fare badly under the authority of these 
people. 

As the Lord of Wisdom surrounded by his 
volumes and parchments and enthroned with- 
in the portico of the Temple of Isis proposes 
research and investigation coupled to pa- 
tience, discrimination, caution, reserve and 
plenty of tact, it is indicated that perception 
is his watchword, surely the requisite at- 
tribute to perfection of scholarship.

physical. Therefore, when one learns his 
lesson by suffering and does not make fresh 
evil karma by impatience under the result 
of past bad karma, then it is thoroughly ex- 
hausted and absolutely eliminated from every 
phase of consciousness.

:. rising zodiacal degree in the Lunation 
Figure this month is symbolized by its key- 
word, which is “Activity dominated by Fate.” 
Accordingly, one would expect to find the 
planetary configurations bearing out this 
symbol, these being discovered in the con- 
joined Lights squaring Jupiter-conjunction- 
Saturn, while the latter conjunction squares 
Mars. Indeed, it is these two planetary con- 
junctions both in square to one another, along 
with the additional square to Mars, that form 
the three most notable features of this lunar 
period. 

Judging from thesé and related configura- 
tions in force at the instant of the lunation 
at Washington, what is proposed during the 
coming month is that the Administration, 
while retaining its power, steadily loses in

popularity throughout the country, more es- 
pecially amongst the higher orders of so- 
ciety. Primarily, however, trade, labor and 
more especially questions of finance occupy 
the national interest, our foreign trade be- 
ing seen to suffer extensively due to the vari- 
ous blockades, embargoes and pronounce- 
ments relative to contraband merchandise by 
the belligerent powers at war with one an- 
other across the seas. Indeed, at this time 
all such matters loom as very acute questions. 

As in previous lunation maps, so, too, in 
this Figure, strikes and labor troubles of 
various descriptions vie with the European 
war situation in engaging the national in- 
terest and attention. What is increasingly 
borne out in all the Lunation Figures thus 
far this year is the fact that what has been 
called World War II threatens to be not so 
much a question of victory in the field as 
in the slow wearing down of opponents 
through adverse measures applied to the field 


.of commercial operations due to blockades 


and kindred acts of national attrition. At 
times, too, various Cabinet officers should 
play an increasingly prominent part in Ad- 
ministrational activities in this country. The 
Stock Market and the investment field in 
general may be expected to become the sub- 
jects of laws designed to curb unreasonable 
speculations at the risk of the investor. 

The general import of this lunation is un- 
fortunate for this country, particularly 
throughout the western states. Business and 
commerce suffer, revenues decline and there 
threatens to be increased taxation, some un- 
popular taxes being very liable to be imposed 
and accepted as necessary evils coincidental 
with the times. Our financial relations with 
other countries suffer acutely; taxation on 
the estates of the deceased is particularly 
seen to increase as many wealthy people die. 
The probable death of a member of the Cab- 
inet is also foreseen as occurring at this time. 
Critical changes affect the nation’s finances, 
and it would really appear as if some notable 
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bankruptcies are due to take place under 
the sovereignty of this lunation. 

Organized religion—the Roman Church in 
particular—is forecast as bound to suffer 
from the adverse action of governments 
abroad, whereof there threatens to be reper- 
cussions in this country. As Mars at the 
time of this lunation squares Pius XII’s radi- 
cal Moon, while the lunation itself opposes 
his radical Mercury, it is forecast that some 
papal pronouncement. and. efforts will come 
to naught and that the Church will suffer 
through some sequestration of ecclesiastical 
property, the probability being that some 
Catholic Action society will sustain a severe 
reversal at this time. 

Some notable crimes of violence are fore- 
seen as committed at this time, women and 
particularly children being under extremely 
adverse planetary government during the 
tenure of this lunation. 

Again, many traffic accidents will occur 
during this period both by rail and motor, 
and there would now appear to be another 
attempt made very similar to that of Au- 
gust 12, 1939, when the Streamliner “City 
of San Francisco” was wrecked by saboteurs 
near Harney, Nevada; also a configuration 

-similar in nature to the one in force at the 
time of the Iunation of July 16th last year is 
apparent in the present Lunation Figure. 

A king, or other highly placed government 
official, is foreseen to be in imminent danger 
of assassination during the course of this 
month. It is proposed that the King of Italy, 
Victor Emmanuel III, will be the monarch 
whose life and career will be most endan- 
gered during the hegemony of this lunation, 
many very pronouncedly adverse configura- 
tions having been noted as occurring this 
year in both his radical and progressed Birth 
Figures which the lack of space forbids re- 
counting here. 


Great Britain 

At London, the lunation falls in the Sixth 
House, Mars being very close to the cusp of 
the Descendant, indicating severe economic 
repercussions, labor troubles and desperate 
measures taken by Parliament to allay popu- 
lar discontent while the foreign relations of 
Britain are distinctly under a cloud. 


Japan 
At Tokio, the lunation falls near the As- 
cendant, thus proposing a very considerable 
popular discontent allied to severe economic 
threats against the stability of the govern- 
ment while the public health suffers severely.

The nineteenth degree of Gemini ascends 
at the moment of this lunation at Washing- 
ton. This second decan of the Sign of the 
Twins expresses fidelity to principles, while 
the nineteenth degree symbolizes the defer- 
ence due to past experience. The Mars-Mer- 
cury second magnitude star **BELLATRIX 
ascends in the East in parallel with the 
Moon. This star by its name signifies the 
“Quickly Coming or Swiftly Destroying One.” 
At this time Mercury and Mars are joined 
with the Lights in the Fourth House of the 
Lunation Figure. 

Thus we may judge this lunation to be of 
mingled trends, particularly as it squares the 
Ascendant-conjunction-Uranus in the Great 
Horoscope of the United States, the U. S. 
radical Mars rising at the instant of lunation 
over the nation’s capitol. This is primarily 
an influence directly concerned with the na- 
tional trade and finances, including taxation, 
revenue, land values, banks, the army and 
navy and the working classes, the latter in 
Some radical changes are certain 
to be proposed by the President, all tending 
toward the further socialization of govern- 
mental administration in a last effort to win 
adherents to the New Deal. 

Public discussion and. considerable excite- 
ment will be aroused throughout the length 
and breadth of the land, speech-making and 
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propaganda of all sorts abounding at every 
turn of the road. Political bids for the sup- 
port of the masses will go to extreme lengths 
in a last effort to bolster up the morale and 
carry the Party’s campaign through to a 
successful conclusion in the forthcoming No- 
vember elections. In fact, about all the ex- 
tremist elements in the country will rally 
to the support of one side, lest their own in- 
dividual aims crash to defeat with the down- 
fall of all that the past eight years has stood 
for and accomplished. Political promises will 
be made that cannot possibly be kept, a de- 
termined attempt being made to carry 
through the electional program if possible. 

Accidents while traveling are bound to be 
numerous at this time and many deaths will 
occur due to insanity, mania and nervous 
disease, such afflictions being particularly on 
the increase at this time. Trade prospers 
for the time being while our relations with 
foreign countries should improve slightly in 
spots. Secret preparations and plans by our 
army and navy general staffs will, in all 
probability, be formulated, if not, indeed, 
perfected during the period ruled by this 
lunar government. 


The Allies and Peace 


This lunation also favors the Allied cam- 
paign to a considerable extent, and it is even 
seen that possible pourparlers apropos of 
peace between the various belligerents may 
be seriously proposed at this time, in which 
event either President Roosevelt or, as would 
appear more likely, Russia’s Stalin may offer 
his services as a mediator between the Pow- 
ers at war. The lunation, Mars and Mer- 
cury all fall very closely conjunct Stalin’s 
Uranus on the cusp of his radical Eighth 


House in trine to his Sun and Neptune, thus 
reemphasizing this judgment, though it is 
very probable he will be working behind 
the scenes rather than in the full glare of 
publicity. 


Germany 


This lunation occurs on the Ascendant at 
Berlin and, judging from the aspects it makes 
in the Nativity of the Third Reich, it is pro- 
posed as very probable the German Govern- 
ment will itself make a strong bid for peace 
at this time. 

However, these would appear to be more 
in the nature of tactical moves, a lasting 
peace being foreseen as highly improbable at 
this stage of operations.

Mars 


Mars advances from 18°9' Leo to 7°13’ 
Virgo. On the 13th it squares Uranus, caus- 
ing a severe nervous stimulation that will 
be complicated by the fact that on the 6th, 
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when within an orb of 4 degrees, it transits 
the sensitive degree created by the Lunation 
of August 14th, 1939, at 21°26’ Leo. Mars in 
Virgo, when uncomplicated by aspects, is 
shrewd and practical; but prone to generate 
digestive irregularities. When Mars conjoins 
the Sun on August 30th, in 7° Virgo, it is 
within 2° of the degree position of the Luna- 
tion that follows two days later. This should 
turn the desires of this Lunation into deter- 
minations—charged with the kind of energy 
that will “follow through” on whatever it 
undertakes. 


Jupiter 

Jupiter. This month’s transit, from 13°47’ 
to 15°39 Taurus, is still within the arc that 
will be again covered by a retrograde: Sep- 
tember 8th to October 10th of this year, and 
March 15th to 24th, 1941. No consideration 
of Jupiter should overlook the current con- 
junction with Saturn, for no compromise 
peace is possible while this powerful config- 
uration is in effect: and much less so next 
year when Jupiter separates from Saturn 
and applies to Uranus. The Jupiter-Saturn 
combination is decisively reactionary, but 
through its extreme severity it generally 
defeats its own purpose. 


Saturn 


Saturn becomes stationary on August 28th 
at 14°47’ Taurus. Since it remains in this 
15th degree from July 29th to September 27th, 
those with birth planets here can expect to 
feel Saturn’s depressive and restrictive in- 
fluence to an unusual extent. Furthermore, 
you will have a revisitation of its influence 
from April 7th to 15th, 1941. 


Uranus 

Uranus transits from 25°45’ to 26°9’ Taurus, 
an arc through which it will retrograde next 
month. The constructive trine to Neptune 
continues to keep the world determined to 
make itself over, putting an end to one set 
of abuses, so the “wise guys” will have to 
work nights to think up a new set. 


Neptune

“Karmic” cycles. At the beginning of such 
cycles mankind faces a new “slice” of its 
Past to be neutralized or assimilated (Saturn 
in Aries); at the apex (Saturn in Libra), the 
door to liberation through objective under- 
standing is shown more clearly than ever— 
yet few are those who discover the way. 
Indeed, the year 1937 (or the period 1936- 
37-38) witnessed an important precipitation 
of race-Karma for mankind. The famous 
solar eclipse of June, 1936, struck the seed- 
tone which opened the period calculated from 
Pyramid-measurements as beginning in Sep- 
tember, 1936. The wars in Ethiopia and 
China opened the way; to be followed in 
1938 by Hitler’s marches into Austria, Czecho- 
slovakia—lastly Poland, after the Jupiter- 
cycle began in August, 1939. Mankind will 
have a hard time until 1952 extricating itself 
from this collective hypnosis forced upon it 
by an unfulfilled Past. The year 1944 may 
bring many Saturnian issues to a sharp edge, 
as it includes the “first quarter” period in 
the Saturn cycle. It corresponds to the year 
1915, in the preceding Saturn-cygle. 

To give an example of what a symbolical 
“Full Moon” period can mean in a Saturn- 
cycle (Saturn in Libra, in the zodiac), we 
have the winter season 1921-1922: a time of 
international conferences devised to try to 
get an objective understanding of, and solu- 
tion to, the problems of structural relation- 
ship between nations, particularly emphasized 
since 1908 (the “New Moon” of. the Saturn 
cycle): the Washington Conference on Dis- 
armament, the Genoa Conference, a Hague 
Conference and others. These failed; and 
on October 30th, Mussolini slammed the door 
to international understanding by starting the 
first Fascist State. In January, 1923, the offi- 
cial formation of the Union of Socialist Soviet 
Republics was followed by the failure of an 
Inter-Allied Conference at Paris, and the 
occupation of the Ruhr Valley. This made 
Hitler’s triumphs inescapable—and thus the 
tragic beginnings of the subsequent Saturn 
cycle in 1937, 
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Health Department 





A CONSIDERATION of infectious colds, as 
somewhat distinct from common colds, vaso- 
motor colds, mechanical colds and digestive 
colds, which were discussed last month, brings 
us to that subject of violent controversy, 
whether, and to what extent, germs cause 
disease. Many medical men prescribe for 
their patients as if bacteria were the cause 
of most diseases and as if all it were neces- 
sary to do to cure the difficulty were to kill 
the bacteria. Drugless healers, however, 
mostly hold that germs are merely secondary 
factors in the causation of disease. They in- 
sist that the condition of the bacteria’s en- 
vironment or soil is of primary considera- 
tion in determining whether or not they be- 
come a menace. On such grounds they hold 
that treatment should consist of the endeavor 
to change the internal environment or soil of 
the body, instead of trying through drugs 
to destroy the germs. s 

From the standpoint of Stellar Treatment, 
we cannot take as extreme a view in either 
direction as many do. Microorganisms which 
invade the human body may be compared to 
visible insects which at times attack the outer 
covering of the body. If you live where 
there are many mosquitoes, it is much better 
to protect your home with screens and to 
sleep under a mosquito bar, as they do in 
the swampy areas of the South. Likewise, 
the best way of handling bacteria is to keep 
the blood stream pure and the vitality vig- 
orous so they cannot gain a footing. But if 
you have neglected to provide screens for 
the windows and a bar for your bed, or 
if through some accident a hole is torn in 
the mosquito netting over your bed, and a 
horde of mosquitoes enters, the best thing to 
do is to drive them out and kill them as 
best you can, and then mend the netting. 
And if you contract diphtheria, or some 
such contagious disease—if the bacteria, pro- 
tozoa or virus gets a foothold—it may be 
necessary to use some drastic means, even 
some drug, to kill these invaders off, and 
give the system a chance to make its repairs. 
The drawback to such use of medicine, of 
course, is that medicine powerful enough to

kill the invaders so often must be powerful 
enough to weaken the system, or perhaps 
even kill body cells and destroy organs. 

Colds, whether of the common or the in- 
fectious variety, are contracted because the 
physical body has not the vigor and the 
chemicals in sufficient strength to destroy 
invading viruses or bacteria. The lack of 
vigor is due to toxins in the blood and to the 
low electrical potential of the nervous sys- 
tem. The lack of chemicals is due to deple- 
tion or inadequate functioning of definite 
endocrine glands. Both the functioning of 
the endocrine glands and the state of elec- 
trical potential of the nervous system are 
largely determined by the thoughts; not 
merely by the conscious thoughts, but also 
by the thought trains of the unconscious 
mind, 


Negative Thoughts Attract Colds 


The chart of birth maps the outstanding 
groups of thought-cells within the uncon- 
scious mind. If Saturn is prominent in the 
birth-chart, this signifies that much of the 
thinking habitually is of the Saturn kind, 
relating to fear, security, acquisitiveness, etc. 
If the Moon is prominent in the birth-chart, 
this signifies that much of the thinking 
habitually is of the Moon kind, relating té 
the home, women, the populace, nutrition, 
etc. In other words, if the negative planets 
are prominent in the birth-chart, the indi- 
vidual habitually thinks along lines, and with 
a low electrical voltage, such as are indicated 
by these planets. And because his thinking 
thus tends to be negative, the reactions of 
his endocrine glands are such as to encourage 
lack of vigor in his blood stream and tissues. 
Such prominent planets, and such habitual 
thoughts and feelings, are constants in the 
charts of those susceptible to colds. 

Even so, as long as the thought-cells of 
the unconscious mind are harmonious, the 
body keeps its chemical balance and the 
thought-cells do not attract virulent germs, 
and colds and other infections are avoided. 
Such an individual may go along for years 
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in quite good health until there is a pro- 
gressed aspect to Mars, especially a progressed 
affliction to Mars, in his chart. This means 
that the group of thought-cells in his astral 
form, or unconscious mind, is picking up, 
radio fashion (due to the astral aerial which 
the aspect merely maps) a tremendous addi- 
tional supply of discordant Mars energy. 

This accessory Mars energy now added to 

the Mars thought-cells has an affinity for the 
nerves leading to the suprarenal glands and 
the gonad glands. The secretions of the 
suprarenal glands, intercortin and adrenalin, 
have several functions, among the most im- 
portant of which are to provide a chemical 
in the blood stream which neutralizes toxins 
and thus-helps the phagocytes fight invasion. 
But under discordant progressed aspects to 
Mars the constant stimulation of these glands 
—the feeling of rush and hurry and tension 
—depletes the adrenalin and intercortin sup- 
ply. Yet these chemicals are necessary in 
the blood stream to fight invasion success- 
fully. 
In the World War Number I, soldiers be- 
came infected and died of mere scratches, 
thousands of them, because they had pre- 
viously placed themselves under such a 
strain that they had used up all their adrena- 
lin and intercortin. Chemical warfare is an 
essential part of the resistance offered to 
invasion by the human body. But when the 
chemicals that must be used are exhausted, 
or greatly depleted, as so often is the case 
when, due to a progressed aspect of Mars, 
the individual feels crowded or rushed or 
angry or irritable—as if an emergency situa- 
tion actually existed—they cannot be em- 
ployed, and an infection that under other 
circumstances would never get a foothold, 
easily moves in and overruns the internal 
Tegions. 

In such infections of various kinds which 
are characteristic of the influence of pro- 
gressed aspects of Mars, although the birth- 
chart constants vary with the different types 
of contagious and infectious diseases, there 
is still another factor of tremendous im- 
portance. It is a factor affecting other pro- 
gressed aspects and the events which are 
attracted by them. 

According to investigations recently made 
by The Brotherhood of Light Astrological Re- 
search Department, the indications are that 
when a group of thought-cells within the un- 
conscious mind acquires additional energy 
through a progressed aspect to the planet 
mapping them, this greatly intensifies and ex- 
tends the field of force about them. This 
field has an attraction for various other things 


whose inner-plane fields are similar. Thus, 
even though the three-dimensional distance 
between the individual and things which 
have on the inner plane fields of a similar 
nature—such as those ruled by Mars—is con- 
siderable—the two fields, and therefore the 
individual and the other condition, through 
their mutual attractive force, are brought to- 
gether. 

Perhaps I shall explain this more in de- 
tail at some future time. The point I here 
wish to emphasize is that when a-person with 
negative planets prominent at birth has a 
heavy progressed affliction to Mars, he is” 
actually attracted pronouncedly toward any 
condition of infection, such as an infectious 
cold, that is within the sphere of his reason- 
able environment. And if through permitting 
irritating or other Mars thoughts he has de- 
pleted his intercortin and adrenalin sup- 
ply and through such discordant thoughts, 
through errors in diet, through faulty elimi- 
nation, or impaired circulation, his blood 
stream is in an imbalanced condition, the 
mucous membranes are unable to resist 
viruses or other infection. 

The primary treatment of an infectious 
cold is the-same as that given last month for 
the common cold. In fact, the only difference 
is in the virulence of the invading organism. 
In the infectious cold, the power of the in- 
vader may be sufficient that even a blood 
stream that is not so greatly under normal 
may not have vigor enough to oust the foe. 
However, such invaders are able to take 
hold only when the thought processes have 
been such as to attract them. And just as 
the World War Number I, through the dis- 
cordant Mars thinking, attracted the so-called 
Spanish Influenza, which killed more than 
did the actual fighting, so we at the Church 
of Light Headquarters will be agreeably sur- 
prised if World War Number II does not 
attract, before it is over, or immediately fol- 
lowing it, a devastating plague. 

When a cold does not break with the 
primary treatment, the successive treatment 
should follow the procedure given last month 
for the common cold. But if it is severe, 
still more drastic methods may be added to 
assist in overcoming the infection and irri- 
tation. To assist in eliminating toxins and 
to counteract the influence of the negative 
planets, hot foot baths may be used, or 
Turkish baths with massage. But the patient 
should be sure not to leave the bath parlor 
until the pores of the skin are closed, and 
must avoid chilling. The throat and nose may 
be vigorously massaged, and a hot pack

The positive or masculine signs and 
houses are opposite the positive and 
masculine ones. 


. Aries, the positive masculine sign of 


Mars, is opposite Libra, the positive 
masculine sign of Venus. 


. Taurus, the feminine or negative sign 


of Venus, is opposite Scorpio, the femi- 
nine negative sign of Mars. 


. Gemini, the positive masculine sign of 


Mercury, is opposite Sagittarius, the 
positive masculine sign of Jupiter. 


. Cancer, the negative feminine sign of 


the Moon, is opposite Capricorn, the 
negative feminine sign of Saturn. 


. Leo, the positive masculine sign of the 


Sun, is opposite Aquarius, the positive 
masculine sign of Saturn. 


. Virgo, the negative feminine sign of 


Mercury, is opposite Pisces, the negative 
feminine sign of Jupiter. 


Our planets then are in four sets of com- 
plementary opposites. In reading a chart, 
it is always helpful to know these opposites, 
for opposition is sometimes a very helpful 
and good thing in a chart. 

If you will realize that the planets are in 
pairs of complementary opposites, you will 
understand when you come to the signs how 
this is expressed. The planets are in four 
pairs of complementary opposites, for Saturn 
is the opposite of both the Sun and the Moon. 

1. Mars is the complementary opposite of 
Venus and vice versa. You will remember 
when you did Lesson 1, that the planets 
Mars and Venus had similar symbols, but 
the symbol of Venus was that of Mars re- 
versed. Mars is masculine, positive and dy- 
namic; Venus is feminine, receptive and 
static. Venus does not, like Mars, go rushing 
to the ends of the earth to get what she 
wants, neither will she fight openly for it, 
but rather tries to draw things and people 
to her through her own powers of attraction. 
Mars expresses himself best in work and 
things that need ceaseless action and move- 
ment, whereas Venus tries to avoid any vio- 
lent action. Rhythmic motion suits her at 
times, but she is interested in substance 
rather than action, and the more beautiful 
her surroundings the better she is pleased. 

2. Jupiter is the complementary opposite 
of Mercury and vice versa. Mercury and 
Jupiter are both planets of the mind, but 
the mind of Mercury is that of reason and 
logic, whereas the mind of Jupiter is that 
of aspiration and inspiration. Mercury excels 
at perception, interpretation and exposition 
of the use to which ideas can be put, but 
the actual ideas come from Jupiter rather 
than from Mercury. Mercury gives the ability 
to reason but Jupiter gives the ability to 
arrive at a correct judgment. 

3. Saturn is the complementary opposite 
of the Moon and vice versa. The Moon rules 
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growth while Saturn rules rather crystalliza- 
tion and contraction and all that is finished 
and complete rather than growing. Hence 
Saturn is said to rule old people. The Moon 
rules water and everything that is fluidic or 
‘ subject to change and alteration, whereas 
Saturn rules everything that is highly or- 
ganized and permanent. Since Cancer rules 
motherhood, the element of responsibility 
comes into being in this sign, manifesting 
mainly as the desire to provide for offspring, 
but in Saturn, the sense of duty to all begins 
to manifest. The Moon is always experiencing 
something new, always in a state of transition 
and change, but Saturn merely weeds out 
and cuts down the things in himself of which 
he does not approve. He is, therefore, often 
represented as a man with a scythe. 

4. Saturn is also the complementary oppo- 
site of the Sun. The Sun rules life and vital- 
ity, while Saturn rules death. The Sun rules 
Spirit, whereas Saturn rules matter and 
material things. The Sun is the life at the 
innermost center. Saturn is said to be the 
“Lord of the outermost limit”—that is, he 
rules the things that are farthest away from 
Spirit. He rules all that wraps or encloses 
or keeps things together; he rules the skin, 
the walls of a house, the organization of a 
business, the government of a country, etc. 
The Sun is the ruler of eternity; Saturn is 
the lord of Time. 


The Complementary Signs 


Note that if the planets are opposite in 
nature then the signs they rule are in oppo- 
sition. Thus, the Venus signs are complemen- 
tary opposites of the Mars signs and the 
Mercury signs of the Jupiter signs. 

1. Aries is the complementary opposite of 
Libra. Aries is the eastern sign, the sign of 
sunrise, of all that is new and full of oppor- 
tunity. Libra is the sign of sunset, of the 
ending of the day. Aries represents the 
beginning of self, the start of the day alone. 
Libra represents the end of the journey and 
the meeting and contact with others when 
one’s work is done. Thus, nothing could be 
more opposite in nature than these two 
signs. If Aries is on the ascendant it will 
represent a person who is quite happy when 
he can move about as he pleases, be alone 
when he wants, enthusiastic about anything 
new, but never wanting to do anything twice 
in the same way. Such a person will have 
Libra on the cusp of his house of marriage. 
Libra will want company. Libra is not par- 
ticularly enthusiastic about anything until he 
has thought all around the subject, but 











nevertheless he is tolerant of ‘people and 
things in general, whereas Aries is inclined 
to be intolerant. x 

Aries is irresponsible and never wants to 
carry responsibility. Libra, however, delights 
in taking on responsibilities. Aries cares little 
about home and fine surroundings. Libra is 
never happy without them. 

Suppose Libra happened to be the ascen- 
dant, then our carefree Arian would come 


on the seventh cusp and matters would be” 


reversed. Aries exalts the quality of liberty; 
Libra believes in law and order. Aries is 
east and Libra is west and apparently the 
twain can never meet. 

How then, we ask, can marriage ever be 
harmonious? Is it not a wonder under the 
circumstances that any marriages at all can 
be happy, since the cosmic order is that un- 
likes and not likes shall mate? The ascendant 
is the self in a sense—that is, it governs the 
physique and the appearance, and since the 
type of physique is partly a result of the 
feelings and emotions, the ascendant also 
gives the type of emotions and the way in 
which you act and react to various people. 

The descending sign is the sign of which 
you have least in your nature, therefore it 
represents what you have to learn through 
others. All alliances then should be com- 
plementary. The partner has to help in 
rounding out your onesided nature, teaching 
you the lessons you cannot or will not learn 
for yourself, and doing the work that you 
do not know how to do, while you do for 
them the work they do not know how to do, 

We sometimes speak of two becoming one, 
and this is thought by some to be just a 
poetical view of the case, but none the less 
it is the cosmic view of the case, and it is 
cosmicly intended that from two opposites 
shall be created a power that can interpret 
not merely one-half of life, but the two 
halves of life. : 

Just as there is no flow of electricity or 
power without the positive and negative 
poles, so no one individual “finds himself’— 
that is, is able to know his full powers till 
he meets and understands his opposite. Aries 
goes too far to the east and Libra too far 
to the west, but if: they do continue long 
enough they will meet at the other side of 
the earth, and if they then continue they 
will come back to the starting place, and 
each will have gone the same distance and 
will have the same experience, but they will 
have gained that experience by different 
means of approach. Therefore, they can com- 
pare their experience, and they will find the 
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first step necessary in partnership is to allow 
the other member to work in the way that is 
natural to that member and not be continu- 
ally insisting that something shall be done 
in the way the one wants. 

2, Taurus is the complementary opposite 
of Scorpio. Taurus is the manifestation of 
Venus in Taurus in the second house, while 
Scorpio is the manifestation of Mars in the 
eighth house. 

Taurus is substance, form and mass; Scor- 
pio is power. Taurus loves things for them- 
selves; Scorpio only because he wishes to 
move and to change them and to see how 
they work. Taurus looks for ease and com- 
fort and a settled life, whereas Scorpio is 
born for stress and insecurity. Taurus looks 
for security and safety whereas Scorpio ex- 
pects martyrdom and usually gets it. Taurus 
is continually collecting and getting involved 
in material possessions; Scorpio’s final aim is 
to get rid of materiality and make himself 
anew. Taurus is a sign of content, whereas 
Scorpio tears himself to shreds. Taurus can 
bear a burden patiently to the end of life, 
whereas Scorpio spends his time getting rid 
of the burden, not in the irresponsible way 
that Aries would throw it off, but rather 
as an engineer learns to use cranes and 
machinery to supplement man power. 

Thus if Taurus is your ascendant, your 
descendant or seventh house cusp is Scorpio 
and your partner will act towards you with 
the nature of the sign of Scorpio. They are 
more difficult signs to polarize than Aries and 
Libra because Taurus and Scorpio have more 
-will power; not only that, but the feeling 
side of nature is very intense in each. Taurus 
because of her love nature through the planet 
Venus, and Scorpio through the emotionalism 
of “water” in the sign. 

3. Gemini is the complementary opposite 
of Sagittarius. Gemini is the manifestation of 
Mercury in the third house while Sagittarius 
is the manifestation of Jupiter in the ninth 
house. 

Gemini rules the hands, arms, and lungs, 
and therefore represents all that can be con- 
tacted in the immediate environment. Sagit- 
tarius rules the thighs, therefore represents 
the beginning of locomotion and walking, the 
ability to contact all that is far away. Gemini 
is interested in the people he meets every 
day; Sagittarius wants to contact. the people 
from long distances or from foreign lands. 
Gemini meets people antl easily gets ac- 
quainted but he rarely knows anything about 
them but what is on the surface. Sagittarius 
also meets people easily, but he quickly 
learns the mainspring of their action. He 


therefore becomes the diplomat. Gemini bar- 
gains and sells commodities, but Sagittarius 
is a propagandist and is interested in ideas 
rather than in commodities. He is a better 
ambassador than salesman. Sagittarius creates 
the interest; Gemini follows and “sells” the 
idea. 

Gemini rules commonsense, the practical 
and reasonable view of life, while Sagittarius, 
at his best, says there is something greater 
than reason, and this is intuition. Gemini is 
continually turning things around in his mind, 
continually flitting from one set of facts to 
the other, often without digesting the facts 
or arriving at any real conclusion concerning 
them, Sagittarius progresses upwards and 
forwards because he always tries to under- 
stand the basic principles and laws that 
underlie everything in the universe. 

Gemini collects facts and data, but Sagit- 
tarius puts these into a theory or system or 
law. He is able to transform facts into the 
light of truth. Gemini would quickly know 
the various parts of an automobile or aero- 
plane, but Sagittarius would know the prin- 
ciples underlying their construction. Gemini 
would quickly know how a certain business 
was run, but Sagittarius would know why 
it had to be run on those particular lines. 

So Gemini is mated with Sagittarius and 
they are very unlike, but being both mental 
signs and adaptable they rarely make scenes 
or fight, but each goes his or her own way. 
Gemini can visit relatives, and Sagittarius 
can go abroad. Then again it stands to reason 
that signs connected with mind rather than 
emotion and material things would not quar- 
rel so violently. There would simply be 
interminable argument. 

4. Cancer is the complementary opposite 
of Capricorn and vice versa. Cancer is the 
manifestation in the fourth house of the 
Moon, while Capricorn is the manifestation 
in the tenth house of Saturn. 

Cancer governs the northern part of the 
chart, and the time of midnight; Capricorn 
governs the southern part of the chart and 
the noon time. Cancer then governs what is 
hidden down in the depths of the nature; 
Capricorn governs what is open and apparent 
to all. 

Cancer always looks within to get his 
knowledge. It is an introspective sign. Capri- 
corn looks to externals and is ambitious. 
Cancer governs the home life; Capricorn the 
profession or the public life. Cancer is emo- 
tional, whereas Capricorn is essentially prac- 
tical. Cancer feels and senses if things are 
right or not. Capricorn demands facts. 

It would seem as though these two signs 
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would be very difficult to polarize, but as a 
matter of fact they are not as hard as some 
of the others. Cancer, however, often gets 
very much hurt in the process for it cannot 
understand the hardness of Capricorn, while 
Capricorn gets exasperated to the last degree 
with someone who is continually crying for 
emotion and affection, when he, Capricorn, 
merely demands efficiency. 

Both signs, however, are alike in one re- 
spect. They are acquisitive. They like to 
collect—of. course in different ways and for 
different purposes—nevertheless they desire 
material things. But whereas Cancer saves 
and scrapes for the home and the family and 
holds on tight (like a crab) rather for 
sentiment’s sake, Capricorn seizes and holds 
things because they increase his value in the 
eye of the world. Therefore, when a thing 
is worn out, Capricorn will throw it out and 
replace it with something finer and better, 
whereas Cancer will still cling to it hoping 
that it may come in useful some day. 

Cancer likes variety and change; likes new 
dresses, but will not give away the old. 
Capricorn prefers one or two dresses or suits 
that have been well cut and are correct in 
every detail. 

Cancer will always spend money on food, 
_. whereas Capricorn will starve himself to death 
to live in a fine house. 

Cancer is always looking for some one to 
take care of her or him. Capricorn is self- 
sufficient. He does’ not want or ask help, 
except that he is always on the look-out for 
people of higher social standing than himself, 
so that he can climb through them. But 
Cancerians always want you to be emotion- 
ally interested in every little detail of their 
lives. They have wonderful imaginations and 
weave wonderful dreams about themselves, 
their family, ancestry, homes and children, 
but as a rule Capricorn is very reticent about 
his private affairs. 

5. Leo is the complementary opposite of 
Aquarius. Leo is the manifestation of the Sun 
in the fifth house, while Aquarius is the 
manifestation of Saturn in the eleventh house. 

Leo radiates warmth and sunshine on all 
things causing them to glow and to partake 
of the gift of life. It is the sign of happiness, 
pleasure, romance, love and children. Leo 
understands life by living it; Aquarius, being 
mental, tries to understand life through study- 
ing the forms in which life is expressed. 
Leo is interested in the theatre as a source 
of pleasure; Aquarius becomes interested in 
the theatre as an organization, studying its 
effects on the masses of people, criticizing it 
and adapting it to special needs. 


Leo is interested in children because he 
loves them; Aquarius largely because he 
wishes to educate them and watch the process 
of education. Leo loves and does not question 
love, but Aquarius wants to analyze and 
dissect it, usually coming to the conclusion 
that friendship is saner and more valuable, 
If we analyze friendship, we find there is 
mutual help, but Leo loves children who can 
offer him no return mentally. 

Leo has confidence and faith in himself, 
therefore he believes that he can guide and 
rule others, Aquarius lacks the implicit faith 
of Leo. He studies the principles of rulership 
and government and comes to the conclusion 
that all men are equally able to govern, 
which to the autocratic Leo is either rank 
heresy or food for laughter. 

Leo is childlike in nature, enthusiastic, 
never tries to hide his feelings, takes chances, 
loves strong drama. He partakes of the nature 
of the Sun shining on all and never caring, 
not even noticing people’s reactions to him. 
Aquarius partakes of the old age of Saturn. 
He has studied all things and gets little joy 
out of anything, but Saturn helps him to be 
patient and desire to serve others. In Capri- 
corn Saturn desires to rule but in Aquarius 
he learns the lesson of service. 

Few people question the authority of the 
Sun, except Aquarius. On the other hand, 
the rule of Saturn is always resented. Aqua- 
rius seems incapable of seeing that the small 
simple things in life or in emotion are more 
interesting to the rest of humanity than the 
great, soulless, lifeless structures which he 
builds. Leo understands that one living pup 
is of more value to a child than a mechanical 
toy. 

So if Leo is your ascendant, Aquarius is 
your seventh house or partner, for each has 
to learn the lesson of the other.. Without 
Aquarius, Leo would never get beyond seeing 
the center. Without Leo, Aquarius would 
never come to a center. Leo will only con- 
sider one person, the one he loves. Aquarius 
wants to study everyone, but forgets that he 
must study. one to get the key to all. 

6. Virgo is the complementary opposite of 
Pisces. Virgo is the manifestation of Mercury 
in the sixth house while Pisces is the mani- 
festation of Jupiter (and Neptune) in the 
twelfth ‘house. 

In Virgo we learn how things should be 
done. It is the sign of discrimination, the 
ability to know the exact size, shape an 
weight of materials that are to be employed 
in any work. Virgo gives the exactness 
touch necessary to the artist to get the right

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Weather Guide 
August, 1940 


QO, the Pacific coast, the month of 
August, 1940, is indicated as somewhat above 
normal as to moisture, most of which may 
be expected around the last part of the 
month in the regions north of San Francisco 
Bay. In general, however, the rainfall is 
almost zero about the interior valleys this 
month, yet late in the month there are likely 
to be a few showers along the coast line 
and in the northern sections. The temperature 
should also be not far from normal, some- 
what above at first but later slightly below. 
The warmest days should come near the 
7th, 16th and 31st, while the cool periods 
are indicated as near the 10th and 20th. 
This time of year is usually almost entirely 
without storms, but what disturbances do 
occur should come on the 4th or 5th, and 
near the 21st. 

In the regions east of the Rockies, August, 
1940 should be unusually moist, the rains 
coming in short but frequent showers and 
mostly distributed about the central states 
and the Atlantic slope, though more than 
normal rain is expected in the gulf coast 
states. The stormiest periods are about the 
5th and 22nd. In the south, temperatures are 
Nearer normal throughout the month. In the 
west, the warmest part of the month is near 
the 9th to the 24th, while on the Atlantic 
slope there is a cool spell near the 8th, with 
warm weather around the 13th, cool the 18th, 
extremely variable near the 24th, and again 
cool about the 27th, yet fairly warm during 
the last few days of the month. 


Day by Day Weather Forecast 


Following is a day by day weather fore- 
cast for the regions east of the Rockies: 

Thurs., Aug. 1—In central states, cool and 
nearly clear; on Atlantic slope, quite warm 
and in some sections showery rains; south 
clear, warm. 

Fri, Aug. 2—Showery rains in central 
States, but most of great lakes country clear-

ing; west cool, south and east clear and 
warm; some rain in far northeast. 

Sat., Aug. 3—Some rain about northwest 
parts of central states and the northeast 
Atlantic slope, but most of country nearly 
clear and turning cooler. 

Sun., Aug 4—Few showery rains about the 
central states; south clear, cooler; Atlantic 
slope, some rain with temperatures much 
lower. 

Mon., Aug. 5—Showery rains in Rockies 
and the middle west, but most of country 
clear and cooler; on Atlantic slope, a few 
light showers; cool. 

Tues., Aug. 6—Widely scattered showery 
rains about central United States and to 
south; most of Atlantic slope clear; generally 
cool weather. 

Wed., Aug 7—Light showers about central 
states, but most of the country clear, and in 
east unusually cool for this time of the year. 

Thurs., Aug. 8—A few widely scattered 
showers or thunder storms in various parts 
of the country, but nearly everywhere clear 
and warm; slightly cooler on Atlantic slope. 

Fri., Aug. 9—In central states, the Rockies 
and middle west, some rain, but nearly all 
east of the Mississippi river clear; nearly 
everywhere warmer. 

Sat., Aug. 10—Light rains in central states 
and about the great lakes regions, but in 
south and on Atlantic slope nearly clear 
and warmer. 

Sun., Aug. 11—In central states, about 
great lakes, Ohio-Tennessee river valleys 
thunder storms, rains, extending to Atlantic 
slope; warmer. 

Mon., Aug. 12—Unusually warm weather 
in most parts of the country; a few light, 
showery rains in central states and also about 
the Atlantic slope. 

Tues., Aug. 13—Most of central states and 
great lakes country clear, but some rain in 
southwest, south, gulf coast and on Atlantic 
slope. 
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Wed., Aug. 14—In southwest, along gulf 
coast and to east some rain, but nearly all 
central states fairly clear and rather warm. 
Thurs., Aug. 15—Scattering showers in 
northwest of central states and about the 
gulf coast regions, but country in general 
clear and warm, 
Fri, Aug. 16—Some rain about central 
states and great lakes regions, also in south, 
but most of Atlantic slope clearing; turning 
warmer, 
Sat.,. Aug. 17—Scattering rains in central 
states, great lakes country, extending to gulf 
coast, but nearly all of Atlantic slope clearing; 
cooler generally. 
Sun., Aug. 18—In the northwest, Rockies 
and great lakes regions, some rain; in central 
states, south and on Atlantic slope, nearly 
clear and cooler. 
Mon., Aug. 19—In middle west, central 
states and parts of the great lakes country, 
some rain, but most of east arid south, clear, 
cooler. 
Tues., Aug. 20—About central states and 
great lakes, thunder storms, rainy, violent 
winds; also showers on southeast Atlantic 
slope and gulf coast. 
Wed., Aug. 21—General clearing about cen- 
tral United States, but some rain on east 
great lakes; showery on Atlantic slope and 
gulf coast. 
Thurs., Aug. 22—Nearly clear about great 
lakes and west central regions, but some rain 
in Ohio-Tennessee river valleys extending 
to east gulf coast. 
_ Fri, Aug. 23—Except for a few light 
showers in central states and about west great 
lakes country, clear and warmer or with 
variable temperatures. 

Sat., Aug. 24—Showery rains drift to east 
great lakes, Ohio-Tennessee river valleys and 
on to central and northwest Atlantic slope; 
temperatures variable. 

Sun, Aug. 25—Some rain in middle west, 
but clearing about great lakes regions as 
stormy conditions drift to Atlantic slope and 
the gulf coast states. 

Mon., Aug. 26—Nearly clear in all the cen- 
tral states and great lakes country, but light 
showers continue on Atlantic slope and gulf 
coast; temperatures variable. 

Tues., Aug. 27—Central states and great 
lakes nearly clear; showers about middle 
west, southwest and on Atlantic slope; turns 
cooler generally. 

Wed., Aug. 28—All central states and great 
lakes regions nearly clear; light showers on 
gulf coast and the southeast Atlantic slope; 


cooler, 
Aug. 29—Clear, 


Thurs., slightly cooler 












weather nearly everywhere, though light 
showers in northeast of great lakes and on 
Atlantic slope; much cooler.

A: this writing (May 24th), holdings 
in good corporations are worth just as much 
as they were before the market collapsed 
regardless of. the quotations in the news- 
papers. One who owns stock owns an inter- 
est in a company. The value of his interest 
does not fluctuate with price quotations. 

It must be realized that, as an instructor, 
I cannot urge people to dump good securi- 
ties on the market. I would be accused of 
causing the decline. That would end my 
work as an instructor. The S.E.C. and the 
Federal Reserve are supposed to prevent 
panics. 

The following is a copy of the telegram 
which we sent our Senator, the Securities 
and Exchange Commission, the Federal Re- 
serve, and the Secretary of Agriculture, 
Henry A. Wallace, etc. 


“May 17, 1940. 
“Dear Senator: 

“We think the exchanges should be closed 
if necessary to prevent a destructive crash 
in the commodity and stock markets. They 
say at the S.E.C. office that the selling started 
in Europe. We are being attacked by Euro- 
peans economically. What is the matter with 
our defenses? 

“The Government spent large sums of 
money and several years’ work trying to help 
the farmers. Their wheat finally recovered 
in price, but now it is down again. Most of 
the gain-has been lost. The S.E.C. set a 
daily limit of five cents while it was going 


up, but changed the limit to ten cents while 
it was going down. Why? 

“Thousands of margin accounts are being 
sold out in the security market, also caused 
by this European influence. 

“Over three billion dollars have been lost 
in a week in our economic war. That is the 
amount the Government wants: for defense 
from military attack. . If our Government 
neglects to defend us against economic in- 
vasion, what are we to expect it to do if the 
invaders come with guns? We have already 
lost the money which would have bought 
the necessary military equipment for de- 
fense. 

“We think our country should be defended 
economically, now.” 


This telegram was delivered on May 17th, 
and on May 18th Secretary Wallace asked the 
Chicago Board of Trade to peg Wheat at the 
closing price. May 20th, Wheat opened 
strong. Secretary Wallace is to be congrat- 
ulated upon “closing the door before all the 
horses got out.” This proved beyond a ques- 
tion that the whole decline could have been 
prevented. The fact that Wheat declined in 
the face of war demand proves that the de- 
cline was contrary to a proper trend. Some 
stocks went down to a price one half of what 
their earnings justified. Others were so low 
that their cash balances would buy back 
nearly all the outstanding stock. The de- 
cline coincided with the transit of Mercury 
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into Taurus, May 7th, and Jupiter into Tau- 
rus, May 16th, both square Pluto in the 
first degrees of Leo. But since there was no 
decline in book value we would not have 
been justified in forecasting such a complete 
collapse. It was sufficient to forecast the 
development of a good selling spot in May. 
Which we did. Meanwhile we have had a 
good rising trend in earnings and it appears 
to be continuing. The price of securities is 
a matter of quotation based upon current 
bid and asked prices. It is much like an 
auction. 


Leadership 


I have mentioned before that the automo- 
bile industry showed leadership for the rest 
of the country. That was before the Presi- 
dent made his dramatic appeal for a huge 
defense program. Now it appears that De- 
troit is due for an air-boom as well. The 
tool and precision industry is in Detroit; in 
fact, there are already more than one hun- 
dred plants in the Detroit area engaged in 
building things from diesel engines to tor- 
pedo boats. The mechanized equipment men- 
tioned by the President means motors. The 
weekly chart of Ex-Cell-O Corporation illus- 
trates what has already happened this year 
with one Detroit corporation. This com- 
pany is an almost perfect example of the kind 
of business that is likely to prosper in the 
future. While this particular company has 
already had a big move, some other com- 
panies have not as yet had their move. 


A FREE MARKET SHOULD BE STREAM- 
LINED TO PARALLEL VALUES. It should 
be operated under rules which limit exces- 
sive speed or volume. Those in the securities 
business should take a lesson from automo- 
bile manufacturers and develop safety as a 
selling feature. Laws are unnecessary to 
curb the sane and careful “drivers,” but laws 
are necessary to prevent reckless runaway 
drivers. There are enough of the irresponsi- 
ble traders in our markets to endanger the 
capital for the rest of us. The majority of 
the dangerous “drivers” are not Americans 
but Europeans. 


The men in our Government should learn 
how to govern economically.’ At a time like 
this we are reminded more emphatically 
about what I have stated before, regarding 
economics (including markets) being a re- 
cent discovery. 











Please look at the chart on the five-year 
Trend-Cast in the May issue, and note cycle 
number 3 shows a sharp dip with even a 
sharper recovery. It is entirely likely that 
if it had not been for the military and eco- 
nomic war, the trend of prices like that of 
earnings would have followed cycle num- 
ber 2. Let us cooperate to prevent “the fol- 
lowing of low roads instead of the high.” 


May I assure you that we have done every- 
thing humanly possible to furnish the in- 
structions necessary to cope with the present 
conditions, which is the limit of our duties 
and responsibilities. We have also been wag- 
ing a ceaseless campaign to have the proper 
Government controls put into operation for 
your protection. 


Review 


Because of these current complications, I 
should like to review briefly some of the 
points covered in these articles. The lesson 
on trend lines first given in the March 1939 
article is still further illustrated in this article 
with the Chrysler Corporation chart. 


Examples of the three million share day 
rule have shown up in the market three times 
since it was first given in these articles— 
at the bottom the last of August 1939, at the 
top in September 1939, and at the bottom 
in May 1940. This rule does not work at 
all tops and all bottoms, but it does work 
well at many of them. 


In regard to “The Great Triangle of the 
Stock Market” illustration in the October 
1939 article, the market broke out of this 
triangle on the up side during September 
and October 1939, but came down to the top 
trend line during May 1940. The market 
formed another apex in May 1940.and shook 
out on the down side by the war hysteria. 


In the March 1940 article I stated “before 
you are well trained and have overcome fear, 
buy % of your quota at a time. Learn how 
first, unless you are a millionaire.” After 
reading that, one person bought over $2,000 
worth of stock on margin with her last $1,000.

What to Do 


There are three definite things to do during 
August. First, hold cash; second, buy in- 
come payers; and third, average into a po- 
sition in good growth stocks. 

August promises to be an historical month. 
The planet Mars forms a whole series of 
violent aspects, starting around the 20th of 
July and going right through to near the end 
of August. He makes a square aspect to 
Jupiter, Saturn, and Uranus, a parallel aspect 
to Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus and the Sun.

applied to the nose and a cold pack to the 
back of the neck, to counteract the irritation. 

And of course, along with rest and a 
fruit juice diet, or at least one tending to 
increase the alkalinity of the blood stream, 
the thinking should be readjusted, made har- 
monious, and of the steady, vital, solar type. 

The drugs commonly given to check colds 
do tend to increase the perspiration. It is a 
moot question, however, whether coal tar 
products, such as so often are used, do not 
do more damage by injury to the organs of 
the body than they do good in combating the 








cold. Quinine and camphor are derived from 
wood, and are not so apt to be injurious. 
Atropin, which is used in so many cough 
syrups, is derived from the deadly night- 
shade family. It tends to paralyze both the 
sensory nerves and the glands. 

A teaspoonful of table salt in one pint of 
water used as a douche or wash for the 
nasal passage will help to clear it. The nose 
should not be blown forcefully, as this may 
drive some of the invading bacteria into the 
sinus or middle ear and result in infection 
there. Coughs, which are an adaptive func- 
tion of the tissues involved, unless severe, 
should not be stopped. The antidote of Mars 
is the Moon, and to soothe the irritated nasal 
passages, argyrol, 15% to 25%, is beneficial. 
It is a salt of silver, ruled by the Moon, and 
does not shrink the channels of elimination 
as do atropin, camphor and such drugs.

New Economic Order — Unusual Advancement in Medicine — Marked Increase in Foreign 
Trade — New Naval Program Boosts Employment — Party Out of Power Gains Wide, 
Unexpected Publicity—Little Chance of Permanent Settlement in Europe Within 
Next Two Years—Serious Obstacles in Financing Military Pregram for Great 
Britain—Another Crisis in Policies of Japanese Government—U. S. Must 
Prepare to Resist Any Possible Encroachment on Her Liberty. 


General Indications 


HE many powerful stellar releases of the 
past month will no doubt have brought to 
a climax the most extreme violence of the 
summer months. We are experiencing the 
dual nature of Pluto, with the civilized world 
divided into two armed camps, either fight- 
ing for the totalitarian governments or for 
countries ruled in almost the same manner 
under the banner of democracy. 

The first part of August will find this de- 
struction still in action. Later in the month 
there will be a breathing spell or a mopping 
up period. The heavy Cycles are quiet dur- 
ing this period. In the Saturn Cycle we 
have a sextile to the Sun on August 5th, 
bringing to bear the influence of contraction 
and a general slowing down of business. The 
ambitions of world leaders will be stimulated 
by this Saturn-Sun release, and it is possi- 
ble that still another greedy attempt will 
be made to take’ over the territory of a 
weaker neighbor. 

Even the Mars Cycle makes few impor- 
tant aspects, the chief influence being a trine 
to Saturn on August 11th. However, there 
is a very powerful Major Conjunction of 
Jupiter and Saturn in the sky on August 8th, 
which will determine the trend of events for 
this period. The conjunction of two planets 
in the sky corresponds to the convergence 
of corresponding factors on the earth in such

a manner as to influence world affairs, na- 
tional affairs, and the affairs of cities. 

Most important news under this conjunc- 
tion will be the announcing of new military 
and economic treaties. Jupiter rules treaties 
in general, and is the expansive business 
planet. Saturn rules the force’ of necessity 
and is the contracting business planet. The 
first Cyclic release to time the events thus 
shown will be the Moon opposition Jupiter 
and Saturn on the 10th, followed by Mars 
trine Saturn on the 1ltn. These dates will 
mark the outstanding world changes to be 
affected during August. > 

A drastic readjustment of financial and 
economic matters was promised by the en- 
trance of Uranus into Taurus. Uranus has 
been in this money sign long enough to set 
the wheels in motion, and we can expect 
each new aspect to Uranus to bring the 
change closer. The square of Mars to Uranus 
in the sky, on August 13th, occurring so close 
to the conjunction of the two business plan- 
ets, gives August particular significance as 
indicating the changes to be brought during 
the next two years. 

Here in the United States the conjunction 
falls in the house of finance (2nd). As Jupi- 
ter inclines to expansion and Saturn to re- 
striction, we can expect these diametrically 
opposed trends to create a chaotic condi- 
tion. But in the world at large the impor- 
tance of adjusting the economic system to 
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new conditions will prove a most difficult 
task. As Uranus is moving toward the first 
of Gemini, and is involved in the several 
Major Conjunctions next spring, we shall not 
have long to wait for its ultimate product. 
This month, however, should show the path 
which will be taken in the new economic 
order of the world. 

The New Moon Cycle for August does not 
indicate many peaceful overtures. The Luna- 
tion is in conjunction with Mars and Pluto, 
giving a decidedly militant trend in so far 
as this Cycle has power to mold mundane 
affairs. The Lunation also is in close square 
to Jupiter and Saturn. This again stresses 
the importance .of economic changes to be 
made during the month. 

The trine of Uranus to Neptune in this 
New Moon Cycle is brought into focus by 
Mercury in sextile to both of these upper- 
octave planets. Under such a _ planetary 
stimulation we shall have the harmonious 
energy picked up by the minds of progres- 
sive people. Unusual advancement will be 
possible along the line of new methods in 
health diagnosis, particularly in the field of 
dietetics ahd food chemistry. Inventiveness 
will be encouraged, as will the study of 
astrology. . 


United States 


The New Moon Cycle for Washington has 
the Lunation in the Eighth, stressing the 
importance of death and taxes as affecting 
the news for the month. Mercury, Pluto 
and Mars also in this department of life in- 
dicate the pressure that will be brought to 
bear regarding public money. As Pluto, the 
Lunation and Mars are all in square to 
Jupiter and Saturn in the Fifth, I look for 
political chicanery which proposes either 
confiscatory taxes or a promise of wild ex- 
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penditures which cannot possibly be made. 
This easily can result in a market upset. 
The conjunction of Mars and Pluto with 
the Lunation in the house of death, afflict- 
ing Saturn, is a rather evil omen for the 


United States. Undoubtedly there will be 
an epidemic of violent deaths, and with Scor- 
pio ruling the Twelfth, gangster killings will 
arouse public sentiment. Heart attacks also 
will take a heavy toll under this influence, 

Venus in the Seventh promises a less haz- 
ardous period where relations with other 
countries are involved. The war abroad will 
not so directly affect the U. S. as during the 
previous month. There may be some fric- 
tion, but nothing very drastic will occur to 
endanger our peace. While shipping has 
been crippled by the European war, this 
month promises a marked increase in for- 
eign trade. 

Labor will achieve notable advancements 
under the trine of Uranus in the Sixth to 
the Mid-Heaven. There appears to be a har- 
monious cooperation between labor and busi- 
ness, with only a few isolated cases of strife 





where the radical element has control. The 
aircraft industry especially is favored and 
will- continue to expand. The new naval 
program also will boost the role of the em- 
ployed. 

In many ways this will prove an excep- 
tionally good month for the U. S. The 
Lunation is almost exactly in trine to the 
Ascendant of the New Moon Cycle chart for 
Washington. Mars also joins in this har- 
monious aspect, promising a general increase 
in industrial development. 

The political struggle will tend to force 
foreign news out of the front page. The 
party out of power will gain wide publicity 
by some wholly: unexpected move, greatly 
enhancing their temporary outlook, A pow- 
erful attempt will be made to gain the sup- 
port of organized labor. 

At the time of this writing (May) it is 
too early to attain accuracy in predicting 
the trend of the election this fall, as the can- 
didates are unknown. However, a strong 
swing towards conservatism is possible un- 
der the many Saturn influences which operate 
throughout the autumnal months. The 
Ingress chart for Washington, governing 
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events in general for the entire year, has 
Saturn ruling the department of government. 
In the New Moon Cycle effective at the time 
of the election, Saturn not only rules the 
Tenth, but is conjunction Jupiter in the prac- 
tical sign of Taurus. Of possibly even greater 
significance is the conjunction of Jupiter 
with Saturn in the sky on August 8th, and 
again on October 20th, bringing into great 
prominence the influence of practical busi- 
ness measures and keynoting the economic 
changes which are slated to take place dur- 
ing the time of office of our next President. 
In the U. S. chart, the influence of Saturn 
also is significant. Mercury reaches the exact 
sextile to birth-chart Saturn on July 2nd. 
Mars has reached a point well within the 
one degree orb of influence, so will remain 
semi-sextile the progressed Saturn for sev- 
eral years. This is a very good indication 
for manufacturing and industry, as Mars and 
Saturn are in trine at the birth of our na- 
tion. To counter-balance these harmonies, 
the Major Progressed Sun makes the exact 
square to Neptune on October 23rd, then 
moves forward to the square of the pro- 
gressed Neptune in the summer of 1943. 
There is no doubt but that the European 
conflict will continue, and will spread to in- 


volve other countries. The power-mad lead- 
ers, goaded by Pluto in Leo, will never cease 
to expand their territories so long as there 
is a spot on the globe not under their direct 
tulership. Being unprepared to meet vio- 
lence with violence gave the Pluto-ruled 
gangsters their foothold in our social scheme. 
Being unprepared for any contingency has 
in recent months brought.the end to many 
small nations and the complete suppression’ 
of all the liberties of their people. Pluto, 
whether at the head of a neighborhood mob 
or at the head of an army, will respect only 
superior force. We cannot trust to luck for 
the preservation of our fabulously wealthy 
country and our priceless liberties. We must 
face realities and be prepared to resist any 
encroachments of any kind. 


Canada 


The first week of August brings consid- 
erable violence and destruction. Crime and 
the activity of foreign secret agents will fur- 
nish much news under the powerful Twelfth 
House influences. The New Moon Cycle in- 
dicates stringent measures will be adopted 
which will endeavor to supply the govern- 
ment with additional cash by means of in- 
creased taxes and tariffs. Death plays an 
important part at this time, especially where 
children are involved. Business will feel the 
depressive influence of Saturn, but the agri- 
cultural districts should fare rather well. 


Europe 


In trying to determine the scope and trend 
of the war, the charts of the nominal leaders 
of the countries involved prove of interest. 
King George is under the heavy afflictions 
this year of M.C. square Sun, Mars semi- 
square progressed Saturn, and Jupiter square 
Venus. The outlook for the next year is 
not favorable, as his Major Progressed Sun 
moves up to the opposition of Jupiter. As 
Jupiter is in the Tenth and afflicts the Sun 
at birth, the opposition will prove very in- 
jurious to credit and finances. In fact, this 
chart shows loss of prestige for the coming 
year. 


Hitler 


Hitler, on the other hand, has protective 
aspects, which give him quite an advantage, 
at least until the spring of 1941. With Sun 
Parallel Jupiter and trine Uranus, and Venus 
trine Jupiter, we can expect him to achieve 
his desires in spite of the other aspects oper- 
ating. We can look for still more of the 
“Blitzkrieg” type of movements which he 
has employed so successfully under this Sun 
trine Uranus—a method of operation typical 
of Uranus. 

In August, we have Saturn making the 
chief release in the heavy Cycles, and Saturn 
also. is involved in the Major Conjunction 
which shapes the news for the month. We 
can expect another land grab in some region. 
Saturn sextile the Sun (those in authority) 
will again stimulate leaders to take over 
small minorities under one pretext or an- 
other. 


Great Britain 


Great Britain has chief attention focused 
on the Sixth House, ruling the army, labor, 
and the food supply. From the New Moon 
Cycle for London, it would seem that the 
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English have a much better chance to make 
military gains than during previous months. 
The Lunation and Mars in the Sixth are 
closely trine the Mid-Heaven (honor), while 
Mercury as chief ruler is well aspected. 

Difficulty at this time will be over finances. 
Jupiter and Saturn in the Second are square 
the Lunation and Mars, showing serious 
obstacles will be placed in the way of financ- 
ing the military program. I think the prob- 
able length of the conflict will begin to be 
realized by the British under this planetary 
stimulus, and they will start to take the 
necessary steps needed to mete the new con- 
cept. As articles in AMERICAN ASTROLOGY and 
AMERICAN JOURNAL OF ASTROLOGY repeatedly 
have pointed out, 1941 and 1942 are the years 
that indicate chaos in Europe. Consequently 
there is little chance of a permanent settle- 
ment within the next two years. 


Germany 


Germany has a New Moon Cycle chart 
signifying considerable violence during Au- 
gust. The presence of Neptune on the 
Descendant of the chart for Berlin shows 
an element of deception will be used by the 
enemy. Some new factor will tend to alter 
the fighting technique. Air power will prove 
a vital issue at this time. The common peo- 
ple are severely afflicted at this time, show- 
ing the severe hardships brought by the war.

There is a reason for 
this, as crops gathered at the proper time 
keep in storage much better than those gath- 
ered in a hit and miss manner. 

Remember, “There is a time to plant and 
a time to pluck up that which is planted.” 


Planting Dates 


For the bénefit of our new readers, we 
wish to repeat that crops that produce their 
yield above the soil or on the branches of 
the plant and grow from seed with a root 
formation, similar to beans, peas, lettuce, 
corn, oats, sweet peas, marigolds, etc., should 
be planted when the Moon is new or in first 
quarter. 

Crops that produce their yield in the soil 
or at the root of the plant and grow from a 
bulb formation, such as potato, beet, carrot, 
turnip, tulip and gladiolus, should be planted 
when the Moon is full or in the last quarter. 

Plant in the last quarter only if necessary, 
as it is not considered the best time for 
planting. 

The time given is “Eastern Standard Time.”

August Ist and 2nd: a fair time to plant. 

Following the new Moon, when the Moon 
is in Libra, all day August 7th and 8th: a 
good time to plant flowers and a fair time 
to plant vegetables.

Spraying vs. Dusting Plants 


The chemicals you save by the use of a 
liquid sprayer instead of the dusting method 
will more than pay for the sprayer in a 
very short time. The under-side of the 
leaves of plants are more easily sprayed than 
dusted. When the dusting method is used 
on plants, we are compelled to pick a day 
when there is little wind. Some plants must 
be dusted when wet with dew, others when 
dry, even when there is little or no wind. 
Unless unusual precautions are taken, the 
person dusting must breathe in certain 
amounts of the dust, which is harmful to the 
health. 

The liquid spray can be applied at any 
time with greater safety to the person doing 
the spraying, also more rapidly and with 
greater ease for the under-side of leaf spray- 
ing. 

Many leaf-eating bugs feed on the under- 
side of leaves and must be poisoned from that 
side of the leaf. 

A good air pressure liquid sprayer, of about 
3-gallon capacity, is about the most con- 
venient size for the small garden, as the 
weight is not a great burden when carried 
on a shoulder strap. 

Always clean out the spray after you have 
finished your spraying operations. This will 
cause the spray outfit to last much longer, 
as many chemicals left in the tank will harm 
the container. 


Saving Seed 


To improve the quality of your plants, seeds 
should be’ saved from only the choicest plants 
of each variety. Flower seed should be se- 
lected only from the best plants, keeping in 
mind the size of the plant and blossom, also 
the colors of the blossom. Pick your seed 
only from healthy plants: Weak, diseased 
plants will produce only diseased seed. 


Now would be a good time to select your 


seed corn for next year. Some farmers se- 
lect the corn while it is growing in the field, 
marking the corn selected by tying a string 
or piece of cloth on each selected ear. 

The size of the stalk and size of the ear 
are important, but when making the selec- 
tion in the field, the seed grower can make 
his selection for tightness of husks around 
each ear. This tightness of husks helps to 
ketp out the ear worm and prevents them 
from doing as much damage to the seed corn. 

Seeds saved from your “Moon Sign Planted 
Crops” this year should show a remarkable 
improvement in your next year’s crop. 

When you gather seed, be sure they are 
well dried before storing away in boxes or 
cans, as moisture contained in the seed will 
cause it to mold. 

Seed stored in containers should be in- 
spected quite often to see if there are insects 
working in the seed. 

Should you find insects at work in the 
containers, in such seed as beans, peas, pop- 
corn or flower seed, you should fumigate it 
at once if you wish to save the seed. The 
chemical used for fumigating seed is CAR- 
BON TETRACHLORIDE. 

Place infested seed in a tight container. 
On top of the seed place a dish into which 
some Carbon Tetrachloride has been poured. 
Be sure the container is tightly closed. Do 
not use a container that is too large. For a 
bushel of seed, the container should have 
about four inches of space above the top of 
the seed. If the container is tight, % to 
1 ounce of Carbon Tetrachloride will be 
enough to kill all bugs or insects. 

The fumes of the Carbon Tetrachloride will 
go down into the bottom of the seed. Leave 
it in the container about 24 hours.

~ opens with several mild, un-

August Lunation 


The New Moon at 3:09 p.m. on the after- 
noon of August 3rd occurs in 11 degrees 18 
minutes of Leo and rules the lunar month of 
August 3rd to September Ist. The lunation 
is located in the eighth house of the figure, 
that ruling death and inheritance, medicine, 
occultism, collections, taxes and the finances 
of other nations as these affect our own. The 
Sun and Moon have just left the conjunc- 
tion of Pluto and form the square to Jupi- 
ter conjunction Saturn, then proceed to the 
square of Uranus and finally the conjunction 
with Mars.

There must be taxes 
raised for a huge military program, that is 
true, but reform in the management of pub- 
lic funds should be demanded to meet a 
large proportion of its cost. No more boon- 
doggling — because a nation faced with a 
deadly enemy will not tolerate it. Our forces 
for criminal investigation are probably at 
work on graft and corruption in the adminis- 
tration of relief funds and public institutions 
right now. Some announcement or revela- 
tion may come near August 13th and 14th, 
though secrecy surrounds the major objec- 
tives of the drive for reform. A medical dis-

covery may also receive publicity. It seems 
likely that inheritance taxes will be revised 
to bring in more revenue and that some way 
to tap war profits will be found. Definitely, 
it’s a month of “death and taxes.”

Legislative changes 
are one source of this unrest; labor having 
changed its political support may expect no 
favors contrary to average public opinion. 

Financial markets are rather depressed 
or quiet, with sustaining power enough to 
prevent really bad drops but also with many 
fears or cautious distrust of foreign stability. 
Domestic lines of business are favored most, 
especially building, agricultural products, 
foods, clothing and articles of luxury. Auto- 
mobiles, steel, aircrafts and war babies of 
all kinds are subject to wild fluctuations and 
adverse changes of trend near August 6th, 
12th-13th, 17th, 18th-19th and 27th. Stabi- 
lized prices may affect coal, food supplies, 
building materials and agricultural products; 
inflationary hopes may be disappointed but 
the masses of people are protected from prof- 
iteering to a large extent. Competition may 
be limited with a favorable effect near August 
22nd and 23rd. ° 

A peace effort may also have a tendency 
to cause lower markets and industrial levels 
near August 22nd and 23rd. 





U. S. Attitude Toward War 


Our own attitude toward war problems is 
one of a sincere effort to bring about peace 
—combined with an industrial rush to profit 
by the disasters of our friends. Relations 
with neighboring countries may be much up- 
set by industrial friction or conflict abroad. 
It may be that our neighboring republics fear 
us more than they do other big bad bogy- 
men, and that they may tell us so quite 
frankly. Export trade is disrupted quite 
badly all month, with a great spurt of activ- 
ity the 29th and 30th. 

There are many differences of opinion 
where educational affairs and the support of 
schools are concerned. The question of tech- 
nical training vs. classical learning may be 
a burning one due to the sudden demand 
for skilled workers; the personnel of many 
schools may be under fire; legal difficulties 
in raising school funds may be encountered; 
military and aviation training in colleges may 
be a matter of controversy. Highways and 
communications may also suffer from political 
shifts or priority of military interests. 

Weather conditions may be quite pleasant 
for vacationers and those able to be out of 
doors. Crop losses and adverse health con- 
ditions may arise through heat waves or se- 
vere storms near August 6th, 12th-13th, 17th, 
18th-19th, 27th and 29th-30th. Building trades 
and agriculture benefit by administration 
programs designetl to eliminate monopolies 
and profiteering, also frauds in labor. The 
administration is apparently quiet but is 
using good strategy to retain popular sup- 
port—protection of our people and our mari- 
time interests is a trump card in any man’s 
country. Shipbuilding may be - stimulated 
strongly—the army and navy have pushed 
relief affairs into the background for a time.

Many weddings may be 
solemnized, with especially favorable dates 
chosen the 22nd and 23rd. 


United States 


The United States chart has Pluto in the 
house of the press, transit and communica- 
tions, education, public opinion and relations 
with neighboring countries. Highly sensa- 
tional news releases near August 13th-14th 
tend to be more alarming than ever, with the 
public mind turned to major defense pro- 
grams. Constructive trends in defense, crime 
control and medicine are announced near 
the 24th to 26th.
